At Burns’ two gallons of whiskey were 
seized; at Driscoll's, 140 bottles of lager 
and two gallons of whiskey; at Kelley’s, 
a small quantity of gin. Driscoll was 
arrested ami locked up at police head- 
quarters; On Saturday evening Joseph 
E. Tobin’s house, Lexington street, was 
visited, and 48 bottles of lager ami one 
gallon of whiskey seized. The laiiis 
were all successful aud the police are 
entitled to great credit for vigilance in 
carrying out the laws of the city m re- 
gard to the liquor evil.

An Unbearable Nuisance. 

To the Editor of the Graphic. 

Through your columns- 1 would like to 
call the attention of those who read your 
paper, aud also the board of health, to a 
nuisance that is committed and permitted 
every fall throughout the whole town, 
especially in the more thickly settled 
portions. 

I mean the so called top-dressing of 
the small stretches of grass about our 
houses with the contents of barn cellars 
aud manure heaps. 

Every form of tilth and corruption is 
thus exposed to effend the eve.to disgust 
the nose and, what is of more import- 
ance. to injure the health. 

It is hard to understand how such a 
system ever came into use, aud having 
come into use on fainis aud pas- 
ture lauds, it should he continued now, 
in these days of cheap manures, right 
under our windows, close to the cold air 
boxes of furnaces. 

We have rules of our health board 
against keeping pigs in certain parts of 
the town. against keeping cows without a 
license, ami the sessious of our city coutu il 
aic at times given up to the discussit u 
of the question of having stables built 
in certain quarters ol the town, hut not 
a word ot protest have I ever heard 
against the spreading of the coutents of 
nig pens, cow barns or lioise stalls, 
broadcast every where. 

By this ton dressing we secure an in- 
finite amount <>f stink, an infinitesimal 
amount of fertilizing. I say stink ad- 
visedly ami intentionally. 

How damlerous a stink may be to 
public health 1 cannot say. 1 know 
well, however, that in such a mass of 
putrid corruption there is danger, es- 

lecially when it is brought into our 

louses, warmed by passing throughout- 
furnace pipes. It the rules of our health 
boat d have any reason for being, in the 
case of keeping pigs, certainly they should 
be extended to cover the manure from 
their pens. 

But 1 'have said enough. A word to 
the wise is sufficient. L. R. S.

IVE CEREMONIES, THCBSDAY. 


The beautiful new stone meetinghouse 
of the First Baptist Society. Newton Cen- 
tre, was dedicated with impressive cere- 
monies, Thursday. The church was 
completely filled. many ladies and gentle- 
men being present from all the Newtons. 
The services commenced promptly at 
2.30 o'clock, and after an organ volunta- 
ry the prayer was offered by Rev. Wil- 
liam Newton Clarke, D. D. The chorus 
of the church, under the leadership of 
Mr. George W. Walton, then rendered the 
anthem, “Blessed are they that Dwell in 
thy House,” (Tours,) after which the 
chairman of the building committee, Mr. 
James Sullivan Newell, read the 

REPORT OF THE BITLDDCG COMMITTEE. 

A high tribute was paid to the late 
Gardner Colby, who was one of the 
most earnest supporters of the plan of a 
new church, and whose contribution of 
$25,000 made the new buildiug a possi- 
bjlity. A memorial window has been 
placed in the Southern transept by his 
children. Mr. Newell stated that every 
bill had been paid except one. and there 
was money enough on hand to pay that. 
The committee to report on a new build- 
ing was appointed in April, 1883, and 
two years later reported, recommending 
that the whole matter he referred to the 
prudential committee of the church. 
This committee consisted of Messrs. 
James S. Newell, Dwight Chester, Mel- 
len Bray, Charles S. Youug, Arthur C. 
Walworth. J. C. Hartshorn and Andrew 
J. Letherbee. The problem before them 
was a difficult one. but Feb. IS. Is8d,thcy 
reported preliminary plans, with esti- 
mate of the cost. On Feb. 25 and March 
l.tlie plans were discussed by the society 
aud ou the last Darned date it was voted 
j to adopt the plans substantially as pre- 
sented. The prudeutial committee were 
appointed a building committee, aud ou 
April 12, Mr. D. B. Clafiiu was added to 
their number. Mr. J. Lyman Faxou of 
Boston was summoned to complete full 
working drawings, and these were pre- 
sented to the society in October, 1SS0. 
The contract was sigued Oct. 12. with 
Mead, Mason A- Co., builders of Boston, 
aud a few days later the work of remov- 
ing the old buildings began. The build- 
ings speak rlieir own report, said Mr. 
Newell. With the pews all in place 
there are 700 scats, and a gallery cau be 
built in the east end, providing for 250 
more. The furnisliiuus were selected by 
Messrs. Gustavus Forbes, Frank I’. Mc- 
Iniyie, Frank Kdmaiuts and D. N. B.

Tin? hoard of aldermen met Monday 
evening;. Mayor Kimball in the clinir. 
The reading of the minutes was dis- 
pensed with. All the members were 
present except Alderman Nickerson. 

On recommendation of Chief liixby, P. 

E. Ellis was promoted from Hose 'J, to 
be driver of No. 3 engine. 

THE STAllI.E QUESTION. 

A communication was received from 
the city solicitor, in regard to the power 
the board has over the erection of sta- 
bles and other buildings, lie stated that 
according to the public statutes, flic 
board could only refuse a license on ac- 
count of dancer from tire, or danger to 
health, and that the board had a right to 
withdraw a license once granted, if no 
action had been taken upon it. The 
board of health has control over the erec- 
tion of objectionable buildings. 

The order from the lower branch, ap- 
ropriating two hundred dollars for the 
anitary improvement of City Hall, was 
c occurred in. 

GRADE CROSSINGS. 

The board of engineers on 
grade crossings sent notice that 
hey would arrive at the Newton 
station at 9.35 Tuesday morning, to ex- 
amine Newton crossings, and the board 
voted to have the Mayor and such aider- 
men as could go, meet them, and oppose 
in every way the assessment of any part 
of the cost of separating the grades upon 
the city of Newton. 

Alderman French said that he thought 
it was very important that some of the 
members should be present, as if there 
was no opposition, a bill like that of last 
year might be brought forward again. 

Mayor Kimball said that the City So- 
licitor and himself had appeared before 
the railroad committee of the last Icgis 
lature. to oppose the assessment of any 
portion of the cost upon the city of New 
ton. The Railroad Commissioners were 
evidently in perfect sympathy with the 
Railroad counsel in their plan to have the 
city pay part of the cost, but Newton 
ought not to contribute anything to the 
railroad corporation. 

Alderman Pettee hoped the board 
would be present, so as to learn tho plans 
of the engineers, and what they propose 
to do. 

Mayor Kimball said that lie understood 
that their object was both to propose a 
plan and to say liow the expenses should 
be; defrayed, and what part of the cost 
should be assessed upon the city. 

Alderman Pettee said that when the 
Boston it Worcester road got its charter 
there were but few trains a day, and the 
danger was small. But now the road 
had been so extended, and so many west- 
ern connections, that the danger had 
been increased. The local trains were 
not complained of, lint the fast through 
trains were the most dangerous ami 
these were of no benefit to Newton. If 
the road must run such trains, they 
ought to pay for them, and pay all the 
cost of making the crossings safe. When 
the road was first laid out and secured 
its charter, it had only ono track, lint 
now it had four, and the through tracks 
contributed the most to the danger, and 
the road ought never to have been al- 
lowed to lay t lie through tracks over the 
grade crossings. 

Alderman Chadwick said tho board 
should lie present, that the city might 
kti or what was going on. He was op- 
posed to tlie city's paving any portion or 
the expense, as it did not properly be- 
long to tbe city to help the railroad out 
of the difficulty. 

I)tt. dean’s water pipe. 

The order, granting lJr. Dean permission 
to use iron service pipe, came from the 
common council amended, that lie must 
pay tln> expense of laying the pipe. 

Alderman Childs moved that the board 
adhere to its action lie thought tlie 
rule of the water beard, requiring the 
use of lead pipe, was an arbitrary one, 
and lie knew in no reason why any man 
should not u-e iron pipe if he wanted to

LEMON ItltOOK. 

Alderman French presented the peti- 
tion of the residents along Lemon brook 
n Nnnnntum stiect and Nonnntnm 
lace, Ward 7. calling attention to the 
filthy condition of the brook. Tho re- 
taining walls had fallen down, the bed of 
tho brook was clinked up, and tho brook 
was found to have cess pools ami drains 
emptying into it and to ho in a very foul 
condition. They asked to have tho 
brook widened and deepened, and to lie 
covered from Benjamin Merritt’s land to 
the Charles ltiver, with a brick arched 
wall, the same as had been done with the 
brook on Eldridge s;i#3 . Tho brook 
now was dangerous to pnolic health, and 
they asked for a hearing from the high- 
way committee. Tho petition was re- 
ferred to that committee. 

MISCELLANEOUS FUND. 

An order was passed appropriating 
$.'1,000, to ho added to tho appropriation 
miscellaneous expenses, and repaid 
from unexpended balances in tho city 
treasury, or from next year’s assessment 
of taxes. Alderman French explained 
that no money was left in tho miscella- 
neous appropriation, and tho City Audi- 
tor had informed him that the unexpend- 
ed balances would bo sufficient to make 
up the sum needed. 

|tiie stone enususn. 

Tho order appropriating $-7,090 for 
work at the stone crusher came from the 
lower branch wi'h the endorsement, 
failed to pass. 

Alderman Chadwick said that if the 
order had been fully understood it would 
have passed. The money would keep 
the city teams at wont, and the material 
would bo needed early next spring for 
use on the streets. Ho moved that a 
committee of conference lie asked for. 

Alderman Pettee seconded the motion 
and saiil that it was very important to 
have material for use early in the spring, 
when it would stick to the surface of the 
road and mix in with the old surface. If 
tlie work was delayed till Juno or July 
tli c old surfacing would be blown away 
and tbe new would be washed away by 
tbe rains. The roads now need this 
material, if it could be applied, as they 
have been badly washed by the unusual 
rains. Besides, the Auburndale crusher 
could not he used in the winter months, 
as tlie cobblestones used there would be 
covered with snow and ice. A commit- 
tee of conference was asked for. 

Charles F. Rand gave notice of inten- 
tion to build a double house. 44 bv do, 
and ell IS liy 30, on Maple Park, Ward 
One. 

John F. Warren asked for license to 
build a shicl, on West street, Ward Two. 

D. Baker was granted license to 
run a Pulsion telephone wire from Au- 
burn street to Lexington street, Ward 
Four. 

Win. Barry and others of Ward Five 
were granted a license to parade with a 
drum corps. 

Mayor Kimball appointed Bernard 
Early Democratic deputy warden of Ward 
Four; Asa C. Jewott, deputy Democratic 
warden, and I>. II. McWain, Democratic 
inspector of Ward Six. 

The board then adjourned to Tuesday 
evening, Nov. tltli, at 7.30 p. in., to re- 
ceive election returns.

He thought 
it would be a good plan in refer the 
wh be matter to the board of health. He 
knew of n town in Connecticut where 
lead pipes bad produced an epidemic of 
sickne-s, which passed away after the 
l ad pipes had been removed. 

Alderman French asked if Dr. Dean 
was iii any hurry to get water; il Im was 
the matter ought to be settled at once in 
some form. 

Mayor Kimball stated that Dr. Dean 
got water now through another lot, hut 
a house was being built upon the lot ami 
the pipes would soon have to lie re- 
moved, and lie wished to gut water di- 
rectly from the street. 

Alderman Puttee said that the water 
board had granted to persons who de- 
sired iron pipes, the privilege of using 
them provided they paid fur the fiist cost. 

Alderman Ward said that lie saw no 
reaso i wiiy tl e water board should set 
up an arbitrary rule. 

Alderman Childs said that lie knew of 
iron pipes that had heuii laid from II to 
13 years, and hail never become tilled up. 
Tile trouble was that the dignity of the 
w iter board was offended because l)r. 
Dean diil not appear before them in per- 
son, but be bad told them what he want- 
ed, mid there was no special use in his 
appeal iug. 

Alderman French said he thought the 
water board were looking after the iu- 
teiests of tbe city, and he saw no objec- 
tion to their rule. Iron pipes were used 
at first, but they noon became choked up 
and had to lie replaced, and till. entailed 
much useless expense. lie was one of 
the liist to ask for lead pipes, as he did 
not w ish to have his lawn constantly dug 
up for the sake of replacing the pipes. 
He thought Dr. Dean should pay the cost 
and the city not bo put to the expense of 
digging no and replacing iron service 
pipes every few yeau. , 

Alderman Pettee said that the lead 
pipes cost from lg to 14 cents pel foot 
more, and put thi 


The Republican rally Saturday night 
drew, a large crowd to City Hall, 
where tho American Watch Com- 
pany band furnished music, and Hon. 
Clias. Robinson presided, introducing 
the different speakers with short but ef- 
fective speeches. 

Hon. John W. Candler made the first 
address, which was similar in' character 
to tlie one made at Eliot Hall, and de- 
voted to Southern outrages. 

Mr. Patrick .1. Conhui of South Boston 
was introduced ns nit Irish American 
who had been go years a Democrat, and 
urged his compatriots to voto against 
English influences and free trade, and he 
described at some length the effect which 
he thought the Mills bill would have upon 
our industries. 

Mr. Samuel L. Powers spoko upon In- 
dependence in Polities. He said that 
when the Independents stood with tho 
Republican party, that party was invin- 
cible, and if they would stand by it now, 
it would be invincible unco mnVe.

Rev. George S. Butters 
offered prayer and the quartet again 
favored tho audience at the closo of his 
exhortation. Prof. C. C. Brngdon, princi- 
pal of Lasell Seminary presided, and in 
his introductory remarks alluded to tlie 
fact that ho war, a beginner and a learner 
in the Prohibition movement. He bad 
become disappointed with tlie equivocal 
position of the old parties, and believed 
in temperance legislation. When re- 
quested to preside at this meeting, I sug- 
gested, said the speaker, the propriety 
of securing some gentlemen more identi- 
fied with the Prohibition movement.

The Police Signal System. 

In all cities thoro are unfortunately 
more or loss of those, who need the re- 
pressive influences of the law to keep 
them in order, ami consequently to those 
who tiro interested in municipal affair 
tho necessity of improved methods in 
handling the Police of our cities has long 
been apparent. In no other department 
of municipal government has there been 
so little progress as that of tho Police; 
tho patrolman is sent to his beat and once 
there he is free to act as he pleases, being 
cut off from all communication with his 
supetior. Every man who has held 
position on any police force knows that 
this is very unsatisfactory, and in order 
that the polico force may become effec- 
tive and always under tho control of its 
superior officers, tho municipal signal 
system lias been invented and is in active 
use in many cities, and in no city in thi 
Commonwealth can it he used to so great 
nil advantage as in tho widely scattered 
City of Newton. In this system signal 
boxes containing telephones and auto- 
matic signalling instruments are placed 
at proper distances from each other 
every patrolman’s beat, an 1 are electri- 
cally connooted with police headquarters, 
and from tlicrothu patrolman can auto- 
matically trai s nit different messages 
and register them at police headquarters, 
or they can converse with each other by 
telephone, and citizens can also readily 
summon police assistance front any sig- 
nal box in the vicinity wlici’e th«y reside, 
as a number of respectable citizens arc 
intrusted with a key to the outside box.

In no other system is it possible to I are 
perfect control of the police force al- 
though it- does so much tho apparatus is 
as simple as an ordinary fire alarm tole- 
graph system ana its details can ho ns 
readily understood by any person ol 
average intelligence. An effective police 
signal and wagon system electi bally 
controlled is not an added expense to ii 
municipality, but is in fact, a real econo- 
my, for by its use the police force is prae- 
tical’y largely increased in numbers and 
efficiency as with if, it is uuiiccvssary for 
a police officer to leave his beat. with- 
out i f . wlicu an officer takes a prisoner to 
a station Ids boat is uncoveied for an 
hour or more, and it is apparent that a 
given mi in * er of patrolmen will by the 
aid of the signal system, more effectually 
protect a much larger area oi ti riitoiy 
than they could a much sm iller area 
without. Fiirtlicrmei'c, every key held 
by a citizen is real 1 v an additional polico 
officer serving without run nor 'ion. 
Without the signal system a police force 
patrolling tho streets is re illy a series of 
detached and unsupported outposts 
practically without any base, while witli 
it Hie policemen support each other and 
the entire force can act together as a 
unit. Finally its iiuiueroiis advantages, 
and the varied uses to which it may ho 
put, in the preservation of * ii and pro- 
perty, commend it to every one, tho 
costs of iis iutroiluutiou and maintenance 
being very small in proportion to the ad- 
vantages gained.

To the Editor of tho GltAPiiio. 

1 liavo read with great interest tho aldo 
political arguments which have appeared 
in your columns, and regrot that I have 
neither time nor ability to honor in a lil- 
ting manner your request to write upon 
tho congressional question. 

I can only brielly suggest a few points 
iu addition to thoso so ably urged by 
others. 

It is neither right nor independent to 
misuse, or lightly use, the power of vot- 
ing which the laws entrust; and the 
grave importance of tho decision of this 
district demands our most earnest con- 
sideration and conscientious action. 

We arc about to elect a member of 
Congress. I believe it is our duty to 
elect John W. Candler, tho Republican 
nominee. 

The letter of Mr. .Samuel Shaw, printed 
in your paper, gave as a reason for vot- 
ing against the Republican party, that 
tho reciprocity treaty with Mexico was 
defeated by a Republican sonate. 

lie was in error but as lie lias suggest- 
ed tlie importance of our trade with 
Mexico, I hope 1 shall bo pardoned for 
alluding to a subject iu which I am espe- 
cially interested. 

Our citizens have a large interest in 
trade between Mexico and tho United 
States. Wo liavo invested heavily on 
both sidos of the bolder. A Republican 
president negotiated a treaty of reciproc- 
ity with Mexico which would have largo 
ly increased our commerce, a Republi- 
can senate, witli the aid of some Demo 
cratic votes, ratified it by the requisite 
two thirds majority; a Democratic house 
defeated it. 

Receutly a few soutlioru Democrats, 
with the eoimivanco of the Democratic 
speaker, blocked all the business of the 
house and forced an abandonment of the 
attempt to pay back to Massachusetts 
and sumo other States tho direct taxes 
paid by them and not by all the States, 
Tlie Democratic representatives also 
prevented payment of the French spolia- 
tion claims,— just claims, owned almost 
wholly in New England. 

For eleven yeurs Now England has held 
n back seat in tlie National House of 
Representatives. Is she contented with 
it? Are her civilization, enterprise, re- 
finement, high souse ot honor, both pub- 
lic and private, inferior to those of the 
South, or less healthful and safe for tlie 
nation? No. but the. Democratic speaker 
gives, and must give, the most impor- 
tant places to southern Democrats, be- 
cause they represent tho power and ma- 
jority of his party: without thorn it 
wouui hopelessly fail. 

Tlie power of the Dcmocratc majority 
in tlie house has neeu mercilessly used. 
This district is aiding it; why should we 
continue to help defeat our own inter- 
ests? 

Our prosent representative, Mr. Bur- 
nett, is an estimable man; but if lie lias 
the will, he bus neither tho nerve nor tlie 
power to contend with his associates, 
lie is on the wrong Bide. He must go 
with his party or bo •‘sent to Coventry.” 
If be should protest, he has not tlie per- 
sonal power to make his protest etluct- 
ivo. 

Tho best interests of this city, 
of Massachusetts and of New Eng 
laud, demand a Republican major- 
ity and a Republican speaker in the 
House of Representatives. It is uocussa- 
ry for our pecuniary interests, both pri- 
vate ami public; for a proper revision of 
the tarilf; for tlie protection of homo in- 
dustries; for building up trade by reci- 
procity treaties with Mexico and Central 
and .'south America; for tho protection of 
our extensive investments iu the West, 
.South ami Southwest. 

Tlie great success of New England is 
due, mainly, to her conscience, her 
schools and the uuultcrublu sense of tlie 
true dignity of labor. 

Shu lias a great dual at stake. Site must 
make herself felt again in tho house as 
well as the senate. Ami this isj not 
wholly seliish. Her iulluence lias never 
retarded tlie growth, injured the charac- 
ter, or detracted from tlie prosperity of 
any section. 

She asks no more than her due ami 
concedes to others more than their rights. 
She dciuunds a proper share in the coun- 
cils of the nation. Tho Republican party 
will give it to her. Tlie party found its 
birth and Inspiration iu New England. 

llut it is not for New England alone, 
tlie best interests of the South lie ill the 
same direction. Ricli iu labor, lands, for- 
ests and iniueruls, tlie South nuuds thrift, 
enterprise and capital.

tut. F. C. CKKIIOKE ANSWERS SOME IM- 
PORTANT QUESTIONS. 

To the Editor of tho Graphic. 

I found in my mail this morning a cir- 
cular signed with tlie name of a well 
known political worker, asking mo to 
contribute to tho campaign fund of tho 
Republican party, which was roprosented 
to be in urgent need of pecuniary assist- 
ance. Being an Independent iu political 
matters, I put tho question which iioads 
this article to myself. Four years ago 
tlie question was in the form, ‘‘for whom 
shall I vote?” Now — and it is something 
to be profoundly grateful for — it stands 
"for what shall I vote.” So, despite tho 
fact that a citizen of Newton is an- 
nounced to show in an address how little 
the judgment of an Independent is to lie 
depended upon, I have devoted a littio 
time to considering tho problem. For if 
I intend to vote for tlie measures advo- 
cated by tlie Republican party, I certain- 
ly ought, in their distress, to send them 
such small contribution ns I can spare — 
the more especially ns tlioy are tlie only 
line of tlie three great parties which has 
thus far done me tlie honor to solicit my 
pecuniary aid. 

To begin at tho foundations of our 
civil status, tlie welfare of the great 
body of citizens who earn liv daily labor 
their daily bread. The Republican party 
claim that tlie promotion of this welfare 
is their peculiar care mid that if they are 
entrusted with tlie control of tho govern- 
ment again they will insure this class 
unexampled prosperity. Is this so? They 
hold tlie power asked for during twenty 
years, and in tho last decade of that pe- 
riod, these well-cared for laborers were 
so blinded to tbe facts that they formed, 
perhaps, tho most powerful organization 
ever known upon this continent, to protect 
and improve tlit-ir condition, which they 
asserted was getting intolerable. Tho pro- 
tection accorded to t lie labor interests liv 
tlie Republican party was certainly not 
sullicicnt to prevent tlie formation of tlie 
order of tlie Knights of Labor. As they 
only oiler tlie same means now, propose 
no new measure, is it probable that they 
will be more successful in tho future? 
Again, while nt tlie beginning of the 
present Democratic term what are 
termed labor troubles were general and 
threatening — they liavo been steadily de- 
creasing, and it is a fair inference that 
nothing in tlie conduct of tho govern- 
ment by that party has occurred to in- 
jure the comlii ion of tho laboring class- 
es, bat rather to improve it. I must not 
bu understood ns asserting that I deem 
the comlii ion of tlie working classes to 
bo very closely dependent upon political 
matters, 1 merely wish to point out that 
tho assumption of tlie Republican lead- 
ers, that they are tho ones to whom the 
workingman is to look for support and 
protection, is at least ill founded. 

Another claim they make in asking me 
to support them is that they are (lie 
champions of American Industry, as they 
propose to protect it hy increasing tlie 
duty upon imports. Tlie present protec- 
tive tariff is their work. Lot me illus- 
trate how it woAs to protect American 
manufactures. There is a monopoly, or 
trust, or whatever one may oliooso to 
call it, which controls tho production of 
iron girders and fixes the price thereon 
at J cents per pound. This monopoly (it 
embraces ouly a few concerns) receives 
the protection ot 1 1-4 cents per pound 
duty upon imported girders. Moreover, 
tiiese same girders can be bought iu Bel- 
gium at 1 1-8 cents per pound, so that 
tlie duty is more than 100 per cent. All 
of our bridge builders and other large 
consumers of course, when they can, buy 
iu Belgium. Rocontly tho contractors 
upon a public building, having ordered 
their girders iu Belgium, conceived tlie 
bill'll t idea of having some necessary 
bolt holes, etc., bored in them, and im- 
ported them ns machinery, which only 
pays a duty of 40 per cent. Thus under 
tlie prosent tariff, any onu building an 
elevator which requirud the use of 
iron girders, can reduce tlie duty upon 
these from over 100 per ot. to 40 per ot.,by 
having them made into machines hy for- 
eign workmen, instead of bringing them 
in as girders und giving American tirms 
tho work of constructing machines witli 
them. 

Tlie truth of tlie matter is, that all pro- 
tection of our industry is at tlie expense 
of somebody else. Our present tariff, 
patched witli provisions from time to 
time, as some powerful interest operated 
upon congressional committees, is incon- 
sistent with itself; it needs revision to 
inako it tolerable, and that is wliut Re- 
publicans refused to do, hut thu Demo- 
crats attempted to do in tho Mills hill. 
A great howl is made over tlie free intro- 
duction of foreign wool, but as the State 
of Texas, most largely interested in hav- 
ing that industry protected, is thu birth- 
place of tho measure, it seems hardly 
worth while to vote witli tho Ropuiilicans 
to oppose it — all the more as it would be 
to tlie advantage of a groat New England 
industry to have it removed. 

There lias boon some talk about Pro- 
tection versus Free Trade (things which 
hy tho way can exist side by side) bill 
as freo trade lias not been proposed by 
either of tho parties in thu Held, 1 fail to 
seu how tlie discussion is portiuuut to 
tlie pioHuut election. Protection by di- 
rect subsidy, or hy government aid ( is 
England protects her carrying trade 
which distributes hor products, hy colo- 
nial and trading establishments, a pow- 
erful navy, oto.,) can co-exist with freo 
trade; but tlie moans must be provided 
in some way, direct tax upon thu people 
being the rule. Tlie great advantage of 
this method is that thu amount expend- 
ed iu protecting an industry cuu lie close- 
ly estimated, while under our mode of a 
protective tariff it is impossible to toll 
what it costs. We only know that a pro- 
tective tariff enhances tlie price of tho 
protected urtiulu to every consumer, 
lienee small industries would he protect- 
ed at an exorbitant cost, if a native in- 
dustry produced ouly uno-tonth of thu 
quantity required for consumption in thu 
country — tho other nine. tenths having to 
bu imported, a fifty per oeut duty would 
take from the consumers an amount live 
times greater than tlie whole value of thu 
home production, aud it would be far 


cheaper for them to lie Inxml directly 
with a subsidy sufficient to enable tlie 
proprietor of the industry to run Ids mill 
or mine iu open competition witli the 
foreigner. 

However, the question of “what shall 
1 vote for" does not include that of the 
best method of protection;! both parties 
have a high protective tariff on their 
programme, and as the Democratic seems 
tlie preferable one, I shall vote for that. 

Civil Service Reform,— I fail to see 
that tho Republican party while in pow- 
er showed any great, disposition to pro- 
mote this desirable reform. The Demo- 
crats, during tlie past four years, have 
done something towards it— their candi- 
date for re-election to the Presidency is 
undoubtedly in favor of it. 

Tho Republican party had n twenty 
years lease of power, uninterrupted 
since its birth. It lias deteriorated as all 
political parties do from tlie constant ex- 
ercise ot power. — it is best to have a 
change. 

Tlie young men now coming to the front 
sou and feel this. Look at the well- 
known names among tlie leaders of tlie 
Independent and Democratic movement, 
descendants of tlie founders of tlie lte- 
Remibliean party. This means that 
fresh thought untrammelled byhnbits and 
precedents sees more clearly. Years ago 
a brother physician, eminent in his pro- 
fession, said to me: “I tell you these 
•‘young men are not only far ahead of 
“what we were at their age, but of us as 
“wo stand today. The young men of tu- 
“day have graduated in a school where 
“they have been taug.it the concentrated 
“results of tlie experience of oar genera- 
“tion. while wo, occupied in our daily 
“work, have only what we have gathered 
“ourselves.” This is equally true iu pol- 
itics. But I fear that I have already ex- 
ceeded the limits of space to which I am 
entitled, and with tlie statement that I 
shall vote for Cleveland and not contrib- 
ute to tlie Republican party’s campaign 
expenses this’ year, I must close.

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

MR. IIEMAN M. BURR DISCUSSES THE MIS- 
TAKES OF CLEVELAND. 

To tlie Editor of tlie Graphic : 

I cheerfully accept your invitation to 
write a brief article for the Graphic on 
tlio civil service reform issue in this cam- 
paign, merely remarking that tho very 
able letter of Mr. James T. Allen, em- 
bracing this subject, leaves little to bo 
said and seaut laurels to lie won by a 
second controversialist. 

The only issue iu tho election of 1884, 
(aside from tlie question of personal lit- 
uess) was thu civil service reform issue. 
Tins resulted from tlie very logic of tlie 
situation. After the nomination of Mr. 
Blaine, Governor Cleveland, who for some 
months past had been fast sinking into 
“innocuous desuetude” as a candidate 
for tho presnlency.suddcnly forged to the 
front and was taken up by tho Democra- 
cy, in response to tlie clamors of the bolt- 
ing Republicans, who begged on tlicir 
bended knees for this boon. Tlie issue 
was framed and the candidate selected 
hy these men. who forced tho fighting all 
along the 4ino and led tlie Democratic 
party — reluctant but too astounded to re- 
sist, to a successful issue of the conflict. Ill 
tlie meantime tlicir candidate had done 
tlie country a good service. He had 
piintod,iu language more forcibiu and 
picturesque than had ever before been 
used by any party leader in treating of 
the question, tlie enormous evils that re- 
sult from tlie mere constitutional pos- 
sibility of a president being a candidate 
for re-election. Time went on and this 
vigorous letter-writer was duly inaugu- 
rated. At this time probably all of tlie 
sincere reformers believed tbe new presi- 
dent to lie an untlinobing friend of their 
cause. II is letter of acceptance, tlie 
famous letter to George William Curtis 
— none of us has forgotten the dismay 
which that performance carried into tho 
ranks of tho hitherto “untorritied” 
Democracy, “very hungry and very 
thirsty” after their long exclusion from 
office, — various other public utterances 
and even li is course as governor of Now 
York, which in spite of a few backslid- 
itigs had been iu the main that of an 
honest friend of' reform, singled him out 
among practical politicians as the one 
Moses who could lead the reformers out 
of their wilderness. Such was tlie 
promise of the situation. Let us look at 
tlie performance. 

Mr. Cleveland's policy in tho matter of 
removals and appointments was at first 
cautious — so cautious, in fact, thnt the 
Democracy from east and west cried out 
in their rage almost in the words of tlie 
famous Flanagan of Texas, “What are 
we here for if not for tho offices?” Tho 
l’resident's position as a party-lender 
was soon seriously imperilled and his 
chanco of ronoinination almost gone. The 
danger of re-electing a president, against 
which he had so solemnly warned his 
fellow-countrymen, was apparently to be 
escaped, ill his own case at least. But 
ho changed his course iu time. As offices 
became vacant they were tilled witli 
staunch Democrats and faithful Repub- 
licans were daily and hourly removed 
for political runsous only. i have said, 
“as offices became vacant,” though every 
intelligent civil servieo reformer repudi- 
ates as an abominable heresy, the idea 
that an office is properly vacant when 
tho four years term of its incumbent lias 
expired. In suuli cases, where tlie official 
is not one, part of whoso duty it is to 
assist in shaping and carrying out in 
practical effect tlie policy of tho adminis- 
tration, every principle of tlie merit 
system demands his reappointment. 
Tlie mill ground so merrily that in June, 

1887, of 50,134 places iu thu gift of the 
president. 43,01(4 had been tilled with now 
appointees. In tho sixteen months that 
liavo elapsed since thoso tables were 
compiled, tlie exigences of party politi- 
cal warfare liavo been so great and tlie 
importance to reform of securing the rc- 
noiniliatiou of a reform president, lias be- 
come so paramount, that the 13,14? of- 
licials who were then undisturbed in 
their places liavo shrunk and dwindled 
like Falstaff’s -eleven men in buckram. 
Mr. Lodge, in a paper which is perfectly 
fair and judicial in tono, puts tho total 
of offices "which liavo boon taken as 
spoils hy tho now reform government in 
three years” at l(K),iKK), and adds, “there 
are probably not 5000 officers outside tlie 
elassiiied service who still hold over 
from tbe former administrations,” (May, 

1888. ) 

It iH idle to say in answer to these 
figures, that Mr. Cleveland lias enforced 
tlie law covering tho elassiiied service, or 
that ho has hud “many obstacles to eu- 
conutor,” as his latest apologist, Coti- 
grussmau Burnett puts it. That part of

TARIFF, PROGRESS AND WEALTH. 


Ol'It HISTORY UNDER REVENUE AND UN- 
DER PROTECTIVE TARIFFS. 


To the Editor of the Git trine: 

There can be no doubt of the in- 
tent of the framers of tlie tariff bills 
of 1780 and lSlti: it was. in tlie words 
of Clay, tariff for revenue, with dis- 
crimination for protection; and innoc- 
uous as the rates adopted may seem, 
gauged by the conditions of 1801, or of 
today, tho fathers who made and enacted 
these tentative measures intended to give 
such protection to the mtifleers of those 
days ns would enable them to establish 
industries in competition with European 
producers. The objects aimed at in tlie 
tariff act of 178b are clearly indicated in 
the Hist section, ‘‘Whereas it is necessa- 
ry for tlie support of tlie government . 

. . . and the encouragement and pro- 
tection of manufacture*,” etc. This is 
well supplemented by the remarks of Mr. 
Madison : “I think some of the proposi- 
tions may be productive of revenue, and 
some mag protect our domestic manufac- 
tures.” That thoso objects were nlways 
kept in view by tbestatesmen of that time 
is fuithorindicatcd in tho last message to 
Congress of Washington : “Congress 
lias repeatedly and not without success, 
directed their attention to the encourage- 
ment of manufactures. The object is of 
too much consequence not to insure a 
continuation of their efforts." Mr. Ham- 
ilton, Secretary of tlie Treasury, in his 
well-known report to Congress says: 
“Tho embarrassments which have ob- 
structed the progress of our external 
trade liavo led to serious reilections on 
tlie necessity of enlarging the sphere of 
our domestic commerce.” Thus do the 
notable utterances incident to tho pas- 
sage of the two first tariff acts all 
breathe the same spirit, the deter- 
mination to build domestic industries 
upon tho firm foundations of a protec- 
tive tariff. As a direct result of this 
policy, embodied in tho bill of 1780. the 
balance of trade, as measured by im- 
ports and exports, which in tho seven 
years ending 1701, was over fifty million 
dollars against us, was, in seven years 
beginning 1705, changed to a balance iu 
mir favor of nearly ninety million dol- 
lars. Jefferson succinctly expresses the 
wliolo case when lie asks, iu his message 
of 180(1, “Shall wo suppress the impost 
and give that advantage to foreign, over 
our domestic manufactures?” In recom- 
mending tho additional duties which tho 
working of the tariff of 1780 showed to 
lie necessary for tlie protection of home 
[ producers, tho committee of tho House 
to which 1’iesident Jefferson's message 
\ relating to manufactures was referred. 

I say “A nation erects a solid basis for the 
j support and maintenance of its indepeit- 
I dciicu and prosperity whose policy is to 
] draw from its native resources all arti- 
cles of the lirst necessity.” The 
tariff of 18UI was passed after long 
discussions, during which the need 
for still further protecting native manu- 
factures was clearly stated hy President 
Madison and others. 

So great had been thu country's 
prosperity under the fostering iu- 
llueuees of protection that President 
Jaeksou was enabled iu 1S35, ti in- 
form Congress that tho uutire nut onal 
debt was paid. Very soon, however, the 
effects of tlie lower tariff compromise act 
of 1833 were unmistakably shown; wages 
were generally reduced, and monetary 
distress prevailed iu every branch of in- 
dustry. By the eml ot Presideut Yau 


Milieus administration the revenues had 
become ao greatly reduced, owing to the 
want of confidence among domestic pro- 
ducers, and the consequent diminution 
of tlie absorbing capacity of Hie home 
market, that tho treasury, which had 
been burdened by a surplus under the 
protective tariffs prior to 1833, became 
greatly embarrassed; funds had to lie 
raised by borrowing expedients; even 
that moat desperate of all, borrowing 
money wherewith to repay borrowed 
money. No magician's wand was ever 
more potential iu transforming barren- 
ness into profusion than was tlie protec- 
tive policy in tlie tariff of 1842, in bring- 
ing about smiling plenty in place of tlie 
bankrupt, condition induced by the tariff 
for revenue of 1833. This is matter of 
history and requires no further proof, 
and no argument for its substantiation. 
Those who deny it read history with 
jaundiced eyes; tlie same distorted vis- 
ion as that which prompted the South- 
ern slaveholders and their Northern 
doughface allies to demand, in presence 
of tlie palpable benefits accruing from 
tlio act of 1842, a further experiment in 
tlie direction of a tariff for revenue. 

Gen. Jackson well forecasts existing 
conditions today when lie says, “Draw 
from agriculture this superabundant la- 
bor, employ it in mechanism and manu- 
factures, thereby creating a home mar- 
ket for your breadstuffs, and distribut- 
ing labor to the most profitable account, 
and benefits to the country will result. 
Take from agriculture in tbe United 
States 000,000 men, women and children, 
and you will at once give a home market 
for more breadstuffs than all Europe now 
furnishes us with.” The extraordinary 
prevision hero shown is made evident 
when we 1 -ellect that of tlie total produc- 
tion of cereals, amounting in 18811 to 
more than one thousand million dollars' i 
worth, 05 per cent was consumed in this 
land of plenty, through the influence of 
that diversification of industries which 
Jackson so ardently recommended. 

Advocates of protection need have no 
fear of the fullest rehearsal of the coun- 
try's history under protection, and under 
a tariff for revenue. In tlie ten years of 
the horizontal revenue tariff "of 1833 
to 1843 our material interests made little 
progies*; distrust and failure were the 
prevailing conditions. Per contra, 
amongst a thousand evidences of abound- 
ing wen. tli, tlie ten years ls77 to 1887 
show tlie construction «f 71.354 miles of 
railroad, costing 82,500.000,000, tlie value 
of tlie tonnage carried advancing fr m 
84.080,150,000 to 813,043,250,000. In orj . 
tier to fully realize tlie significance of this 
statement, it should be remembered that 
in 18.83-4, the total value of all the mer- 
chandise imports and exports of the 
United Kingdom, with its revenue tariff, 
was but 83,430,000,000. Thus we see that 
with full possession of tlie object of tbe 
free trader’s fondest dreams, the ne plus ul- 
tra of his hopes, the markets of tlie world, 
tlio much vaunted commerce of Great 
Britain is about one third tlie value of 
tlie domestic products of the United 
States conveyed from one point to an- 
other, on our own railroads. 

That no page of our history need be 
veiled by those who attribute to the in- 
fluence of protection tlie unexampled 
progress which lias marked our career 
since the close of tlie war, is amply at- 
tested by a comparison of tlie lamentable 
state into which the country was plunged 
by tlie tariff for revenue of 184(1 and of 
1857. with the condition before the en- 
act'neut of those measures, and since tlie 
last revenue tariff was repealed. 

Just as the framers of tlie Mills bill 
propose, so did the men who passed tbe 
re vt uue tariff of 184R intend to put a 
period upon the policy of protection. 
I'lien, as now, there was no intention of 
accomplishing tbe end sought, at one 
stroke: so intatuated were tbe doctri- 
naires of that day with their designs, aud 
their theories, that facts were calmly 
pushed aside witli the sublime uncon- 
cern of the fanatic. Notwithstanding 
that Hie 81fl, S8S, 0(17 surplus iu the treas- 
ury, the result of the four years of protec- ! 
tion from 1842 to 1S48 had been meta- 
morphosed during tlie first four tens 
under the tariff tor revenue only of 184(1, 
into a deticit of $52,108,144; although the 
national debt bad been reduced in the 
same period (1842 — 1840.) from $32,742, 
022 to $15,550,202; and while in the next 
four vears, under the revenue tariff, the 
debt liad been increased to $03,432,773, 
these revenue reformers -were so fascina- 
ted by their tine-spun doctrines that 
they insisted upon trying a further re- 
duction of duties. 

Debt is not usually regarded as evi- 
dence of great prosperity, and those who 
deny that our present exalted position 
among the nations, iu material resources, 
is largely due to the policy of protection, 
should explain why, under the tariff for 
revenue of 1840 aud 1857, the national 
debt, which, as we have seen, was 
reduced under protection, ami which in 
1840 amounted to $15,550,202, had become 
in 1801 $90,580,873. It should be remem- 
bered too. that during tiiis same period 
tlio wealth of the country had been ma- 
terially added to by the gold discoveries 
in California. 

The deplorable state of affairs in the 
years 1857 — 1801, under the lowest scale 
of duties in recent years, is still fresh in 
tlio recollection of many u'ow in the 
prime of life; that was ail era of cheap- 
ness; every tiling was cheap, except the 
credit of the nation: the condition of that 
was exhibited in 1800, when the Secreta- 
ry of tlie Treasury offered for sale $5,000, 
IKK) in Treasury notes; only $500,000 was 
obtained, and that at a discount of twelve 
per centum. That was a "condition” 
which was the logical outcome of a 
"theory.” Compare for a moment, that 
condition, tlie fruit of tlie theory 
which so dazzles the imagination of our 
tariff veformers.and wliieh again supplies 
the pretext for further reform experi- 
ments, with the awful condition of own- 
ing a surplus! 

\\'o are told that we are still groaning 
under war taxes: let n* see how this 
matter stands, and compare the average 
rate of duty per centum on all imports, iu 
four years immediately following tho 
war, with the same during tlie past four 
years, as follows;

it should lie borne in mind that sugar 
and rice, two necessaries iu every In use- 
hold, contributed some $59,000,000 to- 
ward swelling the average last year. As 
shown by Mr. Rudolph Blaukeuburg, “we 
raise less than ten per ceut of the sugar 
consumed in this country ; tlie import du- 
ty amounts to $300 for every acre plauted, 
equal to one dollar, for every man, wo- 
man aud child of the population.” 

“The wage earner receiving $2 a day 
needs as much sugar to sweeten liis tea 
or coffee as the President at $150 a day,” 
yet tlie Mills bill retains 22 percent more 
duly oil sugar than tlie sugar growers 
stated iu 188,3 was enough protection 
for them. "The President uses $100 
worth of clothing to the wage-earuers$3, 
and the Mills bill places wool oil the free 
list.” 

It seems necessary to poiut out that 
the object iu statiug the comparative re- 


ductions in tlie revenues hy the Demo- 
crats and Republicans, was purely illus- 
trative. Inasmuch jas tariff reformers 
assume that, tlie Democratic party can 
lie depended upon to reform Hie tariff 
and reduce the revenue, it seems fair to 
point out that in eleven years since tlie 
war tlie Democratic party lias reduced 
tlie revenue 83,333.035, and tlie Republi- 
can party in eleven years £3(12, 504, .>69, 

It is pertinent also to state, which we 
do after a careful reading of both meas- 
ures, that while tlie Senate bill is an 
honest, and a comprehensive effort to re- 
vise and reform the tariff, and to reduce 
tlie revenue, the Mills bill is one of Hie 
most clumsy, inconsequential legislative 
propositions ever introduced into Con- 
gress as a party measure; and that as a 
means of reducing the revenue, it is 
open to serious question whether it 
would not have piecisely the opposite 
effect. President Madison's words are 
still true as when spoken in 1809, and 
the conditions indicated ate those which 
would be favored by tlie enactment of 
the .Senate bill. He says “the face of 
our country presents everywhere the 
evidence of laudable enterprise, of exten- 
sive capital and of durable improvement. 
In a cultivation of the materials, and the 
extension of useful manufactures ■ • • 

we behold a rapid diminution of our 
dependence on foreign supplies." This 
sentiment harmonizes with Poor’s preg- 
nant sentences. "We cannot set up man- 
ufacturing establishments unless we say 
to those who are to operate them, that 
the difference in labor in tlie United 
States and tlie Old World shall be made 
up to them by a system of protective 
duties. In agriculture we have adequate 
protection in tlie burdens resting upon 
the soil of England, our great purchaser. 
We cultivate an acre of wheat, harvest it 
and deliver tbe product at a railroad 
station for $3.50. The Englishman lias 
to pay in rent and tithes $8.73 per acre 
before be can drop the seed into tbe 
ground. By a system of protectice duties 
ice must extend a similar advantage to all 
other departments of our industry.” 

To epitomize: under protection, tlie 
national debt had been all paid off before 
tlie compromise act of 1-333 unsettled 
conlidcnce: the tariff of 1842 effected a 
reduction of tlie debt, which bad been 
again increased, of $17,100,720; tbe reve- 
nue tariff of 1846—1857 increased the debt 
from 815,550,202 to $00,580,873. nearly 
six-fotd : under tlie protective policy since 
1861. tlie gigantic debt caused by the war. 
exceeding $3,000,000,003. lias been re- 
duced to $1,000,000,009, leaving us to-day 
with tlie lowest ratio of debt to national 
wealth of any of the great nations of the 
earth. Weil may we ask: shall we make 
a change? Shall we clutch at the fleet- 
ing shadow, when tlie substance is al- 
ready within our graso?

Tho board of health met at the City 
Hall, Tuesday afternoon, nil tho mem- 
bers present. 

Mr. Wiswnll reported that the cess- 
pool had been thoroughly rebuilt in the 
rear of A. J. Fiske’s shop to tho satis- 
faction of the persons in the vicinity. 

I Dr. Frisbie for the special committee 
appointed to investigate the safety to 
health from the use of iron and lend 
pipes in carrying city water, reported 
that there was no danger to health from 
iron pipe ns generally used. If water is 
allowed to stagnate in iron pipes for a 
long time it will become colored reddish 
by oxidized iron, but uot necessarily 
from that cause he doleterious to health. 
Lead pipe on the contrary is dangerous 
to health. 

Instances of lead poisoning through 
the use of lead pipe are by no means 
rnre, n notable case being that of Shef- 
field, England, where several hundred 
persons were poisoned through the use 
of lead pipe. Newton city water is de- 
ficient in the metallic chlorides, and by 
consequence there is greater chnnco of 
lead poisoning where tho lead pipe is 
used. The committee would advise fur- 
ther investigation and analysis of the 
water before finally deciding on a matter 
of so much importance to the citizens 
of tlie city. 

A letter from Samuel W. Abbott, secre- 
tary of tlie stato hoard of health, in reply 
to a letter front Dr. Frisbie, gave his 
opinions in regard to the use of iron and 
lead pipes. A groat many water supplies, 
he says, linvo no effect on lead, but one 
cannot tell beforehand wlmt the effect of 
a given water would he, or when it may 
become injurious on account of sonic 
change in its quality. As a general rule, 
the iron pipe is the safer of the two. 

Councilman Burr reported for the 
committee on the revision of tlie con- 
tract for tlie removal of house offal, mak- 
ing no recommendations, hut stating 
that in tlie opinion of the committee tlie 
contractor was losing a sum equal to tho 
amount asked for in the application for 
an increase. There have been numerous 
complaints, particularly in the southern 
portion of tlie city, and tlie terms of the 
contract have not been fully lived up to, 
although in some sections of tlie city 
the contractor lias dono more than his 
contract called for. Tho committee, 
therefore, makes no recommendation and 
leaves the matter in the hands of tlie 
hoard for Anal netkn. 

In regard to tlie report of the commit- 
tee, Mr. Burr said, giving his personal 
opinion, that lie believed it poor econo- 
my for the city to pay a sum unequal to a 
satisfactory performance of tho work at 
the hands of the contractor.

and a short address, by the visitors, to 
which the women listened with evident in- 
terest, and not a few showed that their 
heart were moved by the sweet music and 
the earnest words. As tlie prisoners passed 
the platform on their way out of tlie chap- 
el. eaeli paused, and as she took tin* new 
verse and the bouquet from those who had 
brought them, repeated some verse of those 
that had been sent before. A very few 
failed to do this, but of tlie 230 women, not 
over a dozen. Some of the verses were 
brokenly repeated, and some incorrectly; 
lint even then they gave tlie menning.sliow- 
ing that they understood it. Tlie visitors 
felt that it paid for their work. This Union 
has sent in its Flower Mission work, this 
season, lTfi.'l bouquets and verses.

Tito memorial service in the Swedon- 
borgian church at Nowtonville, Sunday 
afternoon, was a remarkable one, in tire 
number of prominent citizens of New- 
ton which it brought together, to pay 
tribute to the memory of cx-Mayor l’ul- 
sifer. A church of double the seating 
capacity wotdd have been easily tilled. 
Mayor Kimball and tile ex-Mayors of tire 
city, members of the Hist city govern- 
ment, and of the city government under 
Mayor Pulsifer, members of the school 
board, of the present city government 
and of former boards, were given seats 
in the front of the church, together with 
the members of the water board, of the 
Cottage Hospital board of trustees, mem- 
bers of the editorial staff, heads of de- 
partments and omployes of the Boston 
Horald, and many business associates of 
the deceased. 

The pulpit platform of the church was 
decorated with potted plants, cut (lowers 
and forns, and the floral tributes were ar- 
ranged in front, at the side of the pulpit. 

A very beautiful design from the Swcd- 
cnborgian Society was composed of 
calias, roses, crysanthemums and ferns. 
At each side of tbo arch in tho rear of 
the pulpit two wreaths were suspended, 
one composed of violets and tho otherof 
pansies. Tho city government of New- 
ton sent a beautiful anchor, designed by 
Mr. Thomas Galvin, and composed 
of ivy leaves, English violets and 
Cornelia Cook roses. It was surmount- 
ed with a white dove, and encircled by a 
chain of immortelles. It bore the in- 
scription, "City of Newton.” Tho New- 
ton Club sent a very handsome column, 
of ivy leaves, violets and lillies of the 
valley, encircled by a wreath of roses. 

Tho services opened with an organ 
voluntary by tho organist of the church 
Tho chant, "I Will Lift Up Mine Eyes to 
tho Mountains,” was then rendered by 
a mixed quartet comprising Mrs. Alice .1. 
Osborne, soprano; Miss Hattie C. McLain, 
contralto; Mr. \V. T. Meek, tenor; Mr. 
Clement B. Shaw, bass. It.iv. John 
Worcester, pastor of the church, read 
the 103d Psalm, and the quartet sang the 
hymn “O Paradise, O Paradise. Who 
Doth Not Crave for Best?” The memo- 
rial address was then delivered bv Rev. 
John Woieoster, who spoke as follows: 

KOVAL MACINTOSH PULSIFER 

was Lorn on what was called the Lee 
place. East Newton, t lie 3d of June, 1848. 
He lived on that and the adjoining farm 
until lie was 4 years old. when his parents 
removed to Saxonville. There lie re- 
mained until lie was 17. when the family 
again removed to Newton. He was slight 
in body, but active and generally well, 
with the exception of a disturbance in 
the head for about a year when lie was S 
years of age. which occasionally caused 
partial paralysis. He was quick and in- 
telligent, easily standing at the head of 
his classes in school, and was always af- 
fectionate, trustworthy and universally 
beloved, lie was early interested in reli- 
gious teachings. and at 14 joined the Con- 
gregational church at Saxonville, retain- 
ing liis .membership until be was trans- 
ferred to tlie Elliot church at Newton. 
In 18tW lie was married to Clara Stacy 
Keyes of Newton, and the following 
year, together with his wife, lie joined 
the New Church society in Newtonviile, 
of which lie continued a beloved mem- 
ber to the time of bis death. His home 
from the time of his marriage was with 
his wile's parents, in Newton, and after- 
ward in Newtonviile, uutil the year 1874, 
when lie purchased the beautiful estate 
in Auhurndale where, witli brief inter- 
missions, lie lias since resided. Within 
this simple framework of circumstances 
his sueial and religious life and character 
were formed. 

Of tins life and character no one who 
was acquainted witli him can speak 
without tho warmest affection. He was 
modest and unassuming, and seemed con- 
stnntlv on tlie watch for opportunies to 
do kind and helpful deeds for otliers.IIis 
sympathy witli diatiuss was keen, au<l 
the abundant, resources of his mind and 
purse were always at its service. When 
others were struggling under heavy bur- 
deus, it was a delight to him to offer 
some i lau by which the burdens might 
ho made oasy, and even to shoulder them 
himself if he could contrive no better way. 
His interest in both public and urivate 
charities was wide, and his beiieticencns 
most generous. He was, for instance, 
one of tlie must active promoters of the 
plan of a cottage hospital for tlie city of 
Newton, and was president of tlie board 
of trustees. This last summer, which 
was one of severe business trial to him, 
as member of the executive committee 
of th“ hospital lie attended the in mtlily 
meetings regularly while others were 
away, on one occasion being t ie only 
member present. It lias been

to sit in the chair and lieu- plans dis- 
cussed for raising the $3U00 ( , r .■> 41)011 
which were wanted for tlie enlargement 
of tlie building, and feel that lie was not 
aide justly to assume tlie responsibility 
himself. 

in tlie church lie has been a constant 
and reverent worshipper, saying little, 
but testifying his love by thoughtful 
beiiclits of every kind. He was careful 
not to iujuru tlie church by taking too 
large a share of its expenses, which 
sometimes required much self-restraint; 
lie bore a generous proportion of them, 
ami 110 lad was more ready than lie to 
offer .my humble service tli it might be 
needed. I thin k it was one ciuseof tlie 
pleasure that he always felt in bis church 
relations that here be was allowed to be 
simply bis own modest self, neither flat- 
tered nor pursued, but affectionately up- 
general church also 


tended for a short time only when he 
was offered profitable work as a copyist, 
which he accepted. Very soon after, in 
1801, lie was invited by Mr. E. Bailey, 
proprietor of tlie Boston Herald, to ac- 
cept permanent employment with him, 
and he then entered tlie office with which 
lie lias been closely associated over since. 
Under Mr. Bailey’s direction ho was 
rapidly promoted to the position of 
cashier, Mr. Bailey valuing highly his 
fidelity, promptness and great capacity 
for business details. In I 8 O 0 , Mr. Pulst- 
fer, with four other young men in

purchased a third interest in the busi- 
ness from Mr. Bailey, and in 180!) tlie 
the same live bought tho remainder of 
Mr. Bailey’s interest, and became solo 
proprietors. From that timo until last 
May the business was conducted under 
the namo of B. M. Pulsifer & Co. In 
October, 1871, Mr. George G. Bailey dis- 
posed of his interest in tho property to 
bis partners, and in January, 1873, Mr. 
Justin Andrews did likewise, leaving 
Mr. Pulsifer, Mr. E. B. Haskell and Mr. 
Charles II. Andrews in solo possession in 
equal shares. In the division of tho re- 
sponsibilities of the partnership, Mr. 
Pulsifer’s department was always the 
bnsincss management, for which he had 
been specially designated by Mr. Bailey, 
the other partners assuming, respective- 
ly, the chief editorship and tho gather- 
ing of the news of tlie day. It was an 
abie firm, and under its guidance tlie 
paper improved in every way, and through 
tho rapid expansion of its circulation and 
advertisements it became very profitable. 

It aimed especially to gather quickly and 
distribute widely tlie nows of tlie day 
and its remarkalilo enterprise in this di- 
rection made it conspicuous throughout 
the country as a paper of news, and con- 
tributed greatly to its pecuniary success, 
in all tliis Mr. Pulsifer’s abilities were 
of essential service. He was quick to 
discern possibilities of improvement in 
the conduct of tlie paper, and in the 
methods of printing, stereotyping and 
distributing. 

Under his care tlie merchanical prepara 
tion and distribution of tlie paper were 
so perfectly organized that not a moment 
would ho lost after the reception of any 
important news in placing it before tho 
public. In regard to all important steps 
relating to the other departments of tlie 
management of the paper also. Mr. Pul- 
sifer’s cool, clear judgment was always 
sought, and was of the greatest value. 

In addition to his regular business, and 
to many outside business enterprises of 
which more will be said presently, Mr. 
Pulsifer held some important public of- 
fices. In the first city government of 
Newton lie was a member of tlie board 
of aldermen, and held tlie position ot 
chairman of the committee on the city 
charter and ordinances, in which position 
his talent for arranging easy-working de- 
tails of organization, and providing good 
forms to carry out the wishes of tlie 
community, were of permanent value to 
tlie city. In 1S7’> lie was elected, by tlie 
concurrent vote of the city council. chair- 
man of the board of water commission- 
ers, and took an important part in tlie 
responsible work of providing and dis- 
tributing pure water for the city of New- 
ton. He was the fourth mayor of tlie 
city, holding the office for two terms, 
during the years 1880 and 1881. I 11 all 

these positions his executive ability was 
m irked, and lie exerted his talents witli 
simple-minded 

REGARD FOlt THE PUUL1C GOOD. 

Ilis policy was enlightened and liberal, 
and base 1 * upon practical grounds; and, 
though lie never cared to make speeches, 
lie was able and willing to give tbe les- 
sons for liis course, frankly and clearly. 
His kindliness and j;ood temper were 
every* here like oil 111 tlie machine of 
which lie formed a part. Through the 
trials of his life, even to the end, there 
was seldom a trace of bitterness in liis 
personal feelings; it seemed to hurt liis 
kind heart to have such a feeling enter, 
add I 10 quickly dispelled it. All who 
have been associated witli him, in what- 
ever capacity, will testify to his unfailing 
gentleness and courtesy. 

In the beginning of Mr. Pulsifer’s bus- 
iness life he was trained in Mr. Bailey’s 
counting room to an easy mastery of tlie 
details of tho management of the Herald. 
Ho had a remarkable capacity for them, 
and as the business grew and tbo details 
were multiplied, he used to say that it 
was nothing but a pleasure to liim to sit 
down at his desk, witli tlie great pile of 
morning letters before him, and rapidly 
dispose of tlium. His great capacity of 
this kind gave him a confidence in his 
ability to deal with business complica- 
tions, winch was in some respects an in- 
jury to him. Tlie injury was augment- 
ed by the rapid increase of income from 
tlie successful paper with which lie was 
connected. 1 fear it is true that tlie vciy 
rapid acquisition of wealtli is an injury 
to all to wliom it conies — to some in one 
wav and to some in another. To him I 
think it was an injury in a peculiar way. 
which was this: As lias already been 
said, one of the strongest traits in Mr. 


dertakings several years ago, he said: 
"I do not advise anyone else to engage 
in these tilings; 1 think they will do 
some good. I put into them only 
what t can afford to lose.” Of tlie enter- 
prises thus undertaken, some were fairly 
successful, though in others lie suffered 
heavy losses. And all the while his in- 
come was large, and lie was making ju- 
dicious and profitable investments. But 
in meeting tlie many demands upon him, 
it is no wonder, however deeply it may 
he rogretted, flint tie mado use of liis ain- 
plo credit as well as of liis money. From 
the beginning of liis career tills was so 
in a degroo. And in tho very confidence 
which his prosperity inspired, lie allowed 
his indebtedness to accumulate. More- 
over, it must ho added, or tho truth will 
not be understood, that in tho simplicity 
of liis heart lie allowed himself to bo de- 
ceived with extraordinary facility. Men 
whom all his friends distrusted lie trust- 
ed and believed, and his kindly credulity 
greatly increased his burdens and his 
difficulties. 

It needs no prophet now to see that 
these influences were tending toward 
disaster. Yet it is only a short six 
months since their unsuspecting victim 
realized that his affairs were so seriously 
involved that ho must address himself 
with all his powers to adjust them. This 
I 10 began to do without delay. But ho 
had gone so far that his credit was al- 
ready sadly impaired; and tliis means 
that time could no longer ho had to turn 
to good advantage his already large hut 

UNWIELDY INVESTMENTS. 

Some ho sacrificed, and some he pledged. 
His unfinished enterprises ho pressed to- 
ward a conclusion with all possible 
speed. But, together with this awaken- 
ing cime another— as to the faith- 
lessness of the men lie had trusted and 
the folly which lie himself had displayed 
in his relation to them. His mortifica- 
tion at his own blindness and its disas- 
trous consequences was intense. 

His awakening was. if not complete, 
yet essentially a thorough one. He was 
ashamed of l.is over confidence in liis 
abilities and in his judgment of men. 
Ho hated the prominent position which 
lie had occupied, which had been a snare 
to him, and exnosed him to tlie plunder 
of men who were morn selfish than lie. 
llo longed to be free from all liis present 
circumstances, to save a fraction of the 
business which was depending upon him 
for his occupation, to bo modestly use- 
ful in it and to be able to enjoy in peace 
liis family and his tried and trusty 
friends. And this lie was hopeful lie 
might do. His property was largo and 
valuable. As lie estimated it, it would 
cover all his liabilities of every kind, and 
still leave a moderate amount for his 
family. At any rate liis resolution was 
taken— and was pursued unflinchingly to 
the end— to spend bis strength to the 
very last in bringing this to pass. But 
already in tlie summer liis strength was 
failing under tlie intensity of liis efforts. 
Day by day he bent himself to 1 ho task, 
hoping every day for tlie solution of one 
problem or another, and feeling that if lie 
could only hold out a little huger lie 
must pass the hardest point, and then 
could begin to spare himself. But lie 
was breaking fast, although bis courage 
and resolution concealed tlie fact from 
all but liis nearest friends. Habitually 
he was a good sleeper. Until lately lie 
would come homo from even the most 
trying labors and sleep soundly all night 
till tlie morning. But this relief was 
failing him. lie began to be too tired to 
sleep. He never took any drug to induce 
sleep, but when in the later hours of the 
night it came, as was described to me a 
fortnight ngo, lie slept tlie deep sleep of 
utter exhaustion, and looked to his anx- 
ious wife as if he wore dying. 

On Monday, tlie loth of October, ho 
left the dinner table looking very pnle, 
and saying that liis head felt so strangely 
that lie must lie down. liis head was 
cold and lie was almost pulseless. He 
remarked that if such a state should 
continue, lie eould.do nothing, and must

which lie was not able to do that night, 
but expected to the next day. Through 
two laborious days he struggled on, and 
came home on Wednesday night too 
tired to eat or to sluep; his head too 
much exhausted for any effort. Yet 
even so, aftei lying still awhile, in res- 
ponse to the entreaties of a little niece 
for some one to play witli her, liis kind 
heart, which I buliove never failed to do 
any Kind deed which lie could do, im- 
pelled him to rise and make tlie attempt 
to share her game. A cup of tea and a 
cracker were dinner and supper to liiin 
that night, which was sleepless till a 
short time before morning. He rose ear- 
ly. and was scarcely dressed when the 
telephone summoned him to important 
business. Without wailing even for his 
customary coffee, he went immediately, 
and began his last day of harassing labor 
and care. A cup of tea at three o'clock 
is all tlie lunch lie is known to have tak- 
en. Late in tlie afternoon lie was sitting 
witli liis lawyer, awaiting the coming ot

witli those in distress, which took tlie 
practical form of thinking for them of 
the possible means of relief, and extend- 
ing substantial assistance, if that were 
needed.

all that was peaceful and restful.

He had done much labor which would lie 
useless unless he went on with tho work 
of that day, which lie considered of 
great consequence.

The intensity of liis resolu 
tion had, in a degree, deceived himself 
and even his most anxious friends, who, 
in the earnestness of liis activity, almost 
forgot how frail liis body really was. lie 
hail borne Ins burden as long as would 
be required of him. Hu had learned liis 
lesson and neuded its discipline no long- 
lit- slept. He awoke without liis 
load iu a new world. There s nothing 
nut k.ndinss about him. There is no 
hurry nor pressure. No evil that lie 
hutes can come near him. He can lie liis 
own genile, affectionate, friendly self, if 
lie asks now to bo allowed to rest liis 
tired, humbled heart in a quiet place, to 
be healed and strengthened by the love 
of the Heavenly Father, to be associated 
with kind friends, ami to be permitted to 
serve them in modest usefulness, 1 think 
that liis prayer will be granted. For 
such is thu life of heaven; and it is the. 
Father’s good pleasure to give it to all 
who, with sincere and humble hearts, 
will ask for it.

This talk about protection, the 
history of tho past twenty-live years 
shows lias been mainly for political ef- 
fect. Every putdic man knows that it 
has been so. I think tile interests of the 
labor of this country will ho best promo 
ted by living as near as wo can practi- 
cally to the doctrines of sound political 
economy. 

CHESTER A. AHTUUlt. 

“The present tariff system is, in many 
respects, unjust. It makes unequal dis- 
tributions both of its burdens and its 
benefits. . . . Without entering into 
minute details, which, under present cir-

The train was In mo 
tion when she stepped upon the platform 
and die was thrown violently upon the 
other track, breaking some ribs and it is 
feared otherwise indicting Internal inju- 
ries. The blow at first completely stunned 
her, lint after tiie first shock had passed, 
she walked to her home, being kept np by 
the excitement of tire occasion. Doctors 
were immediately summoned and every 
thing was done to relieve her distress and 
make tier comfortable. Since then site inis 
suffered intensely, hut at tiie present writ- 
ing is as comfortable as could well lie ex- 
peuted. As it Is so clear a ca-e of liability, 
the Boston uud Alimov authorities will un- 
doubtedly settle tiie damages without re- 
course to tiie courts. 


Hospital Notes. 

There are now 33 patients in tiio 
Hospital, thus filling up every bed in tho 
institution, even ilio baby's orili. 

The architect, Mr. \V. P. Wentworth, 
staked out tho space for the new exten- 
sion of the Newton Hospital this week 
and ground was broken. Tbe work will 
be pushed with great ranidity, so that 
“The Georgia Lceson Ward” will be 
open for patients about the first of Janu- 
ary. 

It is probable that tiie Newton physi- 
cians who are to deliver the course of 
Lectures at the Hospital, hetore tho 
•School for Nurses, will permit persons 
to enjoy tiie benefit of their lectures. 
Application for admission cauls for 
winch there will be no charge, may be 
ma to to tiie lecturer, 

A very remarkable sight is witnessed 
now in our Hospital. In one bed is a 
very aged woman who is suffering from 
a fractured limb, in the next lied is a 
baby two years old, a tvphoid fever p:u- 
tieut. The oldest and tho youngest pa- 
tients happen thus to la* next to each 
other, ami tiie contrast between extreme 
age aud infancy iH a striking one. 

A blessing not always appreciated. A 
few years ago, a whole district of four 
miles, in one of the middle status, 
abounded in cases of typhoid fever. 
When they traced the origin of tiie dis- 
ease it was found to have proceeded from 
a single patient, in care of whom, owing 
to the ignorance of the family, a water 
course had bechme contaminated. Our 
hospital in Newton is worth all it costs 
if we thought of nothing else than the 
protecting ot ourselves against sucli a 
disease as typhoid fever. 

Great injury has been done the people 
of Lower Falls by reports that they had 
permitted a young girl, now in the Hos- 
pital, to suffer for food, before she grew 
too weak for work. There is scarcely 
any section of Newton wliere greater 
kindness is shown tiie needy, aud those 
who know the circumstances of tiie case 
thoroughly, can testify that there was no 
neglect. It is a pity that evil reports 
can be so easily started.

— The tower on Eliot church reached its 
height this week, and the main ioof of 
th* church is now Blated. Work is being 
pushed rapidly ou the iuterior, aud the 
masons hope to begin plastering in a few 
days. The pleasant weather of the past 
few days lias been favorable for wnrK, 
and rapid progress has been made. 

—The English Literature class of Clrnn- 
liing church met In the chapel Tuesday 
evening, to reud aud discuss “Paracelsus.” 
Mrs, Dr. Stone gave a very Interesting 
paper with an analysis of the poem ami 
character of Paracelsus, aud llev. Mr.

— Tho people who weut to the big Re- 
publican parade in Boston on Monday 
night were not exactly satisfied witli tho 
way the Boston A- Albany managed the 
return trains. Thu 10 o’clock train left 
a few moments after the schedule time 
aud people who did not catch that had 
to wait in tlie depot until 12, although 
they suy that the 11.15 train left without 
the gates beiug opened. New ton people 
found the statiou a packed mass of 
weary humanity, and waiting for two 
hours for a train did not make them en- 
thusiastic over tho way things were man- 
aged. The trouble was tho great num- 
ber of special trains from Framingham 


and beyond, and those with the local 
trains taxed the resources of the road to 
the utmost. 

— Mr. Candler's plurality in Newton of 
338 is considered as a gain by the Repub- 
licans in comparison with the vote be- 
tween Ely and Burnett in 1888. In that 
year Ely received 1330; Burnett, 1008, 
Ely’s plurality being 331. Candler's 
plurality therefore was only 51 votes 
more this year, notwithstanding the fact 
that the increased vote was largely Re- 
publican. Of the total vote polled, Can- 
dler received 1107 more than Ely, and 
Burnett made again of 552 votes over his 
vote in 1880. The Burnett vote iu New- 
ton is therefore unusually large and 
demonstrates the popularity of the can- 
didate. In Ward Three, Burnett secured 
a plurality of 12, running ahead of his 
ticket, and in Ward Four, he received a 
very flattering vote, the appointment of 
Miss Carrie Bourne as postmistress, 
through his influence with the adminis- 
tration, having helped materially to 
swell the number. 

— The annual harvest concert of theSun- 
day School of the Eliot church was given 
in Eliot hall Sunday evening, and was 
very largely attended. The choir plat- 
form was profusely decorated with au- 
tumn leaves, potted plants and flowers, 
presenting a very tasteful appearance. 
The exercises were of aa interesting 
character, consisting of singing by the 
Sunday School choir, exercises by the in- 
fant department, and readings, recita- 
tions and dialogues relating to the har- 
vest time by members of the various 
Sunday School classes. The singing by 
tho Sunday School choir was an especial 
feature, and the selections were sweetly 
and flneiy rendered. The address to the 
children was delivered by the pastor, Rev. 
Dr. Walcott Calkins, and interesting re- 
marks were made by the Superintendent 
of the Sunday School. The program fol- 
lows: Organ voluntary; song, “Come, Ye 
Thankful People,” Sunday-School choir; 
responsive reading; recitations, “Thine 
is the Harvest,” Carrie Eddy; "Lord of 
the Harvest,” Marion Franklin; Song, 
“Sing to the Lord of Harvest,” Sunday 
School choir; responsive reading; recita- 
tions, “The Harvest Master,” Master 
Leeds; “The World's Harvest,” William 
Ellison; song, “To Thee, O Lord;” re- 
sponsive reading; recitations, "The Need 
of Reapers.” Mabel Eddy;“My Sheaves,” 
Miss Nichols; song, “My God, I thank 
Thee,” Sunday School choir; recitations, 
“Ungarnered Sheaves,” Carrie Emery, 

Fruitfulness.” Abbie Weston; song, 
“Praise, Oh, Praise the Lord;” address, 
Rev. Dr. Wolcott Calkins; song, “Summer 
Suns are Glowing,” Sunday School choir; 
benediction. Rev. Dr. Calkins. 

— The large wooden building on Church 
street, familiarly known as Whipple's 
mill, owned by Mrs. Mary A. D. Lewis of 
Framingham, and occupied by Alfred 
Fitzpatrick for a planing mill, and 
James McDuff, stair builder, was serious- 
ly damaged by fire last Saturday evening. 
Two alarms were rung in from box 14, at 
8.45 o’clock and the department respond- 
ed promptly, succeeding in a measure in 
arresting the progress of the flames. The 
fire is supposed to have been set under- 
neath the flooring of the office, setting 
fire to the building. The flames spread 
quickly through the interior, and the 
building was pretty badly gutted, some 
of, the machinery used in the planing mill 
being totally destroyed. The loss is es- 
timated at about 84500. The building 
aud a portion of the contents were in- 
sured. On Monday Mr. Fitzpatrick’s 
losses were adjusted through the insur- 
ance agent and Mr. Ross. He received 
$1S30, SI 130 for losses on machinery aud 
$700 on stock. Through failure in re- 
ceiving the alarm at the No. 1 engine 
house, there was quite a delay before the 
arrival of the apparatus at the scene of 
the conflagration. The Xewtonville hose 
got upon the ground first and put the 
stream on the fire, the Newton company 
beiug engaged in laying its line of hose 
when tho firemen from Ward 2 pat a 
stream into the burning building. Chief 
Bixlty handled the fire in good shape, and 
succeeded in keeping the dames pretty 
well confined to the lower story. The 
fire travelled up to the roof, however, 
notwithstanding the efforts of the de- 
partment. and was finally drowned out 
1 y the immense quantity of water poured 
into the building from several lines of 
hose.

«Vs a Matter of Pact. 

To the Editor of the Graphic. 

There was a circular distributed in 
Ward One on election day, that may be 
worthy of notice and correction, and as 
a matter of history. 

The reasons urged and accepted for 
the division of the original Ward One, 
were, that taxation should be the basis of 
representation. As originally constituted 
Ward One had by far tbe largest number 
of tax payers, and they were assessed 
two thirds of the whole amount that 
was levied by the assessors of the city. 
This fact aud tbe large number of voters 
in the old ward, were the ground on 
which a division was urged and carried. 
Politics aid not in any wise enter into 
the question, and were not discussed in 
the arguments at the time, aud we fail 
to see the connection of the last para- 
graph of the circular between "Ward 
Seven” and “the Congressional district 
of Hon. P. A. Collins.” Ward One. 

Master of the Situation. 

This is the subject of a lecture once 
delivered by James T. Field in Eliot hall, 
Newton. Those who heard it will re- 
member the proud place he accorded to 
men who were masters of their respec- 
tive callings. He spoke with significant 
emphasis of the comparatively few in 
agricultural, mechanical, mercantile, lit- 
erary and professional pursuits who 
could justly claim the title of master, 
aud thus the arts which they represented, 
as well as society, suffered by their short 
comings. 

Music, poetry, sculpture and oratory 
suffer injury and ridicule at the hands 
of professional amateurs. Hence th& 
true artist, as Mr. Field well said, is 
singled out from a multitude of pretend- 
ers and appreciated accordingly. Such a 
one the people of Newton will soon have 
au opportunity of hearing in the person 
of William Ludwig, who. by his genius- 
and masterly interpretation of music 
honors, and is honored by the art he pro- 
fesses. Voice, heart and culture have 
made the great artist justly renowned 
even among the foremost of his profes- 
sion, and entitle him to the national rep- 
utation he so well deserves. 


The Public Library. 

Tlio circulation of books at the Public 
Library during October reached a total 
of 0,100, the largest circulation ever 
reached in that mouth. February and 
March always show the largest demand 
for books, 10.800 being taken out last 
March. Every mouth shows a steady in- 
crease iu the use of the library. 

The hooks of photograph of English 
cathredrals are shown by the librarian to 
visitors on Tuesdays, aud they are well 
worth seeing. One book treats of the 
Norman cathredrals, the second of the 
Early English, the third of theDecorated, 
and the fourth of the Perpendic- 
ular. Most of the cathredrals have 
the autograph of the bishop accompany- 
ing the photographs. It is a rare oppor- 
tunity for those interested in architec- 
ture, the pictures giving several views of 
the exterior of the buildings, and tbe 
more prominent points of interest of the 
interiors. They were collected and 
'mounted by Miss James, who is prepar- 
ing a book of notes on each volume of 
the views. 

Another collection of photographs, 
which is of great interest, was described 
in the Graphic a few weeks ago. These 
embrace some six hundred photographs 
of sculpture in different Italian galleries, 
comprising selections from the Yatican, 
the Capitol, the Lateran, the Villa Borg- 
liese, the Villa Ludovisi, the National 
Museum at Naples, with some from the 
British Museum— the latter including 
photographs of the frieze of theParthenou 
They were purchased from the JewettArt 
Fund, and were very carefully selected by 
a gentleman of Newton who has made a 
special study of art subjects, and who de- 
voted a great deal of time while abroad 
to the selection. His notes have been 
added to tho photographs, and will be of 
great value and assistance for those inter- 
ested in examining the pictures,

EXTRACT FROM STATUTES CONCERNING TOT I NO 
BY WOMEN. 

“Every woman who in a citizen of this Cotn- 
luonwe.ilth, of twenty-one years of age ami up- 
wards (except paupers, persons under guardian- 
ship, and persons excluded by article twenty of 
the amendments to the constitution.) who has 
resided within the state one year, and within the 
city or town in which she claims a right to vote, 
six mouths next preceding any election of 
school committees, and who lias paid by herself, 
her parent, guurdiau or trustee, a state, county, 
city or town tax assessed upon her or her trus- 
tee in this state within two years next preceding 
such election, shall have u right to vote in all 
such elections, for members of school committees. 

Any woman who in a citizen of this Common- 
wealth, may, on or before the first day of Onto 
her in any year, give notice In writing accom- 
panied t»y satisfactoiy evidence, to the assessors 
of a city or town, that she was on the first day of 
May nt that year an inhabitant thereof, und that 
she desires to pay a poll tax, and lo furnish un- 
der oath a true list of he* estate, both real und 
personal, not exempt from taxation, aud she 
shall thereupon he assessed for her poll, not ex 
ceeding fifty cents, and for her estate, and the as- 
sessors shall, on or before the fifth day of October, 
return her name to the registrars of voters or 
hoard charged with the preparation of the itst of 
voters of the city or towu In tho list of the per- 
sons so assessed. The taxes so assessed shall he 
entered, in the tax list of the collector of tho city 
or town, and he shall collect and pay over the 
same iu the manner specified in his warrant. 

The name* of women may be placed upon a

STUDENTS OK 81IOKT-H AND. 


Tho ChriBtiivn RcKister sounds a noto 
of warning to tho many girls who aro 
taking up short-hand, expecting to fit 
themselves for amanuensos. The trouble 
is, it says, that too many girls unfitted by 
education attempt this work. Tho busi- 
ness schools aro careless about the stand- 
ard which they require of their pupils. 

It is cruel to a girl to allow her to come 
to tho city, spend tho winter thore, pay- 
ing board and tuition, only to have her 
find at tho end of the season that she is 
not and can never be a good shortrhand 
clerk. It is almost a daily experience to 
hear about bucIi girls, and often to moet 
them, discouraged, unhappy and forlorn. 

It would bo unfair to say that all, or por- 
haps even the majority, of the young 
women who begin short-hand piake such 
a dismal failure, for there are some won- 
derfully bright and intelligent girls who 
have achieved great success; but what wo 
do insist on is that uneducated girls 
should not be encouraged to try. No one 
need hope to succeed who has not tho 
equivalent of a high school education. 

Though it is now almost necessary for 
a short-band clerk to use the type-writer, 
she should also be able to write a clear, 
handsome hand. But a frequent sin of 
the ordinary stenographer is ignoranco 
of spelling. The simplest words aic 
slaughtered unmercifully, and those a 
littld out of the common range would 
hardly bo detected in the new combina- 
tion given. They literally •‘multiply 
words without knowledge.” 

AO AIN TItK INTERESTING WOMAN. 
Charles Dudley Warner returns to 
the consideration of the interesting in the 
woman in the November Harper’s. Con- 
cerning it3 bearing on married and single 
life, he says: Love being, of course, the 
attraction in marriage, good comrade- 
ship is the working capital, and good 
comradeship between uninteresting peo- 
ple is an impossibility uuless each is too 
stupid to find out what the other lacks. 
This goes upon tho assumption — perhaps 
it is a strained one in these days -that 
getting married ought to be an object to 
be considered in preparation for life. But 
the argument for a girl to make herself 
interesting by gaining informal i in and 
throwing herself enthusiastically into 
some sort of pursuit is still stronger if 
she intends to remain single, or remains 
so by chance. For to be destined to one’s 
own company when one is uninteresting 
and devoid of external interests is a 
dreary outlook. On the other hand, is 
it feared that modem education will be 
pushed so far, and girls will become so 
interesting, that they can find no equal 
mates? There sometimes seems to be 
this danger. But it can at worst only bo 
temporary. Boys are very quick to 
“catch oil” (it is their own phrase) to a 
now idea, and whatever course girls take 
they are reasonably certain to draw all 
men after them. The world has been so 
arranged. 

NEW I1ANCES. 

Three new dances are described by the 
New York Sun as likely to come into use 
this winter among modish people. One 
of these is the glide mazourka, which is 
a partial revival of an old round dance 
combining the polka and the waltz. In 
its new form it lias more of a waltz 
movement than before. The general ef- 
fect is graceful, ami the loug, sliding 
step is sightly, unless it is practiced too 
carelessly on an over-polished floor, such 
as some of our ball-rooms present. Thu 
other new round <1 nice is called the Ber- 
lin, and it is verv ingenious, since its 
slow, graceful polk.i time can be used at 
will for a galop, waltz or schottisehe. 
The awkward sight of a couple waltzing 
to polka music lias of late years been too 
common. Many couples are either un- 
able or unwilling to accomplish a polka, 
and to them the Berlin will be welcome, 
while it will also be serviceable to those 
who like a polka.

Nowadays she hires a Hat and sets up 
housekeeping on her own responsibility, 
and her relations with tier dear relatives 
are never strained, and she is as happy 
as the day is long, for she has her own 
little nest in which she can follow all the 
innocent inclinations of her own sweet 
will.

A New York Sun re- 
porter recently talked with half a dozen 
Lancashire girls on their way to Utah.

Mortgagee’s Sale of 
Real Estate in 
Newton. 


SOLD TO THE NEWTON AND WATERTOWN 
GAS COMPANY. 

The sale of the Newton Electric Light 
Company’s plant and buildings on Crafts 
street. Newtonville, to the Newton A 
Watertown Gaslight Company is a topic 
of much interest to the people of New- 
ton. The electric Light & Power Com- 
pany wag incorporated about two years 
ago, with a capital of $5(1,000. The offi- 
cers consisted of President H. B. Parker; 
H. G. Pratt, secretary and treasurer, and 
a board of six directors. The company 
received itR first contract from the city 
to furnish 78 arc lights of 1200 candle 
power, burning 20 nights in the month 
until 12 o'clock. When the time ap- 
proached to make a new contract to do 
the entire street lighting of the city, the 
electric light company put in a bid to do 
the lighting for $27,000 per annum. The 
board of aldermen voted to give the elec- 
tric light company the contract, but the 
common council uon-concurred, and the 
matter was delayed from that time till the 
present, pending the action of the gas 
commissioneisjo whom the gag company 
applied for a right to establish another 
electric plant in Newton. The gas com- 
pany agreed to do the lighting for $22,500 
ter annum, provided tho right to esiab- 
ish a plant was given by the commis- 
sioners. The electric light company were 
disappointed at the action of the city 
council, and negotiations have been pend- 
ing since July last for the sale of the 
plant. 

One of the directors of the company 
said to the Graphic representative that, 
the officers and dirt ctors were disgusted 
at tho short-sighted policy of tlie city 
council; that tlie electric company hail 
benefited the consumers of cas, as the 
competition had lowered the price, and 
that the city had saved quite a sum an- 
nually since thoelectric company started. 
They didn’t propose to be treated in 
sucli an unfair manner, and therefore 
negotiated for tho sale of tlie plant. 

The value of the plautnnd buildings is 
now about $05,008, and the electric com- 
pany sold the property at a good figure.

It is not given to every man to have a 
second chance at making a name In pub- 
lic life, and Mr. Candler has won in spite 
of many obstacles which in any othe,r 
year would have defeated him. His 
nomination was not popular with the 
majority of Republicans, and his speech- 
es on the “Solid South” have not been 
calculated to win votes, but ho now has 
the opportunity to correct tho mistakes 
made during bis first term, and to provo 
himself worthy to represent otio of the 
most importaut districts in Slassachu- 
sotts. The peoplo will watch his course 
with interest, and bo ready to give hiai 
credit for anything in it that is worthy.

THE GENERAL RESULT. 


The Republicans have won a great vic- 
tory and will enjoy tho responsibilities 
of power for the next four years. They 
have carriedlnearly every northorn state, 
havo secured a working majority in Con- 
gress, and will be able to have everything 
their own way for the next two years, at 
least It is a complete overthrow for the 
Democratic party, and the explanations 
are many and varied. The Republicans 
have now before them the problem of 
revising the tariff, and we may expect 
them to resume the polioy outlined by 
former Republican leaders and former 
Republican platforms. 

For four years the Republicans have 
been the party .of the opposition, and 
have found it easy to criticize the mis- 
takes and blunders of the administra- 
tion. After the fourth of next March 
the position will be reversed, and the 
Democrats will have an opportunity to 
criticise. 

Gen. Harrison has a groat opportunity 
before him, and his party friends are 
confident that he will bo equal to it. He 
will probably find the question of civil 
service reform just as difficult to deal 
with as President Cleveland has done, 
but all will hope that he will avoid the 
mistakes of his predecessor. Tho work- 
ers of both the great parties are about 
equally opposed to reform, and Gen. 
Harrison will need a very rigid backbone 
to resist the demands made upon him, as 
is evident from the claims that ,are al- 
ready being put forward to the collector- 
ship of Boston. Dr. Burden’s friends 
claim that he will get it, as I10 was au 
original Blaine man, and Mr. Beard's 
friends say it will be but common grati- 
tude to give such an efficient political 
worker his old place. Gen. Grant, Hayes, 
Garfield, Arthur and Cleveland have all 
found tho demand for spoils too much 
for them, and now Gen. Harrison will 
take up the burden iu his turn. He has 
given pretty decided expression to his 
convictions, and every friend of reform 
will hope that he will live up to them, 
and extend the civil service rules so that 
the spoils system may be completely ban- 
ished from our politics. With a good 
working majority in Congress, he has an 
opportunity to show himself the real 
loader of his party, and to so recommend 
it to the intelligent voters of the country 
that no political overturn will follow at 
the end of his term. 

It is an excellent thing for a country 
to have tho political parties so evenly 
balanced that neither can lay claim to 
having a mortgage upon the government, 
and frequent changes of administration 
will put each party upon their best be- 
havior. Gen. Harrison's success will de- 
pend in a large measure upon the Kind of 
advisers he calls about him, and the 
whole country will watch with great in- 
terest for his selection of a cabinet. 


MR. CANDLER’S ELECTION. 


The size of Mr. Candler's majority in 
the district is surprising even t. bis most 
enthusiastic iriuuds; but it only shows 
that in a presidential year the Ninth 
District is safe for any Republican can- 
didate. An examination of the returns 
shows that his mujority came chiefiy 
from the smaller towns, the larger 
places, except Newton and Brookline, 
going the other way. 

We have heard no one claim that Mr. 
Candler is the ideal candidate the Ninth 
district lias been waitiug for these many 
years, although ex-Aldermau Powers, in 
his speeches, vouched for him as “The 
Teer of any man in Congress.” Still he 
is chosen as tho representative of this 
district and it only remains to make the 
bust of it. 

Mr. Candler has probably learned some 
valuable experience from his previous 
term and its results, and whatever may 
bo bis opinion of civil service reform, he 
will probably donotldug now in opposi- 
tion to it, even if be does uot actively favor 
it. He will probably have an opportu- 
nity to have a good deal to say about 
post office appointments iu this district, 
and if lie succeeds iu bringing them up 
to tho level of tho appointments made 
by Congressman Burnett, be will satisfy 
the people. Mr. Burnett lias not tried to 
set up a political machine, and the ap- 
pointmepts made on bis recommenda- 
tion have been so excellent, that lie is said 
to have lost mauy votes from the active 
workers and their friends, who wore dis- 
appointed at not beiug rewarded for al- 
leged political services. it will take 
some very delicate steeling for Mr. Can- 
dler to avoid the dangers which lie on 


THE CITY ELECTION. 


Now that the Presidential election is 
over, the city election is coming into 
prominence, and tho question of tho next 
mayor is being discussed with much in- 
terest. The point mostlpeople aro inter- 
ested in is whethor Mnyor Kimball will 
consent to run again, or whether he will 
refuse to accept another term. In tho 
latter case there would be plonty of can- 
didates, and conventions would only 
have to choose between them. In tho 
board of aldermen both Alderman Ward 
and Alderman Johnson havo announced 
that they do non desire a renomination. 
Their retirement would be a great loss to 
the board, and their constituents will 
not accept such an anuouucement ns 
final, without trving to overcome it. 
Alderman Ward has been a faithful at- 
tendant at meetings, and has boon a cau- 
tious and conservative member. Ho 
says that he has done his duty by the 
city and that some younger man ought 
to be brought into service. Alderman 
Johnson has not as good an excuse as 
the member from Ward Six, but claims 
he has giveu his share of service to tho 
oity, and that some other citizen ought 
to relieve him. He has been one of the 
most efficient members on tho board, and 
no unexperienced man could fill his 
place, and Ward Four people do not 
seem likely to excuse him. 

In the common council there is not a 
probability of many changes, as most of 
the members havo only served a year 
and uuless they absolutely decline they 
will be re-uominated. 

In tho school board, the members 
from Wards One and Two complete their 
terras this year, and both Miss Sinead 
and Mr. Stone have said that they should 
decline a re-nomination. Tho position 
of Mr. Converse and Mr. Dickinson has 
not been announced. Mr. Converse is 
being urged to serve another term, as he 
lias been a very acceptable member, and 
has always sought to advance the best 
interests of the schools. It has not boon 
easy in the nast to find men willing to 
serve upon tiff board and nominations 
have beon in the nature of a forced 
draft, but withiu the past two years there 
has been something oi a change, and 
possibly it will not be so difficult this 
year to find candidates who will accept a 
nomination. 


THE CAMPAIGN ENDED. 


The campaign is now over and after 
the papers and politicians get through 
explaining how the grand result was 
brought about, tho country will once 
more be able to settle down to business. 
It lias been a peculiar campaign, and as 
a general rule has been conducted in a 
manner worthy of an intelligent people. 
The great issue has been the tariff and 
the voters have studied this abstruse sub- 
ject with remarkable interest. It has 
been discussed on all sides, an'< is better 
understood now than ever before in tho 
history of the country. The campaign 
orators, instead of waving tho bloody 
shirt or berating their political oppo- 
nent a, have given their hearers facts and 
figures iu about equal quantities, aud 
the most popular speakers were those 
who had the most information to convey. 

The old fashioned political speaker, 
who appealed simply to party prejudice, 
amt gave his hearers nothing but his one- 
sided opinions garnished with more or 
less apt stories, has met with a cold re- 
ception, aud has not been able to draw 
half the audiences that have greeted his 
younger rivals who have devoted time 
and thought to the study of the subject 
they were to discuss. 

We have had a thorough tariff diet for 
the past three months and every one 
seems to havo thriven oil it and enjoyed 
it. The people have read articles on 
both sides aud thu authorities ou the tar- 
iff question have been found ou every 
street corner. Both parties have agreed 
that the tariff must be reformed, the on- 
ly dilfureuce being the way in which it is 
to bo done. The next Congress will have 
to set about the work of revisiou iu ear- 
nest, as the bills hitherto were prepared 
mainly for use in the campaign. 


Judge Park's running behind his 
ticket iu Newton showed that when it 
comes to such a practical question as 
Congressman, many people do not be- 
lieve iu throwing their votes away. It 
is all right 011J governor and presidential 
electors, as a few votes more or less iu 
tho Stale will uot affect thu result, but 
every vote counts on congressman. 
Judge Park was certainly the ablest of 
the three candidates, and had lie been 
twenty years younger lie might have dis- 
tanced ilium both. Keen now lie could 
make a more telling political speech than 
either of thu other candidates. 


Messrs. Si.oci ii and Gilman received 
an old fashioned Republican mujority for 
representatives, and the city will be well 
represented at thu nexivesussion of thu 
legislature. Mr. Slocum is prominently 
mentioned for thu speakership, aud no 
one of the other candidates mentioned 
is better qualified for the position, 
speaker Slocum of Newton is a title thut 


would plcaao all tho peoplo in this city, 
without regard to party. 


Governor Ames led Harrison in Now- 
ton, and camo very closo to tho presiden- 
tial ticket all through the Stato, which 
shows how little faith tho voters took in 
attacks made upon upon him. Mnyor 
Russell mndo such a splendid fight that 
it is a pity both ho and Governor Ames 
could not have boon elected. Mr. Rus- 
sell would have discharged tho speech- 
making part of tho governor’s duties in 
ndmirable style. 


The county treasurer, register of pro- 
bate and registor of deeds seem to bo 
very satisfactory officials, as tho Demo- 
crats did uot even nominate candidates 
in opposition. This seems to show that 
there is nothing sorious tho matter with 
tho county's systom of bookkeeping.

Newton Natural History Society. 

This society Jheld Its regular monthly 
meoting last Wednesday ovening. Prof. 
Charles J. Maynard oxhibitod a largo 
number of Rpecimons, corals, coralines, 
shells and sponges, which he obtained 
last winter at Bahama Islands, and gave 
an interesting description of them and 
tho coral reefs where they were found. 
Later in tho season he will givo a paper 
before the society on these islands, nnd 
the life which is found so abundantly 
thore. 

Mr. Sidney R. Bartlett gave a very in- 
teresting lecture on “A Trip around the 
World.” It might very appropriately 
have been termed “What I did and what 
I saw during my twelve months travel 
from Newton to my home again.” 

Omitting any description of the ride 
across the continent from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, he commenced at San Francis- 
co and in an easy .colloquial stylo, told of 
his journey across the Pacific to the 
Sandwich , Islands, then down to Now 
Zealand and Australia; up to Japan, 
then westward again to China, India, 
through tho Red Sea and the Suez Canal 
to Italy, France, England and other 
places, then home from Liverpool. He 
evidently travelled with his eyos wido 
open, not merely to “do” the trip, but 
to see and learn, to obtain tho informa- 
tion which such an extensive journey 
gives to a wide awake young man. 

His delineations of the manners and 
customs of the people, of tho beautiful 

f ilaces he visited, and interesting things 
io saw was vory graphic, and hold 
tho attention of his audience to the close. 
With tho fear of wearying them by too 
loug an address he closed while in 
Eurftpe and took his scat. President 
Chandler suggested that it was a good 
time to ask questions if any one wishod 
further information, whereupon Mr. 
Spinney nskod for a description of the 
rest of tho travel homo. This evidently 
was what tho audience wished and thu 
lecturer again took the stand and con- 
tinued tho story till his home was 
reached. 

The lecture was a success from begin- 
ning to its close and was heartily appre- 
ciated by the audience, which was larger 
than usual. «. 

Mr. Bartlett is to bo congratulated up- 
on liis successful entrance upon the 
rostrum, and doubtless other calls will 
be made upon him to tell of liis delight- 
ful “Trip around the World.” Doubtless 
tho society will expect him to deliver an- 
other lecture later in the course on vol- 
canoes, a study of which ho made while 
away. The thanks of the society were 
presented to Prof. Maynard and Mr. 
Bartlett.

THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 


aoom ANNIVKRSABY OK TIIK IXI'OUn 
RATION OK TIIK TOWN OK NKWTON. 


Hoth branches of the city government 
were in session Monday niiilit, all of the 
aldermen being present except Alderman 
French. 

Mayor Kimball sent, in a message call- 
ing attention to tho fact that the town of 
Newton was incorporated in the year 
11188, and ns this was the 200th anniversa- 
ry there should be some public recogni- 
tion of it. The message was received, 
and after some discussion the, following 
committee was appointed to consider the 
plan of an appropriate celebration: 
Mayor Kimball, Aldermen Fettee, Ward 
and Childs, President llurr, Councihnon 
Hale, Hamblen and Rond, and it was 
voted to appropriate not to exceed $200 
to pay the expenses of such celebration. 

Mayor Kimball in explaining his mes- 
sage said it was contemplated to hold the 
celebration in tho largest hall in Newto.i 
and invite cx-Governor Rice and other 
native Newtonians to make addresses, 
and to provide suitable music. 

The result of the recent election was 
then declared, no notices of a contest 
having been received. 

SEI.I.INO BONDS. 

Alderman Childs presented an order 
which was passed, authorizing the City 
Treasurer, under the direction of the 
finance committee, to sell four per cent, 
water bonds to the amount of $13,000, 
the sum realized! to be applied for wa- 
ter construction. Mr, Childs stated that 
the sinking fund commissioners would 
take the bonds aud that the water de- 
partment needed tho money. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

On recommendation of Chief Bixby. E. 

A. Mansdeld was granted an honorable 
discharge from No. 7 Hose, and W. .7. Ui- 
lev was appointed a member of No. 2 
Hose, to fill a vacancy. 

A number of bills were approved and 
ordered paid. 

Alderman Ward presented the petition 
of property owners in the vicinity for 
four street lamps on Clarendou street, 
between Cabot street and a private way 
near Harvard street. 

NEW STREETS. 

Alderman Nickerson presented peti 
tions from H. R. Day and others for the 
laying out and acceptance of Berkeley 
street, westerly from Chestnut street, 
and also for tho acceptance of Prince 
street as public highways; referred to 
the highway committee. 

ARC LIGHT. 

Residents of Upper Falls petitioned 
for an electric arc light on Chestnut 
street, opposite St. Mary’s church! re- 
ferred to highway committee. 

NEW BUILDINGS. 

A petition for license to build an addi- 
tion to tlie Newton Graphic building 
was granted. 

Charles Minerasked for license to build 
a stable and shed in Ward Five, 20 by :10 
granted. 

.1. Herlity gaye notice of intention to 
build a house 20 by :)0 feet on Edinboro 
street. Ward Two. 

G. Brown gave notice of intention to 
build house 20 by 20 on Alden Place off 
River street.

RESOLUTIONS. 

Ahlerniau Johnson from the joint 
special cummittee appointed to draw up 
resolutions on the Oeatli of ex-Mayor 
I’ulsifer. read the following: 

To the City Council of Newton. The 
joint committee appointed to draft ap- 
propriate resolutions upon the death of 
the late ex-Mayor Royal M. Pulsifer, so 
long and prominently identified with our 
city affairs, respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing as expressing in some measure 
the high respect and sincere affection 
with which Ins memory will be long aud 
kindly cherished: 

Resolved, That in his public aud 
private life we recognize a notable ex- 
ample of unswerving integrity and en- 
dearing character, distinguished alike for 
earnest and efficient devotion to the wel- 
fare of our city and its institutions, and 
for noble and generous interest in minis- 
tries of humanity and beneficence. 

That in his faithiul discharge of im- 
portant municipal services and resuonsi- 
bilities, dur people were especially 
favored, while in all his relations of 
public anil private citizenship no one 
deserved more grateful and honorable 
mention. 

That in rendering this tribute to his 
memory, the city council of Newton ex- 
presses its sincere and kindly sympathy 
with the attlicted family aud relatives, 
whose L’reat loss is so widely appreciated 
ami deeply mourned.

KLO'tAI. AVENUE. 

Alderman Nickerson reported an order 
authorizing the city treasurer to credit 
such sums as may be received from abut 
tors on Floral avetiue, Ward Five, as 
their part of the betterments, to highway 
widening and reconstruction, aud also ap- 
propriating all sucli sums to pay the cost 
of the widening aud reconstruction of 
said avenue. The order was passed. 

A FOUL CONDUIT. 

Residents near the corner of Walnut 
and Beacon streets petitioned to have 
tlie unfinished conduit conveying water 
through their lauds examined, claiming 
that it was full uf stagnant water, from 
which rose a disagreeable odor, aud that 
it was dangerous to health; referred to 
highway committee. 

mi. dean's water pipe. 

Tlie order granting Dr. Dean permis- 
sion to use iron service pipe came back 
from tlie common council, with tlie en- 
dorsement that they adhered to their 
action, requiring Dr. Dean to pay for tlie 
laying of the pipe. Tlie aldermen also 
voted to adhere to their action and a 
committee of coulcrencu was appointed. 

Alderman 1'etleu called for tlie water 
ordinances, and read from section 12 of 
ordinance 20, which provides lliat tlie 
city shall lay at its own expense the ser- 
vice pipes from the street main to tlie 
boundary line of the abuttor’s property. 
He did not sec how the city council could 
pass an order violating a city ordinance, 
without voting to suspend tlie ordinance. 
Thu common council had practically re- 
fused to comply with the ordinances of 
■ lie city, and il the ordinances were Dot 
to be obeyed they should be repealed, 
lie thought it was t lie duty of the coun- 
cil to conform to the ordinance without 


matter had come before the board of 
health, and that. I)r. Frisbie ami the 
chairman of tho state board of health 
had allowed that there was a possibility 
of danger from the use of lead pipe, and 
the board of health had decided to give 
further dismission to the subject, Tlie 
water main was put at one side of the 
street and the ordinance was so worded 
that all citizens would he treated fairly, 
and one citizen not ho required to lay 13 
feet and the man on the other side of the 
street 27 feet. It is tlie duty of the city 
council to obey the ordinances and to 
see lliat all citizens are treated fairly. 

Alderman Childs said that the water 
hoard proposed to dictate as to who shall 
he made to pav for laying water pipes 
and who slinll not, and tlie common 
council were supporting them in this 
policy. But neither the water board nor 
the city council had a right to dictate in 
such a matter. Dr. Dean had a perfect 
right to have iron service pipes if lie do 
sired, and so had every other citizen. He 
thought that the rights of citizens and 
the ordinances should he respected by 
the city council, even if they were not 
by the water board. 

The motion then passed for a commit- 
tee of conference, and Mayor Kimball 
appointed Aldermen Childs, Pcttec and 
Johnson: President Burr appointed for 
the council, Messrs. Wiswall. Bond and 
Ranlett. 

WORK AT THE STONE CRUSHER. 

The order appropriating $4,000 for tlie 
work of getting out crushed stone for 
use on the streets came from tlie common 
council amended by substituting $3,000, 
as that is all that will now be r quiied to 
carry on the work to Jan. 1st. 

As amended the order was passed. 

Alderman Chadwick from tho commit- 
tee on public property reported that the 
$000 appropriated for ventilating the 
Pierce school house had been expended 
and the work done. 

A petition was received from F. E. 
Clark and others asking that Auburn 
Place in Ward Four be laid out and ac- 
cepted as a public street., to lie 33 feet 
wide; referred to Highway committee. 

The board then adjourned. 


The Cominou Council. 

In the common council all tho mem- 
bers were present except Messrs. Rice 
and Greenwood. Concurrent business 
was disposed of, and there was consider- 
able debate on the stone crusher order 
and Dr. Dean’s water pipe. 

Tlie appropriations for next year were 
presented and tlie board adjourned to 
next Monday evening, when tlie items 
will be taken up in detail for discussion. 


is filling. Tlie sewerage matter entering 
tlie works through tlie mnin sewer first 
passes through what is technically term- 
ed a "salmon ladder,” a series of inter- 
locking and alternating projections from 
the sides of the sower. Into tlie sewer 
at this point runs a small but steady 
stream of deodorizing and disinfecting 
chemicals. The effect of the salmon lad- 
der is to thoroughly disintegrate tlie 
sewerage nnd mix the chemicals with 
it. It nmv passes into the settling tanks, 
filling successively the three compart- 
ments. Tho solid" mutters settle to the 
bottom and tlie liquid — now entirely in- 
odorous, Hows out through tlie irrigat- 
ing chainlets over tho surtaco of the ad- 
joining grounds. Here it speedily sinks 
through tlie earth to the underlying net- 
work of tho drains, and from thence 
passes into the Second river. 

The solid matter collects in the bottom 
of the settling tank, ami when tlie dc 
posit is of sufficient quantity, tlie inflow 
of sewage is changed to the other tank, 
tho supernatant water is carefully si- 
phoned off, aud tlie cold residuum drawn 
into tlie sludge well. From hern it is 
drawn up by vacuum pressure into the 
cast iron receivers, at the snme time 
mixed with milk of lime. Thn effect of 
the latter ingredient is to still further 
cut and disintegrate the greasy element 
and tlocculcnt matter, rendering the sep- 
aration of the remaining water easier. 
Whon the receivers are full the flow is 
reversed and the matter forced through 
coarse canvas bags arranged as linings 
on tlie interior of a series of corrugated 
sliding dis -s of iron, tightly bound to 
gutlier by a screw. When the last re- 
maining water is forced out in this press 
under an average pressure of 130 pounds 
to the inch, the press is opened and the 
residuum, now in the shape of circular 
cakes of a chocolate color, and having a 
slightly pungent aromatic odor, is taken 
out and packed away in casks to be sold 
as fertilizer. Tlie revenue from this 
source, it is believed, will, pay tlie entire 
cost of running the disposal works. 
The sewerage system is calculated t«* 
dispose of tlie refuse from a population 
of 110,01X1. This is four times the present 
population of tlie township. To cover 
the township completely IK) miles ol 
sewers will he necessary. Tlie system 
as it now stands comprises only about 
27 miles of pipe. Tlie cost of the entire 
system lias been about $370,000. Of this 
amount $00,000 was expended for the 
plant at the disposal works, and $310,000 
for the pipe lines. The funds were 
raised by tlie issuance of sewer loan 
bonds, which were floated at from 4 to 3 
per cent.

EAST (, RANGE, N. .1., PROPOSES TO MAIN- 
TAIN HEALTH, IF IT DOES COST A LIT 
TLE MONEY. 

Newton’s need of sewerage, is 
ofteu times brought home with force, and 
never more forcibly than in a perusal of 
the following from tlie New York Trib- 
une regarding the evidently admirable 
system adopted at East Orange, N. J.: 

The incorporated town of, East Orange, 
N. J., lias just completed a system of 
sewerage treatment that presents some 
novel features, both in tlie details of con- 
st ruction of tbe pipe liues, aud the pro- 
cess for rendering tbe refuse matter in- 
nocuous and disposing of it. The engi- 
neering problem was a decidedly eotn- 
plex one. The town eovors an area of 
about six square miles. Its general typ- 
ographical features area succession of 
rolling ridges running north and south, 
while tlie natural drainage is by three 
distinct water sheds. To devise a sys- 
tem of drainage and sewerage pipes that 
should collect tlie sewerage matter from 
the entire territory and concentrate it at 
a definite point on the outskirts of the 
town for deodorizatiou aud treatment 
seemed at first an impracticable scheme. 

The agitation uf the subject was begun 
early in 1883, aud, under the lead of the 
Towuship Improvement association, en- 
gineering experts wore eugaged to study 
tlie problem aud prepare plans. In May. 
18811, a set of plans prepared by C. P. 
Bassett were adopted, aud be was placed 
in charge of tlie work, which lias since 
been pushed steadily to completion. 
Tho system is what is known as the 
small-pipe, Hush-tank system. Four 
main sewers are laid through tlie natu- 
ral valleys or depressions. They vary in 
diameter from 12 to 24 inches, and are 
tapped at , a h street intoiseotlon by 
short laterals of smaller diameter run- 
ning transversely. With these laterals 
the house connections are made. At the 
extreme end of each lateral is construct- 
ed an automatic flush tank ingeniously 
contrived so as to discharge 20G gallons 
of water in a solid body into tlie pipe 
once in twenty-four hours. For the 
clearance of any obstruction tliat I lie 
flushing tails to dislodge, manholes are 
constructed 380 feet apart over the entire 
line and a clever arrangement of jointed 
iron rods with scraper attached is used. 

About one-fifth of the township, or 
that part lying east of tlie Grove-street 
hill, lay at such a low grade that it was 
found impossible to conduct the sewage 
to tbe disposal works by gravity alone. 
A separate system was therefore provid- 
ed for this section concentrating in a 
central collecting vault, from whence it 
is forced by an Otto sewage pump 
through a line of lion pipes over the 
Grove-street bill aud into the main sys- 
tem. With tbe exception of this stunt 
line, all the sewers are built of vitrified 
drain pipes cemented at joiuts, the di- 
ameter of the small laterals into which 
the house connection* lead being eight 
inches and that of tlie trunk or carrying 
lines from 10 to 24 inches. 

But it is the treatment of the sewage 
matter at what are termed disposal 
works that the greatest novelty in the 
system exists. Tlie disposal works are 
located at Greenwood avenue, and com- 
prise about fourteen acres of ground, 
niiiuU of it formerly having been tlie bed 
of an old historic mill pond. Tlie “Sec- 
ond River,” a tributary of tlie Passaic, 
runs along the westerly side. The build- 
ings are of considerable architectural 
pretentions, looking at first sight like an 
old feudal castle or mediaival monastery. 
They are built of blue trap rock, laid in 
rock-faced irregular ashlar wills red 
mortar. Tlie main building is massive, 
wills wide, low Norman arches, baitle- 
mentud parapets, ami at the corners 
heavy octagonal turrets, surmounted 
by high pyramidal roofs. To tlie north 
strelcii away the settling tanks, the 
building being of similar architectural 
design, ami pierced by panes ol laucet- 
sliapud windows. 

Tbe tank-house is divided by a longi- 
tudinal wall into two great settling 
tanks, each thirty-six feet wide by two 
feet high by 112 feet long, and each 
of them is sub-divided by transverse 
walls into three compartments. These 
tanks are used alternately, one be-

I’ho cost of supporting the 
hospital in 1887 was $3,7<Hl; tlie cost for 
the current year will probably be about 
$7,<>oo. The receipts for care and treat- 
ment of patients in 1887 were $1,820.77; 
tbe receipts from the eity. $1,000. The 
income from two free beds for 1888 was 
$000. and the income from invested 
funds, *330. The number of patients ad- 
mitted this year to date lias been 88, of 
which iiumliei'37 have been discharged 
as woil;number of deaths during tlie year, 
3: largest number ol patients. 22; nuinbei 
of patients now in hospital, 13. The 
success which has attended the treatment 
of typhoid eases lias been wonderful, and 
tlie number of patients discharged as 
well is far in advance, in proportion to 
the number cured for, of other hospi- 
tals During llm month of October, in 
addition to tlie milk supplied from tlie 
Cottage Hospital dairy, 3!H) quarts of 
milk was consumed by patients. Out- 
side of Newton, tlie hospital lias acquired 
a reputation on account of tlie methods 
of treating disease. and tlie success which 
has been attained. it is regarded liy 
physicians ns one of the best hospitals in 
the country.

Every male citizen of 21 years of age aud up- 
wards, who has resided in the State one year, 
and in the city of Newton six months prior to 
December 4, 1888, and w ho has paid a State or 
County tax assessed upon him either in 1*87 or 
1888 , and who shall be able to read and write, 
shall have the right to vote at the City election, 
to lie held December fourth, eighteen hundred 
and eighty-eight.

••Every woman who is a citizen of this C< 
moil we.dtli, of twenty-one years of age and up- 
wards (except paupers, persons under guardian- 
ship, and persons excluded by article twenty of 
tlu* amendments to the constitution.) who has 
resided within tlie state one year, and within tlie 
citv or town in which site claims a right to vote, 
six mouths next preceding any election of 
school committees, aud who has paid by herself, 
her parent, guardian or trustee, a state, county, 
city or town tax assessed upon her or her trus- 
tee in tlds state within two years next preceding 
such election, shall have a right to vote in all 
such elections, for members of school commit tees. 

Any woman who is a citizen of this Common- 
wealth, may, on nr betore the first day of Octo 
her in any year, glvu notice in writing accom- 
panied by satisfactory evidence, to the assessors 
of a city or town, that she was on the first day of 
May ol that year an inhabitant thereof, and that 
she desires to pay a poll tux, and to furnish un- 
der oath a true list of he' estate, both real and 
personal, not exempt from taxation, and she 
shall tliereupnu he assessed lor her poll, not ex- 
ceeding fifty cents, uud for her estate, and the as- 
sessors shall, on or before the fifth flay of October, 
return her name to the registrars of voters or 
bourd charged with the preparation of the list of 
voters of tbe city or towu in the list .of the per- 
sons so assessed. The taxes so assessed shall lie 
entered, in the lax list of the collector of tho city 
or town, aud he shall collect aud pay over tbe 
same in the manner specified in his warrant. 

The names of women may be placed upon a 
separate list; and when the name of any woman 
has been placed upon the list of voters of a city 
or town, it shall remain on the lid as long as 
she continues to reside in such city or town and 
has paid any state, county, city or town tar that 
has been assessed on her or her trustees in this 
state within two years next preceding any elec- 
tion; prodded that the facts relating to residence 
shall be furnished to the registrars each year 
prior to the dose of registration .”

PEERLESS DIES ii'ui J baiooumc 
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DEATH OF MB. THOMAS DREW. 


SUDDEN DEMISE or TUK WKLI. KNOWN 
VETERAN JOUIINAI.IHT. 

Mr. Thomas Drew, the veteran journal- 
ist and llteratour, died suddenly at Ida 
homo on Nixon avenue, Dorchester, at 
0.45 o’clock Monday ovonltiR. For the 
past month the deceased had complalnod 
of not feeling well, hut nothing serious 
was apprehended, nnd his death was a 
sudden and severe shook to his family 
and friends. Ho residod witli his family 
for many years on Watertown streot, 
West Newton, whore ho was osteemod 
by a wide circle of friends. No man 
was hotter known in Newton, his long 
residence here and activity as a public 
speaker and writer having rendered him 
.a familiar tigdre in all sections of the 
city. lie was one of the early members 
■of the West Newton Lyceum Associa- 
tion, and almost, every winter it had 
been his custom to attend the mootings 
and participate in the debates, always 
presenting his side of the question in a 
witty, yet logical manner, lie loved the 
Lyceum and its associations, and he will 
ho missed from the circle of men who 
have contributed towards the education 
of tho masses through their association 
and its work. 

Mr. Drew was woll known to all the 
journalists of Boston, mid had a very ex- 
tensive acquaintance with politicians of 
the city ami state: his acquaintance with 
those men extended oven beyond the 
borders of Massachusetts. lie was par- 
ticularly well known to that class of 
public men whoso ranks are now sadly 
thinned, known as tho old war horses of 
tho state and members of the abolition- 
ist party of the anti-bollum days. Mr. 
Drew was a man of unimposing appear- 
ance, rattier below medium stature, full 
face, with a pleasant expression, nnd a 
pair of eyes which twinkled with good 
nature and enjoyment as he recounted 
•some of his “experiences” from his al- 
most inexhaustible fund of anecdotes. 
His genial disposition was not soured by 
the varied and trying times he passed 
through before tho war. He was not 
visible to the public as a politician, but 
he was one of 

TUK MK.N BEHIND TUK SCENES, 
who took an important part in tho aboli- 
tionist agitation, and was the associate 
■of such men as Wendell Phillips, whose 
Ildus Achates lie was, Sumner. Henry 
Wilson, John A. Andrew, and other 
leaders of public opinion. 

Mr. Drew was born in Plymouth, Mass., 
Aug. 23, 1810. He was descended from 
Pilgrim ancostry on both the paternal 
and maternal sides, dating back to tho 
early colonial days. 1 1 is fattier, Thomas 
Drew, was a lineal descendant of Ed- 
ward Drew, who was born in England in 
1(142, settled in Plymouth in 1(1(10, and 
married there in 107:1. His mother, 
Lucia Watson, was a lineal descendant of 
Uoorge Watson, who also came from 
England and settled in Plymouth in 104:1, 
and entered at once into active participa- 
tion in tlie affairs of tho infant colony. 
Both of these “first settlors’ reared 
large families, atyd their descendants, 
numbered bv thousands, are to be found 
in nearly every state in the union. Mr. 
Drew was oducatud in the public schools 
of his native town, where his father was 
n successful schoolmaster, who, although 
lie had not a college education, had a tine 
clnssicul training, and educated such 
men as Sidney Bartlett and Dr. Charles 
Jackson. Mr. Drew in tho high school 
at Plymouth, was a classmate of William 
G. Bussell, one of the most eminent 
members of the Boston liar, and with 
his brother,.) udge Thomas Bussell, Judge 
Charles I). Davis, and his brother, Wil- 
liam Thomas Davis, and many other 
young men who have since nttui od emi- 
nence in mercantile pursuits. Mr. Drew, 
when a youth, desired to have a liberal 
education, but the limited means of his 
parents did not permit it. He came to 
Boston in 1835, nnd learned the trade of 
a bookbinder, and he industriously fol- 
lowed that occupation for live years. He 
early joined the Mechanic Apprentices’ 
Library, and at once took a prominent 
position in the soeioty and became con- 
spicuous for his interest in public affairs. 
At that timo the slavory question was 
one of tho prominent elements in the 
politics of political parties, and it bo hap- 
pened that Mr. Drew had abundant op- 
portunities offered him to engage in that 
great work. He was married in 1844 to 
Mary Clmuncy Cushing Shire, who was 
a lineal doseendeut of the first minister 
of the second parish in Hinghain, and 
the gi-und-daughter of the surgeon-gon- 
eral, Edwin Shute, who was on the staff 
of Maj.-Gen. Lincoln from Cambridge to 
Yorktown. In 1840, before attaining his 
majority, Mr. Drew was an active 
MEMBER OF TIIK HARRISON CJ.L'U 

of Boston, which numbered 100 members. 
After the election of Harrison to the 
presidency, a reunion of the club was 
held, Henry J. Gardiner afterward Gov- 
ernor, presiding. Mr. Drew was compli- 
mented as boing the ouiy member of the 
club who had never missed being present 
at a meeting. Subsequently, because of 
the dulness of the mechanical business 
to which he had been brought up, he 
engaged as a book ngent and estat- 
lished himsolf in Philadelphia. After 
two years’ residence there, in conse- 
quence of the decease of his partner, who 
was a descendant of Gen. ScamraeU of 
revolutionary fame, ho wout to Worces- 
ter. There he made the acquaintance of 
Elihtt Burritt, tho learned blacksmith. 
They were both mechanics, had kindred 
tastes and wore thoroughly united in 
their views upon the slavery question. 
Tho association was very agreeable to 
both parties, and after a few months, 
wlion Mr. Burritt determined to go to 
Euplaiiil to advocate the wisdom of a 
universal peace policy and the disarma- 
meut of nil the European nations, Mr. 
Drew took his place in the editorial 
chair of tho Christian Citizen. Mr. Bur- 
ritt was absent four years and a half, and 
during Ills absence the circulation of the 
paper under Mr. Drew’s management had 
more than doubled. In 1841). at ilio ear- 
nest solicitation of leuding Free Seilers, 
Mr. Drew couuected himself witli the 
Worcester Spy as an associate partner 
witli John Milton Earle, by the purchase 
of a one-third interest. Mr. Drew con- 
tinued tliis connection for 10 years (as 
editorial writer, reporter, etc.), and at 
tlie end of that time, ill consequence of 
financial difficulties, the concern was 
sold out. Mr. Drew remained in Worces- 
ter until tlie following spring, wliun lie 
took a position as publishing 
ULUKCTOU OF THE ATLANTIC MONTHLY, 
witli Phillips, Sampson A- Co. In tlie 
fall of that year tlie iiuhlishers of the 
Atluulic Monthly failed, und tlie maga- 
zine was sold out to Messrs, Tickuor A 
Fields. With that concern Mr. Drew 
held tho same position until tlie outbreak 
of the civil war, when Governor Andrew 
invited him to take a position upon his 


stiff ns assistant military secretary. 
Hero he remained for some months, mid, 
when all tlie Governor's efforts to re- 
cruit his colored regiment had come to 
naught, and all the persons, both white 
nnd colored, witli one exception, lino 
failed to secure a single recruit, Mr. 
Drew went to Washington at the Gov- 
ernor’s request, and after much diligent 
labor succeeded, through personal ap- 
peal to President Lincoln, in removing 
the obstacles to tlie recruitment of Mas- 
sachusetts regiments with colored 
troops. 

During tho years from 18(18 to 1871 Mr. 
Drew was engaged iu the introduction of 
an invention for extinguishing fires 
which had tlie endorsement of Prof. Do- 
rnmiis and other eminent chemists, and 
in various outside speculations, it was 
in 18(111 that Mr. Drew was accused of ex- 
erting unduo influence upon the Legis- 
lature by means of money furnished by 
tlie Boston, Hartford A Erie Bailroad 
Company. Tho Springfield Bcpublicnn 
mado an explicit charge n> the effect that 
Mr. Drew Imd been paid HIU.OQO for work 
in tho lobby. 

Mr. Drew' was sitmuiond before a joint 
special committee of investigation of this 
I'liargo, but lie declined to ttttlfy in any 
manner whatsoever in regard to the 
charge. lie was told by the president of 
tlie rniiiond company to tell all lie could 
about tlie alleged bribery, knowing that 
tlie truth would not harm his company, 
while silence oil tlie matter would give 
some color of soundness t< > tlie charge. 
This Mr. Drew declined to do. He, how- 
ever, stated to tlie committee that there 
was no truth in tlie charge; that he never 
paid n dollar to any member of the Legis- 
lature for any purpose or for any parties, 
but ho positively declined to testify, or 
even to be sworn, giving as Ins n asoti 
that the action of tlie committee was ex- 
tra-judicial, aud that if anybody had com- 
mitted a crime in Massachusetts, it was 
for tho court to try such party or parties, 
and punish tlie person or persons if found 
guilty; tlint if nny member of the Legis- 
lature had committed an offence that 
was not a clime, tliun lie would be will- 
ing to testify; hut lie denied tlie right of 
any legislative coiniimtoo to assist the 
attorney-genornl in getting up cases. Mr. 
Drew’s case was ably managed by Hon. 
Henry W. Paine and Lysander Spooner 
of Boston, but the Senate adjudged 
him guilty of contumacy and sentenced 
him to imprisonment in Suffolk jail for 
25 days. Mr. Drew served out tlie 

FI LL TERM OF HIS SENTENCE, 
as ho lias always insisted, fur no other 
purpose than to maintain tlie rights of a 
citizen under tlie constitution. All tho 
points that lie made, or that his counsel 
made, ill his defence, have since been 
adjudicated upon by tlie supreme court 
of tlie United States in the case of Hallet 
Killioinn, and there is not a lawyer of 
any ominence in Massachusetts that will 
undertake to say that tho grounds taken 
by Mr. lLew were not well sustained. 

After the close of tlie war Mr. Drew 
went to North Carolina as the represen- 
tative of the Newton Oil Company, and 
put up the lirst turpentine still that was 
worked in tlie state after tho close of tlie 
civil strife. lie was helped in this work 
by his son, and sent thousands of barrels 
of turpentine North during tho two years 
that he remained there. From 1870 to 
1872 ho was in West Virginia, where lie 
went into the railroad business. The 
panic of 1873 broke up his prospects in 
this direction, and lie had to come back 
to tlie Nortli with the sad outlook of hav- 
ing to again go to work to earn money to 
support his family, having placed the 
earnings of a lifetime in this venture, 
only to see them swallowed up. 

in the spring of 1874 he becamo con- i 
nected with tho Boston Herald, remain- 
ing there until about tho 1st of March, ' 
1884, when he took up quarters outside j 
of the office, writing for different papers 
and engaging in speculative enterprises. 
Mr. Drew never sought political office 
but once, when he was defeated in 1885 
for tli" state senate, and never held but 
one office of that character — that of the 
Worcester common council. His experi- 
ence in this position so disgusted him 
witli office-holding that he never wanted 
to occupy another one. Seven children 
resulted from his marriage, of whom 
four are now living— tlireo sous and oue 
daughter.

THE NEXT MAYOR. 

The mayoralty question is now the | 
most exciting topic of discussion, and a 
dozen or more names are already pre- 
sented, in most instances without much re 
gard to the wishes of the gentlemen men- 
tioned. The one point in which people 
are especially interested is whether Mayor 
Kimball intends to accept another venom 
ination, or whether he considers that he 
has already gained all the glory to be de- 
rived from the office, and will retire in 
favor of some new man. If he slionld 
run again the chances of the opposition 
would be somewhat doubtful, and it 
would require hard work and a popular 
candidate to win against him. 

Among the more prominent of the 
candidates mentioned are President Burr 
of the Common Council, who has served 
two years in the city government and has 
shown unusual ability in legislation and 
in the discharge of his duties. He is 
favored by the younger men of the city, 
who do not see why a man should he 
older to become mayor of Newton than 
is required for the presidency of the 
United States. Mr. Burr would represent 
the old Newton element in the city, and 
would make a strong candidate. 

Another candidate, who is favored by 
some of the leading opponents of Mayor 
Kimball, is ex-Alderman Grant, and it is 
argued that he would be able to divide 
the vote of Ward Two, and so render it 
au easy task to defeat Mayor Kimball, 
and there is much discussion as to 
whether lie would be able to do this. 
Some oppose the plan on the ground that 
Ward Two has had her share of mayoral- 
ty honors, and that it would be unvi ise 
to make the campaign on a mere question 
of personal popularity. There is no 
question of Alderman Grant’s ability, as 
lie was one of the most efficient of city 
officials and is a thorough business man. 
Mr. A. 1). S. Bell of Chestnut Hill, Mr, 
Fisher Ames of West Newton. Mr. 
Otis l’cttee, ami Alderman Pettee 
of Ward Five, so that it will be 
seen that there is no lack of first 
class material out of which to make a 
mayor. None of the gentlemen men- 
tioned have as yet been approached, but 
the opposition this year will take special 
care to avoid the mistake of last year, 
and find out whether there is a proba- 
bility of acceptance, before mak- 
ing their nominations. 

There is said to be a movement in fa 
vor of forming a ■•People’s Party”, to 
make nominations before the Republican 
C invention, and a conference was heltl- 
at the Parker House, Boston, Wednesday 
afternoon, invitations being sent to one 
Republican, one Independent, and one 
Democrat in each ward. Mr. S. L. Pow- 
ers is said to have presided and candi- 
dates lor Mayor were discussed. There 
is some curiosity about the reul object 
of the moveineut and what candidate it 
will bourn. 


THE REPUBLICAN CAUCUSES. 


The Republican Ward and City Com- 
mittee have decided to call caucuses In 
the various wards next Wednesday eve- 
ning, to nominate two councilman from 
each ward, and also to choose delegates 
to the city convention to be held Satur- 
day evening of next week. 

It is a wise plan to call tile convention 
thus early, so as to give the people a 
chance to find out who the candidates 
are before going to the polls oil election 
day, as lias been done at some previous 


Tho Boston Herald in commenting up- 
on the advantage of having one political 
boss, says that this advantage has been 
strikingly shown in a neighboring city, 
and evidently Newton is meant, for the 
Herald goes on to say: 

"By its size, wealth, and tho influ- 
ence of its inhabitants, this city has de- 
served to receive recognition in congres- 
sional, councillor, senatorial, and county 
nominations. As a matter of fact, it has 
received no recognition at all, for tho rea- 
son that its delegates at the various con- 
ventions have been divided among them- 
selves. The strongest opponents to the 
nominations which a part of its citizens 
have desired have beeu other residents 
of the same city, so that, by this neutral- 
ization of force*, the candidates of otlior 
towns have invariably secured the nomi- 
nations. If the city in question possessed 
a capable, hard-working and honest— for 
bosses can be honest — political dictator, 
it would probably get all, instead of 
none, of these political favors.” 

Thore is much more truth than pootry 
in this, as every reader will admit, and 
the last campaign furnished abundant 
illustration of the foolishness of the 
present method of conducting Newton 
politics. No sooner does any Newton 
man stand a fair chance of being chosen 
to an important office, tuan a half dozen 
other candidates spring up, and securing 
a few delegates here and there they de- 
stroy any chance of Newton’s securing 
any of the political houors which belong 
to it. Such a condition of things is so 
favorable for the other towns in the dis- 
tricts in which Newton belongs, that 
they can easily afford to encourage it as 
they have done in the past, and they find 
the ward rivalries very convenient. 

But the question is as to tho remedy, 
and herein lies the great difficulty. A 
first class party dictator might do, if he 
could be found, but there is no one man 
I in Newton of such prominence as to 
! command the situation. Small and com- 
paratively poor towus like Milford have 
their Draper, but we have a dozen Dra- 
I pers in every ward, and that is stating 
the case very mildly. 

| Possibly the remedy could be found in 
i choosing a ward and city committee so 
carefully, placing in power only men in 
whom every one would have confidence, 
and then allowing them to name the can- 
didate best fitted to represent Newton 
for any office that might he named. If 
such an arrangement could be made it 
would be an excellent thing for the city. 


200TH ANNIVERSARY. 


Arrangements are being made to cele- 
brate the 200th anniversary of the incor- 
poration of Newton as a town. Jackson’s 
History gives the date as Dec. S. 1001, hut 
Dr. Smith in his history quotes from Rev. 
Mr. Paige’s history of Cambridge, to 
show that the date of incorporation was 
really Jan. 11th, 1688. As is well known 
j Newton was formerly a part of Cam- 
bridge, and was originally known as 
! Cambridge Village; when first set oil 
as a separate tuwusliip it was called New 
j Cambridge, hut Doc. 8, 1601. the general 
i court chauged tin name to New Town, 
and Dr. Smith thinks that Mr. Jackson 
confounded tiiis with the incorporation 
of the town. 

As the records of the general court 
I have been lost, there is a little uncertaiu- 
[ ty about the date, hut it is just as well to 
i celebrate this year as in 1801, or it might 
he well to celebrate on both dates and 
j then we could be sure of being right. 

| The committee appointed to have 
charge of the celebration consists of 
Mayor Kimball, Aldermen Pettee, Ward 
1 and Childs; President Burr, Councilmen 
- Hamblen, Halo and Bond. The commit- 
' tee met at the residence of President 
Burr, Tuesday evening, to talk the mat- 
ter over, and their plans include the hir- 
ing of either Eliot or City Hall, and to 
! have addresses from ex-Governor Rice 
and other natives of Newton, Collector 
| Saltonstall, Judge Lowell, ex-Governor 
Clafiiu, Hon. Levi C. Wade and other 
prominent citizens. It will he a very in- 
teresting event mid ought to stimulate 
an interest in Newton's early history. 


elections. Even an earlier date would 
have been better if it could have been 
arranged. The convention will nomi- 
nate a candidate for mayor, an alderman 
from each ward, and members of the 
school hoard from wards one and two. 

There is already so IiiibcIi interest in 
the election that it is probable that the 
caucuses will he fully attended in order 
to see that good nominations are made. 
For cuuucilmeu there is not likely to ho 
much of a contest, auil ail of the old 
members will he given a leiioiniii.ition if 
they desire it. 

For aldermen, there will he a new 
member from ward six, if Alderman 
Ward insists on Ilia refusal to serve 
again, hut iu ward follt there is an evi- 
dent purpose to force Alderman Johinon 
to serve another year, in spite of liis 
wish to retire. 

For members of the school hoard it is 
not yet known whether there will he a 
renewal of the great interest taken last 
ytar. or whether people have lost the 
absorbing interest they then displayed 
in the city schools. It is a healthy sign 
to see the voters particular about nomi- 
nations. and to desire to secure tiie very 
host men available for positions on the 


A SEWERAGE SYSTEM. 

The sewerage of Newton is such an 
important question, ami one that will 
have to he met so goon, that any methods 
found to he successful ill other places 
are of interest tune. For this reason the 
detailed account of the system in opera- 
tion in Orange, N. J., which is given on 
another page, will he read with interest. 
This system lias already been discussed 
by tiie hoard of health, and it seems to 
be one well fitted to the needs of New- 
ton, and it also is not a very expensive 
system. 

Orange is made up of residences, in 
much tiie same manner as Newton. 
There is a wide extent of, territory to lie 
covered, and there is no way of empty- 
ing tiie sewage matter into a river 
without a* strong remonstrance from 
those living farther down stream. 

Tiie Orange system seems such a sim- 
ple and at the same time effectual one, 
that it certainly should he investigated 
before any steps are taken in regard ft* 
the metropolitan or other proposed sys- 
tems, and it is recommended to the at- 
tention ol the city government. 


ESTIMATED EXPENDITURES. 


Tlio appropriation bill for next year is 
now before tho city government ami will 
be taken up hv the common council next 
Monday. The total recommendations of 
tho finance committee are £>88, 274, and 
the several committees asg for some 810, 
000 more. The finance committee's fig- 
ures show an increase of about £20,000 
over the appropriations for this year. 
The increaso conies from au addition of 
$300 for another liorso and wagon, $800 
for telegraph litio man, 81,300 for driv- 
ers for Hose 3 and 5, $4,000 for drains 
and culverts (Lemon Brook); $16,100 for 
street widening, re-constrnotion and im- 
provements, $6,650 for a police signal 
system. 

Tlio school board ask for $2,000 more 
than last year, but their request is not 
endorsed by tho finance committee. 
There will probably bo some changes 
before the council gets through with tlio 
estimates. 

It is estimated that tlio receipts will be 
about $7,000 in excess of last year. 


HEALTH REPORT. 

The report of the board of health for 
October states that there were 20 deaths 
during tho month. There wore 15 cohos 
of typhoid fever, 7 of scarlet fever and 5 
of diptheria. The roport states that four 
enses of scarlet fover were in one family 
and all of a light character. All places 
where scarlet fever or diphtheria appear 
are new fumigated by the board or under 
its directions. Whore typhoid fever is 
reported thorough examinations of tlio 
premises are made and improvements 
suggested or ordered when found ueccs- 
sary. 


The Boston Post reports that Gail 
Hamilton's name is suggested for Presi- 
dent Harrison’s Postmaster General, but 
if she goes into the cabinet it will proba- 
bly he as Secretary of War.

To Hie Editor ot tlie (Juaciiic : 

It has been the custom oucc a vcm 
to take up a collection ill the churches 
for the henellt of tlie Newton Cot 
tage Hospital. The committee (con- 
sisting of Rev. Messrs. H. L. Wheeler, 
W. A. Lamb and F. Nichols) appointed 


to niT-angc for the collection of this year, 
wisli to make the following announce 
ment: 

1. On Nov. 18, envelopes hearing a 
statement of facts and needs will he dis- 
tributed in tlie churches. These envel- 
opes with their contents will ho collect- 
ed on "Hospital Sunday," Nov. 25. 

2. Envelopes (with circulars) will ho 
left at some drug storo in each section of 
the city, and those who prefer to give di- 

ctly rather than through the churches, 

■h requested to place their contribu- 
tions in these envelopes nnd leave them 
he called for by the committee, or 
hand them to some clergyman of the 
neighborhood. 

3. Certain envelopes (with circulars) 
will he sent to individuals, and notices 
will next week ho posted on the public 
bulletin boards, giving information of 
places where contributions, not placed 
n the church boxes, may ho loft. 

The committee present certain facts: 
1. From May 1 to date, there have been 
S8 patients in the hospital. Comparing 
with this the number (do) for the corres- 
ponding period of last year, ,an increase 
i>f 85 per cent, is shown. It is probable 
that by the end of the year 100 patients 
will have received tho benefits of the 
hospital. 

2. the current expenses for 1887-8 were 
estimated at $5,000, They were actually 
$5,700. For 1888-ff they will probably he 
$7.otXt. 

These statements show how the work 
and the needs of. the hospital are increa- 
sing. How shall the expenses he mol? 
From the City will come $1,000; from the 
endowment of two free hens $000: from 
tho income of invested funds $550; — a to- 
la! of $2150. Tho balance must come 
from fees and from voluntary contribu- 
tions. How much may be expected from 
these sources? We can judge only from 
the figures of last year, when from the 
first source came about $1800, and from 
the second about $1500. This year, from 
the first source perhaps more, perhaps 
less, may he — from the second more is 
— expected. 

The Hospital is for the bonefit of all. 
Itis tangible Gospei.lt is aNecossity.lt is 
an acknowledged Success. Its work must 
go on. It needs means for treatment of 
patients and for tlie training of nurses. 
Shall it have them? What is worth doing 
at all is worth doing well. Cannot the 
collection of Hospital Sunday he much 
increased? Will not those contribute 
who are not connected with the chinch- 
es? Will not each one who reads thisstatr- 
ment set apart something for the institu- 
tion?

The election of Harrison ami Morton 
wns celebrated in Newton Monday eve- 
ning by demonstrations, fireworks and a 
torchlight parade. The Waltham bat- 
tery fired salutes in Aiiburmlale, Lower 
Falls, West Newton, Nowtonvillo, New- 
ton and Nowton Centre, and at tho con- 
clusion of tho firing of tho cannon, the 
Harrison nnd Morton tings in oach of 
these places wore hauled down. At 
Newton tlie streets were thronged with 
people, anu everybody seemed wrought 
up to a high piteli of onthusiasin. Tho 
display of fireworks was one of the finest 
soon in ninny years, and colored fire, 
brilliant illuminations and the glaro of 
torches ttindo a grand nnd inspiring 
Bccno. Cheers rent tho air, grotesquely 
dressed citizens were soon walking 
about, and the occasional strains of tlie 
band wero heard amid the tooting of 
horns, tho discharge of firenrms and tho 
shrill cries of young America. Tho Gar- 
den City Cadets, Maj, A. E. Fowle com- 
manding, nocompnnied by the Newton 
City band, tho Newton drum corps, nnd 
a Belva Lockwood Company, nt the 
conclusion of the festivities in the square, 
marched through brilliantly illuminated 
streets, nmid tlie bright light reflected 
from electric lamps, thousands of lan- 
terns, bonfires and colored lights of every 
description.

Tlie 
background consisted of an elaborate ar- 
ray of canned goods tastefully arranged. 

In an alcove appeared tlie portraits of 
Harrison and Morton, and overhead a 
red, white and blue canopy, formed the 
central decoration. Extending from the. 
sides of the canopy to tlie window front, 
were displayed plaited folds of red, white 
and blue, tlie national colors beingdraped 
gracefully at either end. The light of 
many white nnd colored candles was re- 
flected from within the decorated onclos 
ure, and tlie effect wns harmonious and 
pleasing. Tlie window decoration was 
tlie work of Mr. Robert Brackett, Mr. 
Coffin’s book-keeper. 

Other illuminations noticed wero 
Messrs. J. N, Bacon’s, B. F. Bacon's, tlie 
Newton Ghaphic office, Mr. Walker’s, 
Simpson Brothers, D. It. Emerson, J. W. 
Davis, in front of whose house was the 
motto on a white cloth, "Let all the ends 
thou aimest at be ttiy country’s, thy 
(bid’s and truth’s,” Dr. Seales, Dr. J. F. 
Frisbie, J. B. Goodrich, G. T. Coppin- , 
Mr. Clapp, Mr. I. N. Peabody of Peabody

Mt. Ida was ablaze with light, and many 
of tlie residences were prettily decorated 
witli tings and lanterns, Mr. Samuel llano 
making a vory tine display. 

At West Newton there was a very pret- 
ty display, houses and stores being illu- 
minated elaborately. In the squaro i 
huge bonfire wns mado of tar barrels 
The crowds completely filled the streets, 
and the wildest enthusiasm ptovailed.

Another body of young men , n 
horseback, ill curious costumes, liad no 
special designation, hut said they were 
"anything for fun.” Geo. M. Cluii e 
of West Newton liad a “Harrison team." 
It consisted of a moderate-sized horse 
attached to a covered carriage. Tho car- 
riage was decorated with the following 
legends: “Mugwumps to the rear;" 
"Four months and Grover must go;” 
"Good for 24 years;’’ “Teacher. Teroher, 
what makes mo so happy? O mania!" 
Following tho carriage was a small sulky, 
decorated with tings, on which was the 
well-known Home Market ery. "Protec- 
tion for home industries." Among the 
places illuminated were the following, 
Chinese lanterns, colored lights and can- 
dles being used in an infinite variety of 
design: Nickerson’s block, lighted irom 
end to end; B. F. Houghton's store, Dr.

At Newton Centre theie was a toroh- 
light parade under command of Lieuten- 
ant Sanborn. 1L S. Williams’ store was 
brilliantly lighted, as also were many 
other business places, and the residen- 
ces of Hon. Levi C. Wade, Mr. Candler’s 
rival for the ninth district congressional 
nomination, Col. K. H. Haskell, It.

— William Liulwig and his company of 
artists were greeted with a large and en- 
thusiastic audience iu Eliot Hall, Mon 
day evening. It was the first concert 
given in this country since the return of 
the distinguished vocalist from his recent 
tour in Ireland. For Newton it was a 
new, yet pleasant experience to listen to 
the geins of Irish melody, interpreted 
with rare artistic appreciation and ren- 
dered with characteristic national ferj 
vour. Mr. Ludwig's powerful and melo- 
dious voice attracts the admiration of all 
music loving peopie. its peculiar charm 
being gained from an evident sympathy 
with tiie stirring strains, incidents anil 
the more tender susceptibilities of 
tbe Irish people. He carries tlieenthusi- 
asm of his audience aud awakens tho 
chords of memory, full of loving remin- 
iscences and revered rememl ranees iu 
the hearts of the descendants of the 
Irish race. Madame Mullen sang solos 
with much sweetness and feeling, and the 
contralto numbers by Miss Layton were 
much enjoyed. In the quartet selection, 
tho combination of voices was harmoni- 
ous, and frequent applause demonstrated 
the approval of the audience. The clos- 
ing number, "Let Erin Remember,” was 
very finely rendered. 

— The concert given at ihe Baptist 
church on Tuesday evening last, under 
the auspices of the Young Ladies' For- 
eign Missionary Socioty of Eliot church 
was one of the most enjoyable given in 
Newton for a long time.

TIIK cm GOVERNMENT. 

BOTH BBAN’fiTKS IHSCCSS TIIK API’HO- 
l*BI ATIOX BII.I.. 

Both branches of the City Government 
were in session, Mominy evening, the j 
common council holdings special session ; 
to discuss the appropriations for next j 
year. All the members wore present. 

In the board of aldermen, there was a , 
hearing on tho question of ceding to the 
Newton National hank some four feet of 1 
land on Centre street, claimed by the 
city and now included in the bank 
grounds, in exchange for a triangular lot j 
at the end of the bank grounds, at the , 
junction of Centro and Washington ' 
streets, included in the street but claimed ( 
by the bank. Mr. H. N. Hyde ami Mr. 
J. C. ivy appoared in opposition, on the 
ground that Centre street is already too 
narrow for tho great amount of travel 
through it, and that the bank had no 
just claim to the triangular plot. Mr. 
Joseph N. Bacon and Mr. J. B. Goodrich 
appeared for tho bank, and quoted from 
deeds to show that the bank had always 
had undisputed possession of both plots 
of land, and that although the land was 
deeded to the bank on tho condition that 
it should always bo called Richardson 
Park, and bo used for banking purposes, 
all the Richardson boils had ceded all 
claim they might have had to the bank. 

Mr. Bacon said that the directors of 
the bank would be willing to agree that 
no building should be put up on the 
bank grounds within five feet of the side- 
walk, and on that understanding an 
order was presented from the highway 
committee granting to the bank the 
strip 4 feet wide and 100 feet long on 
Centre street, on condition that the hank 
ceded to the city the triangular piece at 
the junction of Centre and Washington 
street containing some 000 feet. 

Alderman Nickerson said it was con- 
ceded that the bank had a right to the 
triangle, and the highway committee 
had thought it a good thing to obtain 012 
feet for 412 feet. 

Alderman French said that it seemed 
to be a matter on which none of the 
highway committee were fully posted, 
either in regard to the title of the bank 
to the triangle or the city’s title to the 
land on Centre street, and it hardly 
seemed wise to press the matter to a 
settlement at once. He moved to lay the 
order on the table until the city solicitor 
had looked up to the question of the 
titles. 

Alderman Childs moved that the high- 
way uumniittee instruct the city solicilor 
to look iqtq the matter and report as 
eq rly qs possible. 

Mil. BOSS'S PI. AN I NO MILL. 

Mr. Henry F. Ross presented a petition 
for a license to erect a wooden building 
50 by 70, two stories liigb. on Crafts 
street, to be used as a carpenter's shop, 
also a drying house IS by 24. and a 
brick boiler house IS by 24, and asked 
permission to locate a 00 horse power 
engine in the same. The said building 
would be ou the east side of the electric 
light station, and Mr. Chadwick moved 
that the clerk be instructed to post 
notices in three or more places, and ad- 
vertise the application for a boiler in the 
papers, so that a hearing could he given 
to remousirants.at 8 p. ni. Monday even- 
ing, Dec. 4th. Tho motion passed. 

Alderman Childs said that there would 
be a remonstrance from the company 
owning the electric light works, against 
a wooden building so near their own, and 
moved that a bearin'' bo given to remon- 
strants against the building on Monday 
evening, Nov. 2lltb, and so much of the 
petition as related to the building was re- 
ferred to the license committoe, which 
has the power to order it to be built in a 
tire proof manner.

ORAI1E CROSSINGS. 

Mayor Kimball sent in a message noti- 
fying the eity council that the railroad 
commissioners hod sent n notification 
that they were willing to give the city of 
Newton a hearing in the matter of sepa- 
rating the grade crossings in Newton and 
tlie apportionment of the expense, and 
recommended that the city council meet ' 
in joint convention, Nov. 2tlth, to deter- 
mine tlie course of the city in tlie mat- I 
tor. 

Mayor Kimball said that tlie commis- 
sioners came to Newton and looked over j 
the grade crossings, and they ask the j 
city to slate what they desire in the mat- 
ter, and what they object to. A public 
hearing had been suggested hut lie 
thought it was best to have a discussion 
by the city council, so that the feel- 
ing of tlie eity might be stated, definite- 
ly. A public hearing would give rise to 
so ninny contradictory views that it 
would amount to hut little. Ho was un- 
alterably opposed to tho city’s paying any 
portion of the expense, and ho thought ! 
that that was tlie view of the city coun- 
cil. 

THE APPROPRIATION BILL. 

At 0.45 the board took up tlie appro- 
priation bill, in committee of the whole, 
Alderman Pettoc in the chair, niul dis- 
cussed it for two hours, getting down as 
far as the police department appropria- 
tions. The changes made wore in most 
cases an increase in tho finance commit- 
tee’s recommendations. 

The first discussion was over the ap- 
propriation for books, stationery and 
printing, which is increased from *2,500 
to *4,500. Alderman Childs, chairman of 
the printing committee, said that it was 
proposed to havo money enough voted to 
cover tho necessaiy expense, so that 
there might be no need of asking for 
more from the miscellaneous department 
as had always been done. The commit- 
tee began this year with some $600 of 
bills belonging to $1887: $1500 had been 
transferred to the printing account, and 
now there was left $263.64, just about 
enough to take the committee through. 
Everything relating to printing should 
tie charged to this account, and the 
$4,500 would cover everything, it was es- 
timated. 

There was some discussion over tlie 
board of health appropriation, as tlie 
board lias $2,254 of its appropriation now 
unexpended. Alderman Ward asked 
why the hoard needed as large an appro- 
priation as last year? They had asked 
the pubjic property committee to fur- 
nish ttieir agent's room, when they had 
more money then tlie public property 
committee. 

Alderman Nickerson said that the 
board’s expenses would be greater next 
year. The removal of offal would cost 
more, the salary of the agent would be 
more, and as close us could be llgured 
the expenses would be $3,800, which left 
too small a margin. Ho moved that tho 
appropriation be made $4,500 instead of 
$4,(X)0. 

Alderman Ward thought that if they 
could get along with $3,800, certainly 
$4,000 was sufficient, and amended to 
make it the latter sum ;thev had plenty of i 
money this year, go that they had talked 
of visiting Orange, ,V, J, The amend- 
ment prevailed. 

Three hundred dollars was recommend- 
ed for the purchase of another horse 
and wagon for the city engineer, hut Al- 
derman Childs thought that the eity en- 
gineer had a fair hoise now, and $100 
would lie sutlicient to get him a now 
wagon, and $50 for a new harness, and 
he moved that the amount be made $150 
instead of $300; passed. 

Eight hundred dollars is recommended 
for a telegraph line man, and Chief Bixby 
stated that tlie ineiease of telephone 
wires, and the electric light wires gave a 
greatldeal of extra trouble, so that tlie con- 
stant service of a line man was needed. 
It was cheaper to hire one by the year, 
uud then we were sure of him when he 
was wanted. After a high wind tlie 
signal boxes were liable to be burnt out 
by contact with the electric light wires, 
as had been tlie case in the recent tire in 
Nickerson’s block, when two buxes were 
found out of order. The appropriation 
passed. 

The appropriation for two permanent 
drivers for Hose 3 and Hose 5 was ex- 
plained by Alderman Childs, who showed 
the need of having men on tlie spot, es- 
pecially if a tiro should occur at Lasell 
.Seminary. 

HIGHWAYS, 

j There was no other discussion until 
tlie highway appropriations were 
! reached. The $4,000 for the Lemon 
brook culvert was voted without debate, 
but when tlie $16,100 for widening, re- 
i construction and improvements came up, 
Alderman Ward objected that tlie streets 
i named were imt those where work was 
needed most. In Ward Six, for instance, 
there were streets which needed repair- 
ing more than Franklin street, or Hall 
i street, or Durant street, or Brighton 
1 street, or tlie others named. He did not 
think the eity shouid spend a cent on 
Mr. Fallow’s wall on Brighton street, if 
as tlie chairman of the highway com- 
mittee stated, tlie wall was now tixed as 
Mr. Fallow asked to havo it. 
Grafton street in Ward Six was in much 
worse a state than Franklin street, 

I where it was proposed to spend $2,200. 

Tlie wall on Barker street, where it was 
I proposed to spend $1,000 in repairing it, 

{ did not belong to tlie eity at all to do any 
work there.On Ward street the eity had set 
hack the wall when tlie street was 
widened, but if it fails down we don’t 
ask the city to rebuild it. 


Alderman Bettee presented the warrant 
for the city election which was ordered 
printed. 

CITY EXl’KNSES. 

Alderman French reported from tlie 
tinaoce committee the appropriations tor | 
December expenses, amounting to $46, • 
796.66. 

A number of small bills were approved 
and ordered paid. 

THE AIIASi CIIAKTS' LOT. 

Alderman Bettee presented tlie matter 
of Amasa Crafts' title to tlie school 
house lot ill Ward Five, which lias several 
times been beloro (lie city council, ami 
explained thu way in which the city hud 
sold it to Mr. Crafts in 1885, although 
the whole transaction was illegal, and it 
could give him no good title. He pre- 
sented an order that Mr. Crafts lie paid 
$295. the amount of money paid by Mr. 
(.‘rafts, witli 6 per cent interest, and 
moved that tlie order be made the basis 
of settlement with Mr. Crafts. The Bos- 
ton A Albany railroad bail since run their 
track through tlie lot and they were will- 
ing to pay a satisfactory sum to the city 
for it. 

Alder'iiui. Ward said that Mr. Crafts 
was anxious for a settlement and lie 
thought tlie money should be refunded 
to him. 

The order was dually laid over until 
next Monday evening, in order that tlie 
legal aspects of tlie case might lie looked 
up. so a» to have tlie matter dually ami 
legally settled. 

It was voted that when the board ad- 


Alderman Nickerson moved to re- 
store tlie $1,566 asked for by tlie highway 
committee for work on Walnut street, 
near the cemeteiy. The slrjet was in 
bad condition, and loaded teams were 
often mired there. 

Alderulan Childs said that if the work 
needed to he done he believed in appro- 
priating tlie money to do it. Richardson 
street was one of the worst stieets in tlie 
city and tlie $2,400 named would all be 
needed. 

Alderman Ward said that as so much 
was to be done for other parts of tlie 
city, something should be done for Ward 
Six. Tlie end of Waverly avenue was 
not 30 feet wide, when it joined Ward 
street, and *666 should bu expended there 
to put tlie street ill proper shape; $1,000 
should be expended on Grafton stieet. 

Finally tlie appropriation was changed 
from the $10,100 recommended by thu 
tl'ianco committee, to $22,900 asked for 
liy tlie highway committee, the money 
to be expended as follows: Washington 
street, Lower Falls, $2,500; Church and 
Richardson streets. *4,000; Hall street, if 
committee think best next year, *700; 
Walnut sticut near cemetery. $1,200; 
Watertown street, $3,000; lloylsloii 
stieet. $4,1*10; California street, $2,000: 
Durant street, $500; Brighton street, 
$500: Keurick street, if committee desire, 
*1,000; Franklin street, $1,200; Waverly 
avenue, $600; Grafton street. *1.000; 
Barker street, (discretionary) $400; total 
$22,900. 

Tlie salary of tlieaiity marshal was in 
creased to $1,600 from $1,500, after which 
the bouid adjourned. 


In The Common Connell 


Tlie items of the appropriation bill 
were considered in committee of tho 
whole nml passed upon in their sequence. 
Tho discussion was quite general and 
tlie aggregate amount was only increased 
*250. On tho item recommending an ap- 
propriation of *300 for a horse and wag- 
on in tho eity onginoer's department, 
considerable discussion ensued, and the 
city engineer was called upon to state 
tho otiject of tho appropriation. It was 
finally voted to cut down the amount to

*150. 


Tlie tinanco committee recommended 
a salary of *1,500 for tlie city marshal. 
Councilman Kennedy moved that the 
amount be increased to *1,660 ami spoke 
of tho efficient work nnd faithful services 
of the present incumbent of tho office, 
whom lie believed was entitled to an in- 
crease. It was voted to increase tho sal- 
ary to $1,600. 

It was also voted to appropriate *500 
for clerical assistance in tho city audi- 
tor's office. Tlie amount of detail busi- 
ness was very largo and required much 
additional time for which tho eity audi- 
tor received no remuneration. Ho re- 
quired assistance and it was absolutely 
necessary that the sum should be pro- 
vided to pay for service very much need- 
ed in his department. 

On the increase of *200 recoin mended 
by the linance committee for additional 
salary of the water registrar, the discus- 
was quite general. Councilman Wis- 
wail said that Mr. Glover, the present in- 
cumbent of tlie office, was a very valua- 
bts man for tho city, and that lie could 
probably earn $2,000 in some other po- 
sition. It would be a sum more in ac- 
cordance with tho amount of salary paid 
for similar positions in other cities. 

Councilmen liaulctt and Hunt opposed 
the increase. The latter gentleman 
stated that much of tho former work of 


the otlice had been taken away, and that 
a salary of $1,800 was sufficient. 

Councilman Burr said that tlie recoin 
mendatiou to increase tlie salary $200 
came from the water board who had 
given the matter careful consideration. 
Tlie work of tlie office hud increased, and 
it required a valuable man to fulfil the 
duties of the position. Mr. Glover is a 
competent official, possessing tho confi- 
dence of the hoard. We havo increased 
the salary of the city marshal without 
recommendation from tlie linance com- 
mittee, and it seems to me that in this 
instance where the recommendation is 
endorsed by the water hoard and com- 
mittee on linance, it is a case where the 
increase is deserved. I therefore move 
that the item stand as recommended.' 
Tlie motion was seconded by Council- 
man Wiswall, wlie said that the position 
of water registrar was a more responsi- 
ble one than some of tlie members 
seemed to think. Mr. ({lover is tho ex- 
ecutive officer of tho water hoard, and 
all tho business of the office passes 
through his hands. 

Councilman Futfno said that in Lynn 
the water registrar performed all the du- 
ties required here, and in addition col- 
lects all tlie money and hands it over to 
the eity treasurer. The business of the 
office was much larger, yet lie only re- 
ceived a salary of $1,200 per annum. 

Councilman Hale, who occupied the 
chair, put tlie motion of Councilman 
Burr, which was lost by a vote 
of 11 to 8. The item for salary of water 
registrar was then amended so as to road 
$ 1 8(H), and as amended was passed by t lie 
council. 

On tlie item recommending $5000 for 
sewerage investigations, tlie council 
voted to make no appropriation this year. 
Councilman Burr said that, in the judg- 
ment of tlie linance committee if there was 
to be any sum appropriated for a prelim- 
inary examination with reference to the 
adoption of a sewerage system, it ought 
to be recommended by iiext yeni’s city 
council. 

On the item of $16,100 for highway re- 
construction and improvements, Council- 
man Powell moved that tlie amount l e 
increased, to $18, 100 ami tli.v tl e $2000 
additional he appropriated for repairs 
and improvemants of California street. 

Council-nan Buir said that it was the 
duty of tho finance committee to see 
that none of the appropriations were ex- 
cessive iu order to keep down the tax 
rate. The sum of $2606 would uni put 
California street in first class repair, and 
tlie joli would require completion at 
some future time, thereby entailing con- 
siderable additional cost to the city. The 
committee recognized thu fact that the 
repairs were needed on California street, 
hut were opposed to the appropriation ot 
an insufficient amount to put tlie street 
in good order. Watertown street was 
very much out of repair ami in the 
opinion of tlie committee it was Letter 
economy to put tiie latter street in thor- 
ough order ami complete the job than to 
appropriate an insufficient sum for mak- 
ing the repairs on both streets. ft was 
a case where the committee was obliged 
to£cut its coat according to the cloth 
and it was deemed wiser not to sueud 
any money ou California street this year. 
In another year, a sufficient sum could 
be appropriated for Californ a street and 
the work could be done and lini-hcd at 
less expense to tlie city than would be 
the case it a sum was appio,,iiated, 

[ which would ouly enable a partial com- 
; pletion of tlie work. 

1 Councilman Bowel! said that California 
street was a much travelled way and tlmt 
the pedestrians were obliged to wallow 
through the mud during a considerable 
portion of tlie year.lt was absolutely nec- 
| essury that tlie street should lie put into 
| at least passable condition. All appro- 
priation of $2666 will make quite a show, 
j ing and the street could be greatly im- 
< proved if that amount was spent upon 
it. So far as tlie policy of partially com- 
pleting tlie work was concerned, it was a 
policy which had been adopte Land there 
j was no reason for an exception in tlie 
' present case. 

1 Councilman Kennedy said that it was 
, the duty of the city council to see that 
I the money appropriated for highway re- 
pairs and improvements lie expended for 
its specific purpose. It hud been a cus- 
tom iu tlie past, and an unfair one, iu 
I cases where citizens desired iniprove- 
I menu upon certain streets, to wait upon 
tlie highway committee and press Hie 
I matter until filially they attained their 
I object. I know of one ease where a eiti- 
I zeu got an appropriation of $300 for a 
street oil which there was only ime 
house and eases may lie cited where par- 
I ties interested have appeared before tlie 
! highway committee as many as 20 times 
I and were tinallv granted appiopnation 
simply to get rid of them. 


The motion of Councilman Bowell in- 
creasing Hie appropriaeion to $18, 1(H) was 
then put and carried. It was voted to 
decrease tlie appropriation for highway 
general repairs, making them stand at 
$66,tHHI.

the president of tho association, Mr. A. 
C. Cummings, presented his annual re- 
port.

In presenting our report of the elev- 
enth anniversary of this association, we 
can truly say that we have been blessed of 
God. VVe can trace Ids merciful dealings 
with us, and it is with dovout thankful- 
ness that wo acknowledge and praise His 
liolyuamo forall his benellts. 

We take this opportunity to thank tho 
ministers and friends of this association 
for the help and co-operation given to 
this blessed work. Whenever we hnve 
called upon pastors of this city or neigh- 
borhood to preach for us, they have 
cheerfully acquiesced. 

We thank Mr. bacon for kindly offer- 
ing us tho uso of this large Hall for our 
anniversary without charge, and Mr. 
Johusou for the loan of plants nnd How- 
era for this occasion. 

Now a word about the inward work- 
ings of this association. Our meetings 
have been well nttended and of late a re- 
vival work has begun. A few weeks ago 
eight arose for prayers, the next week 
four, then two, nnd so wo fool that our 
labor lias not been in vain. The Chris- 
tian experiences havo been touching and 
impressive. 1 recall tho case of a young 
woman having lost her mother and she 
conld not become reconciled to it. Just 
before her mother’s death, she had asked 
her daughter to meet her in Heaven, Imt 
the daughter was not a Christian; a 
friend called nnd said. "Why not now 
kneel down in prayer in this very room, 
made sacred by your dear mother's mem- 
ory, and give your heart to Jesus?” She 
answered "I am willing,” and theu and 
there she accepted Christ as her Saviour. 
A Hood of light, joy and peace came into 
her beai t nnd she at once went over to her 
sister’s and told hor how happy she felt. 
It sooms that God had also prepared her 
sister’s heart, for she was ready to yield 
to the Saviour's call; all she needed' was 
faithful guidance, and after prayer she 
came out oil the Lord's side. They went 
over to see n friend, and in due time this 
friend wns converted. 

Young men who bad grown cold in 
God’s service have been brought buck, 
strengl huned and helped by these meet- 
ings to a more earnest and consecrated 
life. 

With such a work as this beforeus,how 
can wo help feeling our hearts stirred 
within us and moved to greater exertion. 
Wo cannot falter. And this brings me to 
speak of what has been on my mind for 
a long time. What would be the results 
if the young men of Newton — and this 
city is noted for its young men of integ- 
rity of character — if the young men 
should arise liko nil army with banners 
uufurled, marching onward with Christ 
as captain of our salvation to the pull- 
ing down of the strongholds of Satan 
and the upbuilding of our blessed Re- 
deemer's Kingdom. 

We aro told that the harvest of grain 
last year was 1,450,000,000 bushels. How 
was this great result brought about? 
Simply by the sowing of 11, 500, 000 bush- 
els. What a harvest! what an increase 
from the amount sown! 

If God in his natural world accom- 
plishes so much, what might we uot ex- 
pect from the spiritual harvest, if we on- 
ly tested it. 

Open air meetings we at first thought 
must be given up for the summer, as we 
usually hold them upon the bank 
grounds and they were undergoing al- 
terations. But through the kindness of 
Dr. Hitchcock we occupied his lot oppo- 
site tho Methodist church on Contro 
street, and it proved to be a very good 
place; sometimes upwards of 500 per- 
sons could be counted, listoniug to the 
Gospel; carriages would stop, and their 
occupants joiu in the service. We 
secured the very best temperance speak- 
ers, also laymen and ministers of note. 
The Ashman’s Hand furnished the mu- 
sio and the praise service was conducted 
by Mr. Hugh Campbell very acceptably. 
Eternity alone will reveal the harvest 
from tho seed thus sown. 

Our Iiihle Class was carried op success- 
fully until our ellieieut teacher felt 
obliged to resign on account of illness iu 
thu family, and we are now greatly in 
need of somebody to fill this important 
place. 

The futuro looks bright and we ask 
tho prayers, sympathy nnd cooperation 
of those who have so nobly stood by us 
in the past and all who love our Great 
Muster's work. 

At thu conclusion of the report, after 
congregational singing, an address was 
delivered by Mr. Walter C. Douglass, 
general secretary of thu Uoston Associ- 
ation. 

In religious work, said the speaker, 
there is great danger of losing the day 
through a gap in thu linu of defence. 
Tho break is discovered by thu enemy 
and a thousand temptations pour in to 
sweep young men from tho path of duty; 
they are, perhaps, thus lost to thu inllu- 
ouoo of tlie chinch and thu Christian 
home. When thu young men are absent 
from thu home and the church pew. 
where do they go? Do they seek admit- 
tance to thu saloon? Do they pass their 
time iu low haunts? They have escaped 
from thu grasp of thu parent and thu Sun- 
day-school teacher, and it is right here 
at this critical point iu the lives of young 
men that this association seeks to ac- 
complish its greut work. There surely 
comes a time in life when thu boy sepa- 
rates himself from the apron string — it 
is inevitable. .Shull we follow him up 
from this poiut or shall we allow him to 
form acquaintances and seek associations 
according tu liis own sweet will? 

1 often wutch the busy stream of hu- 
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maidty pouring forth from factory nnd 
store at tho conclusion of the day's toil 
and wonder where tho young men will 
spend their evening hours. It is the in- 
terval between II p. m. nnd midnight 
that may bo undermining nnd destroying 
characters and homes. The Young 
Mon’s Christian Association comes in 
here and seeks to control the leisure 
time of yonng men with Christian influ- 
ence. Young men seok companionship 
and we therefore provide suitable rooms 
whore they can moot socially. Wo do 
not open tho rooms strictly for prayer 
meetings, but rather as a place whore 
wo can control the leisure moments of 
young men in a Christian way. Wo pro- 
vide for them a gymnasium, where tho 
physicnl conditions are strengthened and 
developed, a library where entertaining 
and instructive works may bo consulted 
and also offer educational facilities, pro- 
viding a corps of efficient teachers and 
forming classes whoro yonng men desir- 
ing knowledge may securu the advantage 
of a liberal education. 

In conclusion, the speaker suggested 
the propriety of erecting n proper asso- 
ciation building in Newton and urged 
the activity of tho society in promoting 
still further tho work of the association 
in this city. 

Uomarks were also made by Mr. It. M 
Armstrong. srAto secretary, and Mr. I). 
Fletcher Barber, the president elect of 
tho Newton association. Tho latter gen- 
tleman said that an offort would be made 
to raise a fund for building puposes dur- 
ing the year. The exercises closed with 
singing by the quartet and congregation, 
the benediction being pronounced by 
Itev. J. I). Gould.

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THE CAUCUSES. 


The work of Wednesday night’s Re- 
publican caucuses is given in detail in 
another column, and was good and bad 
in streaks. The action taken by some 
of the wards has boen severely criticized 
and gives good reason for tlio placing of 
an opposition tickotin the field. Whether 
the mistakes made will injure the pros- 
pects of.the general ticket cannot be told 
until after the action of the conven- 
tion to-morrow night. The opposition 
will be both ready and willing to take 
advantage of any mistakes, and it would 
have been possible to have done the 
work so fairly that thero would have 
been no excuse for another ticket. 

Ward One set an admirable example 
for the other wards to follow, by the fair 
and liberal manner of treating the nomi- 
nations. Alderman Childs was endorsed 
for a renomination, as he should have 
been, having made an excellent official. 
Councilman Rice was renominated, and 
aa Mr. Powell had stated that. he did not 
wish to serve again, Mr. Reuben Fork- 
nail was chosen in his place. The dele- 
gates to the convention are representa- 
tive men, and there soems no probability 
of trouble in WardjOue. 

In Ward Two Alderman Chadwick, 
Councilmeu Fenno, and.Wiswall were re- 
liomiuated, and will be elected without 
doubt, as they have made an excellent 
record. There was some contest over 
the renomination of Mr. Dickinson for 
the school board, hut it was carried 
by a small majority. The danger signal 
about the scitool hoard nominees evident- 
ly floats over Ward Two this year, as 
many think a younger and more repre- 
sentative man ought to he chosen in Mr. 
Dickinson’s place. The convention 
should treat the matter with great cau- 
tion. 

In Ward Three the excitement and hit- 
ter partisan feeling of the late election 
arc evidently not yet dispelled, and the 
caucus decided that nothing hut straight 
Republican candidates would satisfy 
them this year. Hence they refused to 
renominate two of the most intelligent 
and faithful couucilmcn the ward has 
ever hail, Messrs. Rond aud Hunt, aud 
choose two new itieu. Messrs. A. F. Luke 
and O.D. llotncr, whom they feel sure are 
able to vote any kind of Republican 
ticket without scratching. Carrying 
national politics into the choice of coun- 
cilmeti is something almost unprecedent- 
ed in Newton, and Ward Throe is the only 
ward iu the city which has distinctly 
avowed such an intention. Such a foolish 
display of intense partisanship deserves 
to be rebuked at the polls, and it 
will he. No political matters come be- 
fore our city council, all appointments 
and other measures have hitherto boen 
treated uu their merits, aud this attempt 
to make the council a partisan body de- 
serves to fail. Nothing cau be said 
against Messrs. Luke and Homer, who 
are both excellent gentlemen, but the 
national victory of the Republican party 
ought to have left the Ward Three Re- 
publicans iu a more liberal mood. If Al- 
derman Nickerson declines to serve 
again, it is said to be the intention 
to nominate Mr. Adams K. Toltnau, if ho 
can be induced to sorve, aud he would 
make *nc of the best tnomhess of the 
hoard. 

Iu Ward Four there was uo trouble of 
any kind and Alderman Johnson, Conn* 
oilmen Moody and Kanlett were renomi- 
nated and will he elected without oppo- 
sition. 

In Ward Five, Alderman l’ettee was en- 
thusiastically eudorsed as their candi- 
date for Mayor, and Councilman Hale was 
renominated Councilman Cieenwood 
did not desire another term, and Mr. K. 
J. Hjile was chosen. 

In Ward Six, Mr. W. F. Harhach was 
nominated for Alderman, anil Mr. llurr 
was renominated by acclamation. Mr. 
Frank Kdtnands was also chosen and Mr. 
D. K. Eagles appointed as a reserve can- 
didate. in case Mr. Uurr is chosen for 
Mayor. 

In Ward Seven everything was found 
to be all cut and dtied, toady for the vot- 
ers to go through the formality of sanc- 
tioning it. To the general astonishment 
it was announced that Alderman French 
would not run again, aud priuted tickets 
wore circulated containing delegates 
pledged to vote for Councilman Kennedy 
for Alderman. The attendance was 
small, and the opposition unable to do 
anything although they have since made 
up for it by talk upon the streets aud iu 
the cars. Couucilmau Hamblen was re- 
nominated by acclamation, aud Mr. Louis 
A. 'Hull was cbosuti for the secoud mem- 


ber. It is certainly hotter policy for po- 
litical managers not to show thoir hands 
too openly, ns it prevents attendants nt 
caucuses from entertaining the flattering 
idea that they have something to do 
with choosing the candidates. It is bun- 
gling politics to allow the machine to bo 
operated so openly in the presence of the 
voters and the Ward Seven managers 
wore inexcusably careless. They might 
have effected the same result by a little 
more skill and a semblance of respect for 
the opinion of the public. The nomina- 
tions were not so had in themselves ns 
was the way they wore sprung upon the 
caucus. Councilman Hamblen’s renomi- 
untion was expected, and is so accepta- 
ble that lie will meet with no opposition. 


TO-MORROW’S CONVENTION. 


In his speech in Eliot Ilall during the 
last enmpaign, Mr. John S. Farlow de- 
scribed how candidates were chosen in 
the old town meeting days, and his words 
are especially applicable to to-morrow’s 
convention to nominate a candidate for 
mayor. Ho said that then it was asked 
of every candidate, “Is ho honest? Has 
he ability? Has he energy? Is he 
straightforward?” Any candidate who 
is to be nominated ought to bo able to 
pass the closest scrutiny, and to be such 
a man that an emphatic yes could be re- 
turned to oach of these questions. 

A city election is and ought to be dif- 
ferent from a national olection, when in 
the epinion of too many poople a man’s 
politics are held to be of much more im- 
portance than his character; the mayor 
of Newton ought to be a citizen of un- 
impeachable character and reputation. 

The convention lias a great opportunity 
before it, as it can nominate easily the 
wiuning man, and put up a ticket for 
which every citizen will be glad to vote. 
There is oue way of success, and only 
one that is sure, and that, is for the con- 
vention to make unanimous choice of a 
candidate, and then for the doiog.ates to 
go to work enthusiastically to elect him. 
If there are as usual a half dozen candi- 
dates, one of whom finally succeeds in 
getting a bare majority, leaving the 
other candidates and their friends so dis- 
satisfied that thoy will he lukewarm in 
the campaign, there will ho very little 
hope of success. 

The plan of holding straight Republi- 
can caucuses has been criticized by many 
good Republicans, who think that in a 
municipal campaign, party lines should 
not be drawn, hut most men are willing 
to wait until after the convention and 
see what action may he taken. It may 
ho so eminently wise and proper as to 
commend itself to voters of all parties, 
and the convention should certainly not 
be condemned in advance. The Graphic 
is pledged to no candidate, but is in 
favor of the best man, and the one who 
can most satisfactorily answer the ques- 
tions quoted by Mr. Farlow. And this is 
the general sentiment of the people of 
Newton. Mr. Heman M. Burr, for 
example, could pass such an examina- 
tion with honor, and would do cred- 
it to the city in the mayor’s chair. 
Let the convention nominate witli any- 
like unanimity and liewould be sure of 
an election. 


A LOW TAX RATE. 

The appropriations for next year are 
now being considered aud it is of the 
first importance that the tax rate should 
not he increased. Taxos in Newton are 
already as high as they should he, if 
they are not to have an injurious effect 
upon the growth of the city, aud the 
common council manifested, on Monday 
night, a praiseworthy determination to 
limit the appropriations us far as possi- 
ble. The same caunot be said of the 
board of aldermen, where the highway 
appropriations were increased $11,800 
over the recomendatiotis of the finance 
committee. 

The highways are the most expensive 
department of the city, aud also where 
the greatest care Is needed iu making 
appropriations, and iu expending the 
mouey. Any amount of money could be 
expended, and strong arguments can he 
advanced for any street; as Alderman 
Ward said, if one street is to be recon- 
structed there are equally strong reasons 
for reconstructing a dozen others, and a 
half million dollars could he expended 
on Newton streets aud then a great 
many people would he dissatisfied be- 
cause their streets were not improved. 

The high water service ought to come 
next year, and few will say that that is of 
less importance to the growth of Newton 
titan the improvement of streets. Some 
system of sewerage is also demanded, 
and while these huge expenses are to 
be met within a few years, there is the 
greatest need of wisdom and care in the 
making of appropriations and in the ex- 
penditure of mouey. 

We have heard hut little of the cry of 
reform that was raised a year ago, hut 
there is just as urgent need of reform 
1 aud ecouomy as there was last year, ami 
] the city council will not he true to its 
| manifest duty if it permits any great iu- 
I crease over last year's appropriations to 
| be made, 

’ Newton is a prosperous and rapidly 
growing city, hut a high tax rate would 
atleot its growth very unfavorably and 
keep away many new-comers who would 
like to settle iu Newton, if the taxes 
here are nut higher than in other subur- 
ban towns. The increase in the tax-rate 
of the past few years aud the high valu- 
ation, have had an unfavorable influence, 
the real estate dealers say, and il would 
he much belter to allow side streets to 
remain us they are for a year or two 
longer, rather than to check the growth 
of the city. Moderate taxes ami a mod- 
erate valuation would do inure to double 
the population aud wealth of Newton 
than any amount of “sand-papered" 
streets, aud this is something that the 
city government should always keep iu 
miud. 


THE CITIZEN’S MOVEMENT. 


The old Citizon's party is to he revived 
and will hold a mass convention in Arm- 
ory Ilall, next Wednesday ovoning, to 
nominate a candidate for mayor and to 
proposo candidates for other offices, 
wherever the mistakes of the Republican 
caucuses hnve loft a good lighting chance. 

If tho Republican caucuses had been 
more wisely managed there would! have 
boon no places to fill, but there seems to 
bo a demand for some kind of an opposi- 
tion party and the Citizons Jhope to till 
the bill.! 

In Ward Two they will probably nomi- 
nate an opposition candidate to Mt. Dick- 
inson. In Ward Throe tho mistake of 
tho Republican caucus will bo remedied 
by the renomination of Councilmen 
Bond and Hunt. In Ward Five there is 
some talk of running an opposition can- 
didate to Mr. Elliott J. Hyde, ns was 
done with success last year. In Ward 
Seveu a candidate for alderman will ho 
put up, should tho Republican convention 
nominate Mr. Kennedy, and also a candi- 
date for councilman against Mr. Louis 
A. Ilall. Ex-Alderman Harwood is 
spoken of for tho first position, and Mr. 
A. W. B. Huff for tho second. 

Should tho rumor that the Boston 
Herald published prove truo, that Mayor 
Kimliall will refuse to run, it is not im- 
possible that tho Citizens would endorse 
Mr. Burr, if he is nominated by the Re- 
publicans and accepts. 

There will certainly be opposition 
enough to mako tho election interesting, 
and to nourish a Healthy spirit of inde- 
pendence in the city affairs. Scratching 
may be awfully wicked in national elec- 
tions, hut in municipal campaigns every 
citizen likes an opportunity to choose. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Ward Ono has made an admirable 
choice of school committeeman, in Mr. 
J. Edward Hollis, who has consented to 
serve, and it is needless to say that he 
will be a great additiou to the board. 
The same fair and conservative spirit 
which Mr. Hollis displayed in the City 
Council, will enablo him to discharge 
his duties in the school board to tbo sat- 
isfaction of ail. 

It is hoped that Mr. E. W. Converse 
will consent to serve again, and this will 
give ward One a very satisfactory repre- 
sentation. 

Notices wore sent to all the wards by 
the Woman’s Suffrage League, in favor 
of Mrs. Martin for ono of the members 
from ward Two, and she will bo nomina- 
ted without opposition. There is a 
movement against Mr. Dickinson, but it 
remains to be seen whether it will 
amount to anything or not. 


Of tho present city government three 
members are prominently mentioned in 
connection with the mayoralty. Presi- 
dent Burr of the common council has 
been spoken of before, and would mako 
au excellent Mayor. Although ho is not 
exactly a Mcthusalah, he is as old as 
men who have tilled many much more 
important offices, and he would do what 
he thought best for the interests of tho 
city without regard for any loss of popu-. 
larity that might follow. Courage and 
independence are excellent, qualities to 
have in a Mayor. Alderman Johnson of 
Ward 4 has also been much spoken of, 
and would givo the city a clean, straight- 
forward and business-like administra- 
tion. Mr. Johnson has been subjected 
to a good deal of pressure during the 
past fow days, to induce him to consent 
to he a candidate, and lie would be a 
very popular one. Alderman Pel tec of 
Ward 5 has also many friends who would 
like to see him in the Mayor's chair, and 
his long service in tho city government 
has given him valuable experience. Mr. 
Pettee is especially popular iu his own 
ward, which lie is reported to carry in 
his pocket. 


Commenting on the statement that 
Editor Barrett ot the Boston Advertiser 
is an aspirant fur the speakership, the 
Somerville Journal says that hits associ- 
ates on the Boston press would all like 
to be allowed to vote. This is a rather 
uukiud hit at Mr. Barrett’s unpopularity 
with newspaper men.

She was the 
daughter of Mr. Joseph W. Stone and was 
aged 25 years, 10 months and 4 days. Her 
dentil was thu result of an accident in be- 
ing thrown from a carriage on Nov. 7th, 
tlie severe shock and terrible blow proving 
fatal. The deceased was married to Mr. 
Herbert A. Pike about two years ago. She 
was a graduate of the Newton schools, a 
member of the Congregational church and 
a young lady of estimable and loving char- 
acteristics. The funeral will take plnce 
Sunday from the late residence of the de- 
ceased, Winthrop street, at 2 p.m. 

—In lieu of the regular program, “Summer 
Outings” for the opening meeting of the 
Women’s Educational Club, Brooks Wash- 
ington, of Tuskegee, Ala., wus present, 
anil gave an Interesting account of tlie 
colored schools and their work in the 
South, dwelling particularly on the one nt 
Tuskegee, of which, he and his wife are 
efficient teachers. The cause of thu Hamp- 
ton school, which was so ably presented in 
the Unitarian church a few Sabbaths 
since, won from the society the sum of 
$170. Mrs. Dunbar and Mrs. J. C. Jaynes 
entertained the club before the opening 
exercises very pleasantly by a flue piano 
duet. An unwonted shadow seemed to 
rest over the spirit of the hour occasioned 
by the sad accident which had occurred 
recently to Mrs. Pike, one of the members, 
which found expression in passing a reso- 
lution of tlie sympathy of tlie club, for the 
afflicted.

The second meeting of the winter se- 
rius of tlie Newton Congregational Club 
was holdun at the church of the Second 
Society, at West Newton, on Monday 
evening last, President G, B. Putnam in 
the chair. Notwithstanding the uuploas 
ant weather a very full attendance of 
the members was noted and the social 
mcetiug and supper were much enjoyed.

Before 
entering ou tlie subjuct, Mr. Uiluiun 
spoke in words of high praise of the 
good work that had boon done by tbe 
pastor of the West Newton society on 
tlie previous day in his successful en- 
deavor to raise funds to liquidate the 
debt of tlie,soolety,anu asked tlie assem- 
blage to stand and sing “Praise God 
from whom all blessings flow" in liouor 
of tlie event, which wus done with a will. 
The reports of committees, election of 
members and other routine busiuess hav- 
ing been disposed of, excellent music wus 
furnished by a quartet of male voices and 
Mr. Gilmau opened thu subject wbiuh 
tbe committee bad selected for tlie eve- 
inug’s discussion. He spoke of the even 
gelists from the beegitiuiug of Christian- 
ity down to our well known and much 
beloved Moody, and of the graud aud 
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glorious results they bail achieved. They 
were all God-given moil. When it comes 
to the evangelization of Newton, tlie 
question that comes to one's mind is, “Is 
there any necessity of such a thing?”

Otherwise New- 
ton could not need evangelizing. A 
friend who had recently returned to 
Newton from a Western city said ho felt 
as thorn'll lie had got back to iieaven, 
while another friend who lived in Hyde 
Park had said that when tlie millennium 
struck the earth it would take Newton 
first. However, these things could be 
offset by some things not so pleasant, 
although wo liavo lots of good people and 
opportunities. But there are families 
right hero who enjoy the privileges of 
tbe schools and libraries, who go to no 
church and are in no way connected with 
any society. So it may seem that wo do 
not need to go to Africa to find people 
who need the gospel. And it should be 
the plain, simple gospel of our ancestors 
and such gospel as is preached by the 
Revs. John Hall and William Taylor. 
And every man should preach it in the 
same way that politicians work on their 
fellow citizens in such strifes as we have 
recently passed tnroiigh.

Park Improvements! 

To tlio Editor of tbe Graphic. 

When the residents about the new Lin- 
wood Park were asked to subscribe to- 
wards its purchase, it was the generally 
expressed desire that it should be left in 
its natural state as long as possible, and 
the growth of red oaks and pines re- 
tained, Many of tbe trees were partly 
dead at the tops, but had plenty of life 
to last many years with proper care, and 
were quite satisfactory to those living 
about tbe park, 

Tlie Houth side of tbe lot could have 
been partially graded without disturbing 
the trees; but all the trees havo been sac- 
rificed through tbe ignorance and incom- 
petency of our city officials, who ap- 
peared with tbe steam roller aud had 
them torn up — many of them so sound 
that tbe roots bad to be cut before the 
roller could pull them over. |One of tbe 
highway committee told tbe writer that 
several of the trees would have to be 
taken out at any rate to make room for a 
sidewalk. Sidewalk indeed ! What need 
of sidewalks about the park? If tbe city 
would employ tlieir solicitude for provid- 
ing sidewalks wliero (they have been 
urged to provide (them for years, we 
would not have the miserable apologies 
for then) which are a disgrace to any 
city. • 

Tlio trees in tbe grove had never bad 
sufficient care, and were starving for 
nourishment. If fertilizers and cultiva- 
tion could have been applied, they would 
have recovered their vigor. Tlie experi- 
enced persons in charge of parks in 
other cities take advantage of overv pos- 
sible chance to retain their natural fea- 
tures, but tbe tyros in charge of this af- 
fair have deliberately sacrificed every 
chance of this, and their design is to 
plant a “row of maple-trees” about the 
park. For what it will cost to take tbe 
trees off, the park could easily be kept 
in good condition for ten years, while 
one of tbe authors of this reckless mis- 
management admits that it will cost 
“two thousand dollars” to do the “grad- 
ing alone.” 

Tlie trees with a little pruning would 
havo been prefectly satisfactory to tlie 
majority of the residents most interest- 
ted, aud could not be replaced at any 
cost. Anybody can plant maple trees, 
but oak trees sucli as were sacrificed are 
not to be bad every day. It is apparent 
that BomebodY wanted to spend some 
money. 

At least it would have been common 
courtesy to have got an expression of 
opinion from the residents about tbe 
park before undertaking such an outra- 
geous destruction of trees— eutirely un- 
called for. k. w. H.

Wurd Five (Newton Highlands)— Within a 
radius of one-fourth of a mile of the Boston ami 
Albany Rail Road Station. 

Ward Six— Within a radlu s of one-half a mile 
of the Boston and Albany Railroad Station.

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THE APPROPRIATIONS* 


DOTH DHANC11KS OF THK CITY COt'NCtf. 
AOIIKK, AFTBIl A MIHNIOIIT SESSION. 


Both branches of tho city government 
met Monday evening to finish up the ap- 
propriations, nnd after a session which 
lasted until 1.80 Tuesday morning, agreed 
in regard to all tho items and the bill 
was passed. 

In tho board of aldermen all the mem- 
bers were present, and tho first half hour 
was spent in reading the minutes of tho 
past several meetings. 

Street lamps were asked for on the 
corner of Arlington and Marlboro streets* 
five for Grant avenue, [Ward 5, two for 
Watertown street and Elm avenue, and 
ono opposite tho residence of Mrs. Seth. 
Davis, Watertown streot. Referred to 
lamp committee. 

Residents of Sewell streot, W ard 3, 
asked to have the street accepted as a 
public highway; referred to tho highway 
committee. 

James Linnolian gave notice of inten- 
tion to build a house 30 by 20 on Sumner 
street, Ward 0. 

Alfred Fitzpatrick asked for license to 
build a ono story building 70 by 80, ad- 
joining tho old Laundry building on 
Crafts street, for planing mill, also a dry 
house 20 by 30, two stories, and a boiler 
and engluo house of brick. 18 by 20, to- 
gether with sheds, etc., the roof to bo 
covered with tar and gravel; ho also 
asked for licence to put in a boiler and 
engine. A hearing was granted on the 
building petition for Tuesday evening, 
Doc. 1th, and ono on the boiler for Dec. 
10th. 

Tho overseers of the poor handed in 
their quarterly report. 

Andrew Peters of West Newton gave 
notice that he had taken au appeal to 
the superior court from the decision of 
tho city council that he was entitled to 
no damages for the taking of his land 
for the improvements ou Cheesecake 
brook, for his deprivation of the use of 
the brook and the iujury of his estate 
The case was now pending and his coun- 
sel, Hon. Clias. Robinson, and the city 
solicitor, had agreed that he might 
petition tho city council to have tho case 
reconsidered and an end put to litigation; 
referred to claims committee. 

MR. BOSS’S PLANING MILL. 

Tho petition of Henry F. Ross for li- 
cense to erect a carpenter shop and plau- 
ing on Crafts street then came up, and 
Mr. Goodrich opened the hearing by pro- 
testing against such a dangerous build- 
ing in tnat locality, so uoar the electric 
light station. He appeared in behalf of 
the prospective owners of that station, 
which was at present a tire trap, aud tho 
Gas company intended to put up a brick 
liro-proof station, and should not be sur- 
rouuded by such fire traps as planing 
mills always are. The buildings would 
endanger each other, aud the city coun- 
cil ougnt to have them conform to the 
ordinance and be made lire proof, at 
least. Another petition was already be- 
fore the couuoil lor another lot of build- 
ings in the same locality. In case of a 
lire all the buildings would be likely to 
go aud tile lighting of the city would be 
interrupted, making it rather serious for 
the city. The owners of the electric 
light station were rather sensitive on the 
subject ot tire, and asked the city for 
protection. It would be much better for 
Air. Boss, also, to have a fire-proof 
building, as then he would not be in dan- 
ger from the station. 

Mr. Ross said that the Gas compauy 
were very tender of his welfare, and that 
they owned that they had a tire trap 
there, but bis building would no uearly 70 
feet from them and he was willing to 
take the risk. Mr. Goodrich has the in- 
terests of tlie Gas company very much at 
heart aud he was paid tor it. Such a fac- 
tory as he contemplated was ueeded here, 
as every builder would say. He had sold 
out the one he owned in Worcester, aud 
last year he asked permission to build 
one but was refused. Ho then bought 
land iu a locality where theie could be 
no objection and thought ho ought to be 
granted a license. 

After s good deal of discussion and 
cross questioning the Chief of Fire de- 
partment was called oil aud testified that 
planing mills were extra hazardous, and 
that more hydrants aud another signal 
box would have to be placed in that lo- 
cality if the petitiou was granted. 

Mr. Ross said it would cost 33 1-3 per 
cent more to make the buildings tire 
proof, and he could not afford to build 
them if that was insisted ou. 

The hearing was then closed and the 
petition was granted. 

DAMAGES WANTED. 

Thomas O’Sullivan asked for damages 
received by a tali on an icy sidewalk in 
fr uit ot J. F. C. Hyde’s premises, Feb. 
3, 1888, by which lie received such severe 
injuries that he was uuable to wuik for a 
long time. He desired payment for loss 
of wages, for tho expense of his illness 
and for the pain he had suffered, 
u. s. jt’ nuns, 

Jurors were drawn for the th fi. Clri 
OUit court to meet in Boston; and 
and for the grand jurors the names of 
Julius Blodgett and L. P. Everett were 
chosen, and for petit jurors W. C. Bates, 
O. B. Leavitt and Geo. Maim. 


Five hundred dollars was ndoptod for 
clerical assistance in city auditors’* office. 

The amount for fire alarm maintenance 
was made 81,200 instead of 81.000, as 
Alderman Childs stated that ono item 
would amount to 8000. 

There was a long discuasion over tho 
appropriation for highway widening, re- 
construction ami improvement. Aider- 
man Ward wanted 81.000 for Grafton 
stroet, and $000 for widening Waverly 
avenue, and Dually the latter item was 
agreed to hv both li ranches. Other items 
adopted were 82,400 for Church and 
Richardson streets. 82, .700 for Wash- 
ington street, Lower Falls, 83.000 for 
Boylston streot, 84,000 for Washing- 
ton stroet, $ 2,000 tor California street, 
$500 for Durant streot, and $.">00 
for Brighton street, Franklin stroet aud 
Parker street being struck out, making 
a total of $15,500, the committoe having 
recommended 810,100, and 822,000 being 
asked for by tho highway committee. 

There was some discussion over tho 
Cottage Hospital appropriation, whether 
it should be charged to the Overseers of 
Poor, or directly to tho hospital, but the 
latter course was taken, but the words, 
under the direction of tho Overseers of 
the Poor, added, so that the money ex- 
pended for four patients belonging in 
other towns may be collected of those 
towns. 

The salary of the assessors caused a 
good deal of discussion. They are in- 
creased from 8750 to $000, and Alderman 
Ward advocated increasing the salary to 
81,000 oach, and making the appropriation 
83.000, instead of 82,700. 

Alderman Childs moved to amend that 
tho 82,700 stand and that the 8300 for 
clerical assistance read, for salary of 
clerk of board, who may be oue of tho 
assessors. 

Alderman Ward thought it had better 
be 83,000, and let the assessors divide it 
as thoy see fit. 

Alderman Childs said that Mr. Hagar 
wished to retire at the end of the year, 
aud as the assessors could appoint one 
of their number, clerk, that would make 
his salary 81,200, and the increase was 
sufficient. The amendment of Alderman 
Childs Dually passed. 

Tho police signal appropriation of 
80,050 passed, after beiug explained by 
Marshal Richardson. 

The amount for general repairs on 
highways was made 800,000, instead of 
$ 02 , 000 . 

Alderman Ward moved that 83,000 be 
appropriated for the sewerago committee, 
and it passed the board .but was rejected 
by tho Common Council, aud tho board 
receded. The Orange system described 
in the GltAPUlC two weeks ago, camo up 
in the discussion, and was spoken of as 
the best oue for Newton. 

On motiou of Aldermen Freneh, 81,500 
was appropriated for the drainage of 
Sargent street aud Waverly avenue, and 
tho necessity of the work was spoken of. 
The appropriation passed botli branches. 

Alderman Nickerson thought it would 
be better to borrow 820,000 as tho high- 
way committee recommended, and Dx up 
all the drainage that was needed. 

The motion of Alderman French was 
passed after some discussion. 

Alderman French was asked what tho 
rate would he for next year and said that 
if the tiuance committee’s estimate was 
not increased, the rate of taxation would 
be the same as this year. 

Alderman Pettee moved that 82,200 be 
appropriated for the drainage of Lincoln, 
Bowdoin and Erie stieets, which needed 
it as much as any place in Ward 7, but 
his motion failed to pass. 

After the appropriation had been sent 
back and forth until 1.30| a. m., both 
branches agreed to the estimate and the 
total amount was reduced to 8587.024, 
tho Dnance committee huviug recom- 
mended 8588,274. 

GHAI1E CROSSINGS. 

An order was passed authorizing the 
mayor, city solicitor, and city engineer 
to appear before the railroad commis- 
sioners, and represent the interests of 
the city, and also express the united 
opinion tlielcity councilthatno portion of 
the cost should be assessed upon tho city. 

The rate of interest upon unpaid taxes 
was fixed at B per cent per annum. 


The Appropriation*. 

Thu appropriation hill was then taken 
up and discussed exhaustively and ex- 
haustiugly. 

The estimated receipts were formally 
adopted. 

Alderman Nickerson moved that the 
appropriation for the hoard of health he 
$4.->0G, instead ot $1,000, as recommended 
by the tinmiee committee. 

Alderman French said that the 81, out 
was adopted on the recommendation of 
a number of the hoard ol health, who 
was also a member of the lower brauch. 
lie hud said that that sum ivus sufficient. 

Agent French was called ou ami stated 
that the cost of collecting offal would l>e 
increased from 81,200 to $2, Odd another 
year, the cost of fumigation if we had 
any contagious disease, such as small 
pox, at least $500, aud incidentals amt 
probable expenses would bring the 
amount up to over $4,000, aud the bouid 
thought the amount should be $4,600. 

Tlie recommendations of the finance 
committee were Dually adopted. 


The Common Council 
were unanimous against any increase in 
the appropriations and cut down the in- 
crease voted iu the board of aldermen, 
each time that one was made. They suc- 
ceeded in their last consideration of the 
appropriations in reduoing them below 
the finance committee’s estimates, and the 
aldormen thought it wise to come to an 
agreement before aDy farther reductions 
were made. 

The aldermen adjourned to next Tues- 
day eveuing, to receive the returns from 
the city election. 


Mr. Winfield S. Slocum came in for a 
good compliment. Ho was introduced 
ns n candidate for speaker of tho houso 
of representatives nnd tho gentlemen all 
seemed to agree that ho would mako a 
good one and was deserving of this ad- 
ditional honor. 

At the closo of the exorcises, entirely 
of an infoimal character, a group of the 
delegates and alternates was formed in 
the picturesque lawn fronting tho house, 
and all were instantaneously photo- 
graphed by J. W. I’ortcr. 

An interesting thing to tho gentlemen 
was a carefully kept list of how eacli dele- 
gate voted on the several ballots at 
Chicago. This list proves that there is 
ono man in Massachusetts who voted for 
Uonjamin Harrison first, last and all the 
time, and his name is J. Henry Gould. 

Mr. Farquhar lias also a book contain- 
ing newspaper clippings concerning tho 
proceedings of the Chicago convention 
and tho photographs and autograph let- 
ters of many of tho delegates and alter- 
nates. The Harrison banner of the Massa- 
chusetts delegation was placed in the 
drawing room aud was an object of grent 
interest to those present.

the manufacturer. 

Like Banquo’s ghost, it will not down 
at bidding of any party, or any party 
leader. Bunker’s Hill, tho 10th Bull 
Bun wore disasters to our arms, but, who 
despaired at their defeat? 

To tho result of this election, though a 
disappointment to those of liko faith 
with me, only compol them to a deeper 
devotion, to a sterner loyalty to the great 
cause of Free Trade or Tariff reform. 

THIS AS A!» INTRODUCTION. 

Now, with your permission, I should 
like to consider some of the articles that 
liavo appeared tn your paper during the 
past few weeks on this subject, especially 
those by Mr. Leeson. 

In his first one, he tries to show that 
the Democratic party unjustly claim to be 
the party of tariff reform, that they have 
not done as much as tho Republican party 
has the past twenty-two years in that 
direction. Undoubtedly that is true, but 
how could they, having only tho House 
of Representatives, the Senate aud Presi- 
dent qotli being opposed to them. 

I am no apologist for tho Democratic 
party’s blunders during the long time it 
it has lived, but they, ns a whole, liavo 
always been consistent in their opposition 
to the Protective Systom, so called, and 
the Republican party or succession of the 
oid Whig party have been in favor of 
that system. This cannot bo denied. 

It cau only bo that Mr. Leeson by the 
misfortuno of his being born in England 
was thus ignorant of this historical fnct. 

As to the fact that tho Democrats have 
been in the nominal majority in the 
House of Representatives oloven years 
out of twenty two has no bearing upon 
the question for party lines during the 
past twenty .odd years have not been 
drawn upon this issue, and whatever 
changes have boon made in our tariff 
laws have been made on recommendation 
of the president thou in office, and every 
president has recommended just such n 
measure as the Mills Bill, and generally 
the changes made have been made, not 
in accordance with a settled policy, but 
rather in the spirit of demagogy; “a 
free breakfast table’s” cry being the 
reason for giving up tho tax on tea and 
coffoo. This tax, too, was one that 
should not liavo been given up till the 
very last, tor overy cout that was re- 
ceived from it wont into the Treasury of 
the United States, not the pockets of 
monopolists. 

Then the Democratic party had. aud 
still has. a large number of persons who, 
on the Tariff Question, have beeu op- 
posed to tho trade ideas of the party, 
who under the head of Samuel Randall, 
of Pennsylvania, are only true to oue 
party. The party, if monoiiolists, who 
control that state, and compel the »bole 
country to pay them tribute. They join 
hands with the Republicans iu resisting 
every attempt to break the chains of the 
iron and coal masters of that Common- 
wealth, whoso natural riches are a posi- 
tive injury to our country. The bounty 
of Providence is denied us, to make 
these monopolists richer. 

But what a beggarly contract Mr. 
Lieson’s figures show, a reduction iu 
the Tariff tax of 78,000,000 against tho 
Iulernal Revenue tax of 284,000,000 Ido 
not give tue odd figures. 

Let us consider, in passing, what the 
reduction ill the Internal tax meant to 
tho poor man, to the man with small 
salary, to the professional man, each of 
them witli a small family growing up. 

It meant giving up tax on incomes’ It 
meant giving up tax on silver plate! It 
meant giving up tax on legacies! It inuaut 
giving up tax on hank cheeks! It meant 
giving up tax on horses and carriages! 
It meant giving up tax ou receipts! Of 
course there wore other items, but these 
were tho most important, and how 
hardly tlioy ground down tho great bulk 
of tlie community ! What a hardship to 
tho day laboror or mechanic, tho tax on 
incomes over a thousand dollars, or on 
silver plate, or bank checks was! 

Tlie tea and coffcu for his breakfast 
were free too, but ilis sugar and salt were 
not. 

Tho lumbor for his house, iron and 
coal wore still taxed, his blankets aud 
.clothing wore still taxed as of old, hut he 
had no hank chuck tax. no income tax. 

So much for this reduction for which 
our friend, Mr. Leeson, claims credit for 
the Republican party. 

Passing next to the Mills -Bill and tho 
denote Bill, ho shows how much botter 
tlio Senate Bill is, and quotes the N. V. 
Sun in its favor. But does not the large 
addition to the free list of the Mills Bill 
simplify matters very much, wipe our. 
very many matters that, to-day, are sub- 
jects of fraud upon tlie custom revenue? 
And possibly, it might have been good 
statesmanship to liavo considered and 
improved the Mills Bill, rather than not 
consider it at all. 

As to what the N. Y. Sun thought of 
an administration measure is itway from 
the question. It has nevor been an organ 
of the Democratic party, and has liar lly 
spoken a word iu approvul of President 
* lovelami since lie came to tlie White 
House, and opposed him in 1884. Cer- 
tainly, it has uover spoken in approval of 
die wisest, the host measures of liis ad- 
ministration, and no president ever did 
a braver tbiug. certainly not since Lin- 
coln, than tlie sending to Congress of liis 
message of lust December. 

As to tlie distinction between an ad 
valorem, or speciUc tux, it is a matter of 
slight iiiiportauce to any one but tlie 
importer, tlie consumer fixes the same 
under both taxes, and I doubt whether 
the high protectionist oarcs which 
method is adopted. 

Mr. Leeson tries to make tlie ad valorem 
tax more obvious by quoting Mr, Huyne, 
of South Carolina, iu its favor in 18:12, 
and then, unfairly, says that under the 
tax of 1 184(1. tlie (tariff tax 1 mean, in 
which this system was adopted, in eleven 
years the national debt increased nearly 
oue hundred per cunt. 

I have said unfairly, because Mr. Loe- 
sou makes no allusion to the causes of 
such an increase. Hu implies that the 
low tariff was responsible for this, when 
the fact is, that the expenses of the 


government wore increased enormously. 
The debt was caused by the Mexican 
war. Hero, agnin, the English birth of 
Mr. Leeson possibly made him ignorant 
of our history. It was that, rather than ' 
an unfair statement, intentionally made. 

As to the cffoct of tho Mills Bill, if 
passed, wo can only conjecture, and tlie 
guess of one mail is ns good ns another. 
Wlmt reason is there for supposing that 
tho opinion of President Adams, in 1828, 
or Jackson, in 1829, are of any especial 
value on this subject to-day, in 1888. 
More than that, what did General Jack- 
son know about tho tariff, or of finance? 
Did his early training give him such ex- 
ceptional advantages, that we, to-day, 
must govern ourRelvcs by liis messages, 
issued sixty years ago. 

It can be said of liis views, ns of those 
of Adams, Clay, Webs', or, Madison, ail of 
tho earlier statesmen, in fact, “ New oc- 
casions teacli now duties. 

They would ho the last ones to urge us 
t > continue to follow in their footsteps, 
nnd tlie infant industries which they 
wished to foster, they would now hardly 
recognize, in tho gigantic Ityrant, who, 
witli .100 millions of money in his private 
coffers, and a surplus revenue of 100 
millions more, clnmoringSfor protection! 
protection! 1 protection! ! ! not ns an in- 
fant now, but for tho American home, 
so that it may not be reduced to tlie con- 
dition of tho pauper laborer, of the old 
world. God save tlie mark ! 

He next gives us the preamble to the 
Arst tariff bill of 1789, and shows its 
applicability to-day. Why applicable to- 
day, any more than tlie clauses of the 
constitution applicable lo slavery acts 
of Congross, in regard to the national 
road or other questions of historical in- 
terest. The condition of England, too. 
shows that tariff reform would be bad 
for tlie Unitod States. 

No one will dispute that under tlie 
protective tariff of 1780, 1816. ’24, '28, ’32, 
'42, ’40. ’01, the country has prospered, 
that it lias shown a continuous gain. 

I should liko to ask Mr. Leeson how it 
could help growing and prospering, and 
undor tariff laws too, for we have had no 
other laws. The world has but just 
begun to realize that we arc all depend- 
ent one upon another, and not as was the 
tooling .umongjthe Romans, that all out- 
side of their narrow limits were bar- 
barians. 

The fnct that we have grown rich, that 
wo have multiplied our comforts, ex- 
tended our domain is no proof that tlie 
protective system is the cause of this 
increase, it is a post hoc proctor hoc argu- 
ment, that is no argument nt all. My 
denial is of as much weight as his 
or any assertion. He loaves out of tho 
question our wonderful extent of terri- 
tory, our diversity of soil and climate, 
and greater and better than all our t'Fiee 
Trade” from tho Atlantic to the Pacific, 
from tlio lakes to the gulf. 

I say that our growth would have been 
better, healthier, more desirable, ' freer 
from strikes, freer from class feeling, envy 
and heart burn the past twenty years if 
we had no tariff, than it lias been. 

How could such a country help grow- 
ing? growing too in spite of man’s stupid 
blunders, and ignorance. 

Mr. Leeson then draws his arguments 
as to the value of the Protective System 
from tho statistics of the English com- 
piler, Mulhall, which show of course 
everything ill our favor, both in manu- 
factures, agricultural products, industries, 
wealth, national debt, ratio of debt to e icli 
inhabitant, taxation failures, dividenus in 
bankruptcy, and lastly ratio of pauper- 
ism to population. How could it bo 
otherwise? How could we help leading 
in so many ways our mother country, 
with tho abuses of centuries lo bo 
righted, with nn overgrown population 
with her limited nrea, and her impropiti- 
ous skies. 

Wo are all thankful for our old homo; 
some of us aro proud to have the same 
lnnguago that Shakespeare wrote, that 
the common law of England is our com- 
mon law, and would be glad if our tariff 
policy could ho framed in accordance 
with hers, eveu going so far as to say 
that the fetters which she throw away 
when she repealed the corn laws freed 
her commerce and trade; America, tho 
United States, had better throw away 
too, and not ally herself with tlio protec- 
tive systems of Spain, Russia and Turkey. 

There are other points I must consider 
in another article, with your permission, 
and ill closing I should like to exorcise 
tho Yankco right to ask a few questions 
to Mr. Leeson. 

First. Is it lair iu comparing the ratio 
of pauperism to population to-day to as- 
sume tliat it proves anything in regard 
to the value of protection? To throw 
light upon this point should ho not com- 
pare tlio ratio of paupers in England 
twenty-five or forty years ago with tlie 
number found there to-day. 

Second, (I suppose Mr. Leeson is not 
old enough to remember tho repeal of 
corn laws, though ho can the greater 
freedom of trade that has been granted 
gradually since that time.) Has not that 
repeal and the greater freedom of trade 
that followed it beeu of great benefit to 
tlie poorer classes, to all England in fact? 
Have not wages risen? Have not tlio 
comforts of life been moro distributed? 
Have not strikes decreased? Has not 
tho conditions of the operative been vast- 
ly improved? 

In fact can it not ho said tliat a now 
era lias been opened in England Biuce 
that time? 

Have any of tlie dire calamities tliat 
were going to follow the repeal of corn 
laws befallen any one in England uxcopt 
PeiUflt? E.

MR. BURR FOR MAYOR. 

Newton is to join the large procession 
of cities which have young men for 
mayors. It is the popular thing now to 
find a yonng mau of ability and charac- 
ter, with some experience in city matters, 
and nominate him for mayor. Cambridge 
set the example with Mr. Russell, a class- 
mate of Mr. Burr’s at Harvard, aud the 
general testimony is that he made the 
best mayor Cambridge ever had. Quincy, 
Woburn, Chelsea, Newton and other cities 
are this year following the example of 
Cambridge, ami their next mayors will 
bo young men. 

In Newton Mr. Burr has proven such 
an acceptable candidate that the only 
thing found to urge against him is bis 
youth. It is conceded that in character, 
iii ability, in his knowledge of Newton, 
be is in every way qualified, while as a 
presiding officer of the common council, 
as a member of the finance committee, 
of the school board or of the board of 
health, he has showu marked ability and 
fitness, which promise well for the per- 
formance of the higher duties to which 
he will be called. 

As far as bis youth is concerned, we 
do not think a man in his 33rd year is 
altogether too young for the serious 
duties of life. Mayor Pulsifer was only 
a very few years! older, and every one 
concedes the excellence of his adminis- 
tration of Newton’s affairs. Wo might 
go farther away, if necessary, aud point 
out that Thomas JetTersoa was barely 33 
when lie wrote the declaration of inde- 
pendeece; Daniel Webster was 30 when 
first elected to Congress; Heury Clay 
was first elected to the National Senate 
when only 20; John Jay was a member 
of the Continental Congress at 20, and 
president of that body at 32; Alexander 
Hamilton was a member of Congress at 
25, and secretary of the treasury at 30; 
while in more recent times the young- 
er members of Congress and of the Sen- 
ate, or of our state legislature, have been 
the ablest and most progressive and in- 
fluential members. 

Indeed, if a man is not fitted for the 
serious duties of life at 30 years it is 
doubtful if he ever will be. It is said 
that young meu are uot conservative, 
that they are iuclined to extravagant ex- 
penditures and hasty actiou, but those 
who have followed the course of the city 
council this year have found that the 
lower branch, composed almost exclus- 
ively of young men, has been much more 
conservative, &ud economical, and it is 
due to them that the appropriations for 
next year have been kept within the 
limits set by the finance committee, 
while the older men in the board of al- 
dermen worked hard to exceed them. 
This is a practical example of the advan- 
tage of having sucli young meu as Mr. 
Burr in the city government. 

If Newtou is to have the advantage of 
young men of promise in the city gov- 
ernment, it must take them before they 
become so engaged in their private busi- 
ness that they have no time for outside 
duties. Ten years from now the city 
could uo more secure the services of sucli 
men as Messrs. Burr, Bond, Hale, 
Hunt, llamhlen, or the other young men 
now in the city government, than it 
now could induce Mr. John S. Farlow, 
Mr. J. C. Potter, or Mr. Isaac T. Burr, to 
accept a nomination for mayor. Young 
men have their reputation to make, 
and they are willing to work much hard- 
er than older men, because they have 
more time, more euthui.iasm, and more 
faitli in the good results of their labors. 

Newtou is certainly fortunate in the 
class of young men it is gathering into 
its city government, ami as Aldermen 
Pettee and Johnson and Chadwick are to 
remain, there will be no lack of valuable 
and experienced auvisers to give wise 
counsel to the young members. 

LAST YEAR’S VOTE. 

Last year’s vote for mayor will furnish 
an interesting subject for study, and it is 
givou Below:

From this it will bo seen that Mayor 

Kimball's majority over Mr. Wood was 
203, and that a change in 147 votes would 
have carried the city for Mr. Wood. The 
action of tire famous uou-partisau con- 
vention in regard to the High School 
lost Mi. Wood more than that number 
of votes, aud his chancus were further 
weakened by his uot having been tile 
fiist eiioiee of the convention. Had n 
uot been for these two tliiugs Mr. Wood 
would in all probability have been ulcer- 
ed Mayor. 


This year there are no sueli drawbacks 
against Mr. Burr. The convention that 
nominated him was harmonious, he re- 
ceiving the votes of all the delegates ex- 
cept eleven on the Informal ballot. His 
nomination was made unanimous, Mr. 
Police's friends showed no disposition to 
bolt, or to do anything olso than to sup- 
port tho nomineo heartily. 

In regard to the school board candi- 
dates, tho convention aceepted those en- 
dorsed by tho ward caucuses ns there 
was no chance offered thorn to go behind 
tlie returns, and tlioy did tho same with 
tho candidates presented for aldormen. 
People who are dissatisfied with any of 
these have only themselves to blame, for 
not going to the oaucuscs and trying to 
bring about a different result 

Taken ns a whole tho ticket nominated 
by tho convention is nn excellent ono, 
and will poll a largo vote. Tho now 
men placed in nomination nre of such a 
character as any city might bo proud to 
have represent it. Where, for instanco, 
could bo found a better candidate for al- 
derman than Mr. Adams K. Toiman of 
Ward Three, or Mr. W. F. Ilarbach ot 
Ward Six. They aro tho oquals of any 
men who havo sal upon tho board. For 
the school hoard also, Mr. J. E. Hollis 
aud Dr. B. K. Pierce aro admirably fitted 
for the discharge of their duties. They 
are liberal minded, honest and indepen- 
dent men, who are accustomed to think 
for themselves on ail questions. Mrs. 
Martiu of Ward Two is also au excellent 
choice, and those who know her are con- 
fident that she will provo such a useful 
member as to show the wisdom of hav- 
ing women upon the school board. 


THE CITIZEN’S CONVENTION. 


Citizens who objected because the work 
at some of the (Republican ward caucuses 
seemed all cut and dried, were much im- 
pressed at the smoothness with which the 
Citizen's convention transacted business. 
Evidently the managers do not believe in 
trusting anything to chance, nnd like good 
generals they had laid out their work in 
advance. 

The quarrel that had existed between 
certain members of the party during the 
past year, in regard to the alderman from 
Ward One, and which has produced moreor 
less interesting letters in the papers, had 
evidently been healed and a fraternal 
feeling once more existed. Life is not long 
enougli for quarrels between friends, and 
it is much wiser to do away with all un- 
kindly feelings, especially just before elec- 
tion. Tho citizens showed their apprecia- 
tion of the good work done at the Ward One 
caucus by endorsing all their candidates 
but Mr. Forknall, for whom Mr. Briston 
was substituted. 

In Ward Two| all the Republican candi- 
dates were endorsed but Mr. Dickinson, for 
whom Rev. R. A. White was substituted. 
The city is very fortunate this year in 
the new candidates for members of tile 
school board. . 

In Ward Three, Councilman Hunt was 
nominated for Alderman, and the Republi- 
can candidates for the couneil.Messrs.Bond 
and Luke, were endorsed. 

In Ward Four all the Republican candi- 
dates were endorsed saveCouncilmanMoody 
Mr. R. L. Bridgman being substituted. 
This would deprive Lower Falls of any 
representative in the city council, and as 
it is clearly entitled to one at least, Mr. 
Moody ought to be re-elected. It is hardly 
fair to attempt to deprive that village of all 
representation. Mr. Bridgman afterwards 
declined to serve, and Air. Moody was 
nominated in his place, aud will be chosen 
without opposition. 

In Ward Five all the Republican candi- 
dates were endorsed, andiu Ward Six the 
Republican candidate for alderman was 
nominated, but a new ticket forcouncllmen, 
Messrs. George F. Richardson and A. H. 
Roffe.were selected. 

InWard Seven all the candidates save Mr. 
Hall for councilman were endorsed, aud 
an excellent selection made in Mr. U. C. 
Crosby, who is an old resident, a tux-payor, 
and a representative of the best citizens of 
the ward. He would have intlueiice in the 
city council, if elected, as he probably will 
be. 

It is the citizen’s convention this year 
which nominates a candidate for Mayor 
who will not accept. They endorsed so 
much of the Rephbllvan ticket that they 
might as well have made it unanimous, and 
endorsed Mr. Burr, wlu is certain of an 
election. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Tho now members of the school board 
to be elected next Tuesday will have an 
imuortant iutluuucu upon the schools of 
tho city. 

There is great unanimity in regard to 
three of the candidates. Dr. B. K. Pierce, 
Mr. J. Edward Ilollis, and Mis. Mary R. 
Martin. The only contest will bo be- 
tween Mr. John W. Dickinson aud Rev. 
R. A. White. There is a strong opposition 
to Mr. Dickinson from many people, and 
iu a communication in another column 
tlie position is taken that it is inconsist- 
ent for a member of tlie State board of 
education to he at tlie same time a mem- 
ber of a local school hoard. As secreta- 
ry of tlie state boaid of education 
fur instance, Mr. Dickinson might liini 
himself in couliict with the Newton 
member of tlie school board referred to 
by Miss lIapgood,aud in his position n» a 
Slate official lie would have In censure 
ins own act us a local school ollicial. In 
fact how cau lie lake au impartial view 
of any act, of the Newton school hoard, 
when lie himself is one of flu; hoard and 
more or less responsible fur its acis? It 
is clear that one person ought not to 
hold two positions that might create 
sucli Mikado-ish embarrassment. 

Apart from any other reason, this 
would furnish agood excuse for voting to 
relieve Mr. Dickinson from an embarrass- 
ing position, and leaving him free to give 
advice or criticism without prejudice 
from |iis own ads in another capacity. 
It is fortifeaic that a candidate who is 
admirably qualified every way lias been 
toiind to serve iu his stead, ami it would 
; ho for the advantage ol the hoard to 
have a change. New blood makes 
a body more healthy, aud new blood 
; in a school committee is au excel- 


lent thing to have. The unlimited 
and dospotio power possessed by a 
school hoard, and tho long terms of its 
members, is a strong argument against 
tho continued rceloction of Its mem- 
bers, unless no suitable successors can 
ho found. Iu this case such is not 
tho caso, and Rev. Mr. White ought to re- 
ceive a majority of tho votes cast. 


TIIE HOSPITAL AND THE WEATH- 
ER. 


Last Sunday’s storm played havoc 
with tho collection for the Cottago Hos- 
pital. In somo of the churches tho con- 
tribution wns not taken, nnd in others it 
was probably smaller than it would havo 
been if the weather had been fair. If 
all who wore not at church but aro inter- 
ested in tho Hospital will seo that their 
contribution is made in some way, the 
collection of this yoar may be the largest 
ever taken. 


The Boston correspondent of the 
Hinghnm Journal has some interesting 
gossip about the spcnkorsliip. Mr. W. 
S. Slocum of this city is spoken of ns an 
able statesman, but his defeat is predict- 
ed because he is opposed by tho Boston 
& Albauy railroad corporation, which is 
a powerful factor in the speakership con- 
test, Tlie correspondent does not say 
how many representatives this railroad 
sends to the legislature, nor why it 
Bhould have a voice in the election of a 
speaker. It would seem that if their op- 
position is known, that fact ought to help 
Air. Slocum, unless the Boston it Al- 
bany railroad has a controlling influ- 
ence. He is the ablest eandidato yet 
mentioned and made many warm frieuds 
last year. The correspondent thiuks Mr. 
Barrett of the Advertiser is au unfit man 
to sit iu tlie Speaker’s chair, and that he 
is also personally unpopular. Otis Ward- 
woll of Haverhill is the eandidato whom 
the Jcorrespondent favors, chiefly, it ap- 
pears, because he has been a newspapei 
man. 

Mtt. O. D. Homer has refused to run 
as councilman for Ward Three, and the 
emphatie expression over the action of 
the Republican caucus resulted in the 
placing of Councilman Bond ou the tick- 
et. This has settled all the troublo that 
existed and the ward will have excellent 
representatives in Messrs. Bond aud 
Luke. Ward Three is fortunate iu se- 
curing such men and it will have a strung 
influence in next year’s council. For al- 
dermen the Republican candidate is Air. 
Adams K. Toiman, one of the best men 
that could be nominated for such a po- 
sition, and the Citizens have nominated 
Councilman Hunt, who has made an ex- 
cellent record. in the lower bancli, and 
the contest will be a close and interest- 
ing one. 

The Citizen’s Committee meet tliis 
(Friday) evening, to discuss a nominee 
for Mayor, Mayor Kimball’s absolute 
declination leaves them at sea, and there 
is some talk of endorsing the nomination 
of Mr. Burr, which iB favored by many 
of the committee. Others are strenuous 
in urging a caudidate of some kind, and 
tho whole matter is rather complicated. 
There is of course no hope now of elect- 
ing their candidate. 

Alderman Fktteb was asked to ac- 
cept the Citizen’s nomination for mayor, 
but refused, as he had already accepted 
the Republican nomination for alderman, 
and had been a candidate fur mayor be- 
fore the Republican convention. Aider- 
man Pettee evidently has a high senso of 
honesty and does not share the opinion 
of many politicians that all things are 
fair in politics. 

The estimates for the school expenses 
of tho city of Springfield are $104,(125, 
while for the schools of Newton tlie es- 
timates are $117,215. Springfield lias 
double the population of Newton aud the 
schools of Springfield have a very high 
reputation. It might be well to send au 
investigating committee to fiud out how 
they raauago to keep down their ex- 
penses. 

The statutes of Missouri contain a pro- 
vision which might well he copied cist- 
whuie, under which a man is disqualified 
from holding au office which involves the 
levying of taxes ou other people’s proper- 
ty unless ho pays taxes ou property Him- 
self. 


Ain. Burk's letter accepting tlie nomin- 
ation for mayor of Newton is plain, 
straightforward and business like, and 
that is just what his administration of 
city affairs will be. 


Death of Mr. George Daniels 

Mr. George Daniels died at Ins resi- 
dence, Washington street, Tuesday 
morning. Death resulted from a can- 
cer, auil tlie deceased had been a great 
bulteier. Mr. Dxnieis was horn iu Keene, 
N, 11., ill 1302, and had resided in New- 
ton since 1333. When lie first uumu to 
tlie section ut Newton where lie lived lor 
so many yours, only 150 houses li.nl been 
built, and the development of the town 
aud cily from that lime was always a fa- 
vorite topic with tlie deceased, wuu had 
seen many changes dining the past 5U 
ycais. In the early Hays ot Hie town 
government, he took an active interest in 
tlie questions which came up hulore Hie 
tow ii meetings for consideration, aud ad- 
vocated, with tile late Setli ltavis, the 
separation of die township. He was a 
sucuessl ill farmer aud accumulated eon- 
siduiubie properly, although lie met with 
some reverses ill Ids later years. I'ci- 
souully he was a Ilian ..f strung convic- 
tions, aud did uot hesitate to express Ins 
views upon all subjects in which lie was 
interested. 11c possessed a kindly heart, 
andwascoiiscieuliousa.nl holiest in all 
his business dealings. He was a luembui 
ot tlie lowu tire department, and filled 
the position of captain ol Hie Nouuntuin 
Hand Engine company, afterward serv- 
ing upon tlie board of ciigiuccis. lie was 
formerly a lieutenant in tlie Boston 
Lancers, and a member of t Ho Veleiau 
Lancers’ Association. A widow survives 
him. The tiiueral took place from the 


late residence of the deceased at noon 
today. 

3 Rev. F. B. Ilornbrooko officiated and 
numerous relatives and friends wore 
present, including members of tho Veter- 
an Lancer’s Association, nnd former 
members of tlie Newton llro department. 
The romnins were interrod in the family 
burial place at Arlington.

—Last week, for the first time in its his- 
toryithe Congregational ehurce held n “roll 
call.” It was the annual meeting, and all 
members, male and female, were urgently in- 
vited to be present. In addition to the usual 
business, and the choice of officers for the 
coming year, there were reports from the 
various organizations connected with the 
church. The Sunday Ischool, which is a 
little older than the church, was reported 
by its superintendent. Though older, its 
membership does not equal that of the 
church, and it is felt that it ought to be 
larger. The church was organized in 1830, 
but had no settled pastor till 1850, nor a 
church building till the next year. The 
present pastor is the third to hold this 
office. The membership is about 300 hut 
many are non-residents. The Ladies' 
Benevolent Society, organized in 1831, is the 
oldest ladies society, and was able to re- 
port meetings regumrly held up to the 
present time, anil work and gifts to the 
value of $4,945.17. The Mothers’ Associa- 
tion was formed in the spring of 1870, and 
it bus met each mouth since then. Many 
whose names, as little children, were 
placed upon its lists for prayer, are pa- 
rents now, and feel the helpful influence. 
In 1871 the Womans’ Board of Missions 
Auxiliary was organized, and by its inter- 
esting meetings, held monthly at tho Mis- 
sionary Home, quickens the zeal of all who 
attend for the work in foreign lauds. Often 
missionaries are present to speak of their 
own experiences in telling tlie gospel story 
to those in the darkness of heathenism. 
A Children’s Mission Circle was started, 
in 1872, which, under the name of Willing 
Bands, now works for children in heathen 
lauds, hasting patchwork for them to sew, 
making scrapbooks with attractive pictures 
to Instruct them, or fancy articles to sell, 
thus raising money to send thorn to school. 
One union society was reported— the Wo- 
man’s Christian Temperauce Union Aux- 
iliary — which, formed in 1878, has endeav- 
ored in various ways to work " for God, 
nnd Home, nnd native laud.” Lust, but 
not least, was the Young People’s Society 
of Christian Endeavor, which, organized In 
1883, has rapidly grown, and now takes 111 
most of tho young people of the church to 
active membership, anil draws large num- 
bers from outside to its earnest meetings. 
Tho fellowship meeting followed the re- 
ports; owing to the lateness of the hour 
it was a short one. Before the meeting was 
closed, the roll was culled. Many were ab- 
sent. some mi heathen ground, others In our 
land, faithfully working, but a large num- 
ber responded “ Here.”

THE ATLANTIC. 

The Atlantic Monthly has not in many 
a long year published a bettor number 
tliau that for December. Its cohtcnts 
aro eminently readable. Arthur Sher- 
burne nardy’s delicious “Passo Itoso" is 
continued and is as good as ever. In fic- 
tion tliero is further a strong story by 
Louise Stockton called “A Devil's Pas- 
sage;” and tho conclusion of “Tho Des- 
pot of Broomsedgo Cove.” Susan Cool- 
idgo writes very pleasantly of “A Con- 
vont School of the Last Century;” while 
there are two papers, neither of very 
great value, written by two women each. 
W. H. Downs concludes his series of pa- 
pers on "Boston Painters.” with some 
account of important pictures owned in 
private collections here: and W.R. Thay- 
er writes admirably of “The Closo of 
Uarabaldi’s Career.” The paper which 
will attract the most attention is "Wil- 
liam Warren,” by Henry A. Clapp, a pa- 
per which is thoughtful and discriminat- 
ing, and written with the deepest sym- 
pathy with tho subject. The number al- 
so contains a suggestive paper by W. D. 
Hyde, PreHidentof Bowdoin, upon “Tho 
Future of the Country College;" with a 
number of reviews and the usual Con- 
tributor's Club. 

sciiiunek’s magazine. 

The December number of Scribner’s 
magazine is especially rich iu its illustra- 
tions, and its fiction, it contains among 
its numerous pleasant verses, at least one 
line and unusual poem, “.Sir Hugo’s 
Choice,” by James Jeffrey Roche. Its 
opening paper is “Winter in the Adiron- 
dacks,” by Hamilton Wright Mabie, il- 
lustrated from drawings by W. Hamilton 
Gibsou, Bruce Crane, J. D. Woodward, 
J. Francis Murphy, \V. L. Palmer, J. H. 
Twaclinian, and from photographs. An- 
other richly illustrated paper is "Old 
Glass iu New Windows,” by Will II. 
Low, an account of the progress made 
in this country of late years in this 
art of using stained glass. Lester Wal- 
lnck’s “Memories of the Last Fifty 
Years” are concluded in this number; 
and George Hitchcock, the artist, writes 
lirieliy and earnestly of “Sandro Botti- 
celli” us the man who above all others 
gave an impulsu iu the right direction to 
the new art of tho Christian world.” 
The fiction includes a stirring install- 
ment of It. L. Stevenson’s new novel, 
“The Master of Ballantrae;” a delicate 
and pathetic short story by il.

To tho Editor of the Orai'iiio: 

On Tuesday next tho citizens of Now- 
ton will elect, nt thoj polls, members of 
the city government for tho ensuing 
year. Among those to be elected are 
four members of tho school hoard, two 
each in wards one and two. In ward 
one there nre no nominees but Dr. Pierce 
nnd Ml’. Hollis, in ward two Mrs. Mar- 
tin has been nominated by both conven- 
tions nnd Mr. Dickinson lias received the 
nomination of tlie Republican convention 
nnd Rev. Air. White that of tho Citizens 
convention. As tlie school committee is 
voted for by the] city at largo, all tho 
citizens will be called upon to vote 
either for Air. White or for Mr. Dickin- 
son. Our schools and nil that pertain to 
them nro of groat interest to tho people 
of Newton nnd the deciaion between 
theso two gentlemen assumes considera- 
ble importance, nnd is well worthy tho 
thought of evory voter, man or woman. 

Mr. Dickinson hns been a membor of 
the board for a number of years. At first 
glance this would seom to be a point in 
his favor, but it is believed, by many, 
that Mr. Diakinson has done liis best 
work for tho Newton schools, that he 
lacks the new ideas and tho progressive 
spirit which is essential to a member of 
the school committee. Mr. Dickinson 
hns got into beaten tracks and does not 
keep up with the times. In the solution 
of new problems which aro coming up 
constantly he fniis to bring a spirit of 
adaptability to changed conditions, and 
therefore is not a vigorous, valuable ad- 
viser. This is shown in liis opposition 
to manual training, nnd his opposition 
to givingiit even a trial. In a word, Air. 
Dickinson is behind the times, and tho 
schools will he bettor served if another 
membor, progressive and vigorous, could 
be chosen. 

One of the arguments advanced in fa- 
vor of Mr. Dickinson's re-election is liis 
position as secretary of the stato board 
of education. In reality, this dual posi- 
tion is a detriment to the Newton schools, 
as Mr. Dickinson is influenced by tlie 
action and wishes of the stato board. 
The latter occupies tlie position of ad- 
visory committee for all the schools of 
the commonwealth. The Newton schools 
Hliould have uo connection other than 
official with it. The state board 
should ho free to criticise the Newton 
hoard without any personal considera- 
tions. Wo need its criticism. On the 
other hand, it should not be in its power 
to unduly iuffuence one committee 
through one of its members. Mr. 
Dickinson’s position in the state board 
prevents him front giving tlie time and 
attention necessary to the disoiuirgo of 
his Newton work. This he lias admitted 
himself at various times, and it is cer- 
tainly a very serious objection to liis 
election. Incidents are not wanting 
also to show that Air. Dickinson’s con- 
nection with the stato board lias biased 
liis decision on Newton matters to tho 
detriment of tlie latter. Wo want a 
man who 1ms iu mind tlie good qf our 
schools alone, who will givo liis best 
thought, liis whole time and his disin 
forested efforts to the schools of this 
city. 

The reasons in favor of tho election of 
tho successful members of the committee 
last year and in opposition to that of the 
old members who stood for rc-elcction 
are of the same force this yearns applied 
to Mr. Dickinson’s candidacy. Ho occu- 
pied tho same position ou lhe questions 
then at issue and stood with the de- 
feated gentlemen. 

In August last, tlie school board de- 
clined to re-elect Miss Hapgood to her 
former position as a teacher in tlie 
Adams S chool. As' a member, and iu 
fact, unless the superintendent of schools 
lie considered a member, the only mem- 
ber of tlie district committee for some 
time, for Aliss Emend was away so much, 
Mr. Dickinson must he given a large 
share of the credit or discredit of that 
action. 

Brietly tho facts are these: A year ago 
last June, Miss Hapgood was given a 
leave of absence for one year on account 
of ill health. “ It was understood at tho 
time," said Aliss Hapgood iu a letter to 
tlie committee, " in fact I have received 
tlio positive assurance of the superin- 
tendent and the only member of tlie dis- 
trict committee with whom i had an in 
terview, that my position as first as- 
sistant of the Adams school should bo 
open to mu at the beginning of tho 
coming fall term, provided that I was in 
a condition to resume work.” 

In March 18.S8," Air. Emerson wrote 
Miss Ilaiigomt, asking if she wag to ho 
expected at her old post in the full. In 
reply she sent a positive affirmative. 
Nothing more happened until June 1, 
vyliQU AH', jfcjnvrson sent her word that at 
ft meeting of tie district committee of 
ward 2 it was voted, iff consideration of 
her continued ill-health daring the past 
two years, it was not advisable that she 
be re-appointed, nnd that she bad better 
resign. Miss Hapgood sought an interview 
witli a member of tho committee ami 
then learned that com plaints had been 
made against tier strict discipline, hut 
ho added that tlie dissatisfaction was not 
general and that uo fault was found witii 
tho results of her teaching. This feeling 
had existed, it was said, for two years. 
Here there was a reason different from 
the one given, uud if of weight, why did 
the committee promiso her the plnce 
when she returned? What had she done, 
in the meantime, to change the cose? 
Miss Hapgoad sent the certificate of her 
physician to tlie effect that site was well 
enough to teach. This, then, was tlie 
reason Aliss Hapgood wrote a long letter 
to tlie board, which was a very severe 
commentary ou its notion. Mr. Dickin- 
son, knowing tlie character of tlie letter, 
moved to place it on file, and endeav- 
ored to prevent tlie true character of tlie 
letter from being known. Nothing more 
would have been hoard of tho matter 
had not tlie Newton Graphic of Aug. 
28, published tlie letter. The publica- 
tion aroused much feeling iu Newtou- 
ville, and the people will not, we are 
sure, put tlie stamp of their approval 
upon this action. Tlie pledge to MiHK 
Hapgood was broken, and she was not 
re-appointed, but is teaching in another 
city. Is this the open, frank way to con- 
duct school business? Have tlie teachers 
no rights? Is faith to be broken thus 
ruthlessly?

The Late Mn ter Wood 

Bartholomew Wood, an old resident of 
Newton Centre, died Tuesday forenoon 
very suddenly of heart disease. He was 
botn nt Nowhuryport, May 81, 1818. He 
entered I’hilllps Academy, Andover, 
July, 1884, with a viow of fitting for 
collego there, hut after tlie visit of George 
Thompson, the celebrated English aboli- 
tionist, to tlie place, giving several lec- 
tures upon the subject of slavery, some 
of tho students of tho academy mani- 
fested a good deal of interest in tho sub- 
ject and took some measures to form an 
anti-slavery society. But tho principal 
of tho academy and tho professor of the 
Theological Seminary frowned upon tho 
attempt and tho atudonts were forbidden 
to engage in any activo participation in 
tlie anti-slavery cause. 

In consequence of this, many of tho 
students left and sought other institu- 
tions. wliero a mnro liberal policy pre- 
vailed. Air. Wood went to Leicester nnd 
finished his preparatory course there, 
and entered Dartmouth College in 1837, 
graduating in 1841. After graduating, 
he taught for a numbor of years, first at 
Lynn as principal of a grammar school, 
then in Boston ns an assistant in tlie 
Adams School, at Newtou Centre as 
principal of a boarding school, and after- 
wards again in tlie Adams School. 

Ho was a very successful teacher and a 
good disciplinarian. After tlie abolish- 
ment of tho Adnms School he wont into 
business, but afterwards turned his at- 
tention to journalism, becoming editor of 
the Milford Journal in 1807, for which 
position ho lind great qualifications. 
While connected with the Alilford Jour- 
nal he was the first to suggest the name 
of Charles Francis Adnms for member of 
congress, and did much to bring his elec- 
tion about. 

He left the Milford Journal in 1801, re- 
ceiving an appointment as inspector in 
tlie Boston Custom House shortly after 
tho inauguration of Abraham Lincoln, 
lie remained in this position some six or 
seven years. 

Ho voted for James J. Birney for Pres- 
ident, and was a sturdy Republican from 
tlie time of tho organization of Mint party, 
lie removed from Milford in 1805 hack to 
Newton Centre, whore lie has sinco re- 
sided. He was twice married; his widow, 
oue son and throe daughters survive him. 
An only sister and brother are still liv- 
ing, residents of Newburyport. Ho was 
buried from liis late home nt Newtou 
Centro at half-past 1 o’clock today (Fri- 
day.) 

The Registration.

In t.ho national 
election, the total registration was 8806, 
of which number six uamos have been 
dropped from the list because of doath 
or removal from tlie city. Tho not gain 
is 34. The total number of women who 
are entitled to vote for members of the 
school board in tlie city olection is 182. 
The largest numbor wero registered in 
Ward 3, where 06 names were added to 
the list. In Ward 1, 11 names wero add- 
ed ; Ward, 2, 26; Ward 4,20; Ward 5, 2; 
Ward 6, 23; Ward 7, 34.
